COMPULSORY VACCINATION 

The Hon’ble Kbistodas Pal said last week he explained to the Cotraci 
the reasons and objects of the Bill to make raccmation ooiripNlsory Hi 
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proposed now to give a brief outline of its mam provisions The Bill had 
bet n drafted chiefly on the lines of the Bombay Vaccination Act} with such 
alterations and modiflcations as the circumstances of this province had called for 
The preliminary chapter of the Bill contained certain definitions to which 
he need not refer at any length The sections providing for vaccination first 
of all presi ribed that children should within one year after their birth be 
\accinated, secondly, that uypiotected children under fourteen, who were 
brought to roside in tlio city tempoiarily or permanently, should bo vaccinated , 
thirdly, that the parents or guardians of unproteetea ehildien living within 
tho city, or in any portion of the suburbs to which the Bill might extend, 
should within six months of the passing of the Act cause them to be vaccinated 
Then the Bill provided for tho vaccination ot unprotected adults , and lastly, for 
the vaeiination of seamen airiMUg in the Port of Calcutta 1 he vaccination 
of adults was a m w te ituri in this Bill that provision did not obtain in tho 
Bombay Act, but it had been found fiom experience that small pox was 
often brought into the i ity by unprotected persons, and it was therefore of 
the utmost importance th it mcasui os should be tilccn for the v-xccinahon of 
adults Ihe vaccination of seamen was left to tho Health Officer of the Port of 
Calcutta I ho Bill did not lay down my hard ind fast rules about the 
chai actor of tho lymph to lx used for vaccination The subject of tho kind 
of l)-inph which ought to b( used, as the ( ouncil was well awaie, was a matter 
of much contiovcisy among'it scientific men both in Luropc and America 
experiments were „ouig on in several Luropcin countiies with calf lymph, and 
in the Bombay Act tlie use of ammil lymph hidbecnmide obligatoiy But 
the picpondoiancc of iimdie vl opinion here soonicdto be that it would bo best to 
leave tlie mittcr open it present, ind to let the Government which would 
suppl} the l}-mph supply tliat kind of l^nipli whicli might he iii aecoid 
with the scientific opinion of tho day IIo should mention th it in Bengal, 
and throughout Uppci India he believed, arm to arm vaccination was 
generally practised, and hum in lymph was used If, however, experioneo 
01 mature se lentifie opinion should tend to the other direction, he dared say 
tho Co veinmcut would take necessary steps to pi o vide a supply of that kind 
of Ijmphwhnh would be most acceptable to the public Ibe incicnt books 
of llindoo nicelieiiK , be might sajr, weie more m favour of calf than human 
lymph 

Under the B#iba)r Act the vaceinatois weio illowed to levy a fee for 
vaccination, and to appl> it to then own use I he Bombav Act laid down 
no limit to the imoimt of fee to be levied Tho Bill befoio the Council pro 
scribcel i uia\imam limit of ei,^ht annas, which he hoped would be considered 
modente enoUp,h It would he caiiied to the credit ot tho Municipality of 
Calcutta, which would he ch iige d with the cost of the vae cm ition establishment , 
and m tho case of the Mofussil it would bo cndi tod and expended in sucli 
iiiaunci IS the Government mi„ht diroet Piuctically the vaccinators now 
charged a fee, it was ivoluntaiy offeiing, but it was nevertheless charged 
and ])aid by the people* Now it was pioposcd to Tcmunerato the vaccinators 
liborall}, iiid to cany the fees to the credit of the Vaccination Fund 

Ihe pioceduu laid douii fc r ( dcuttawis difleiont from that which was 
piov decl for fin Mofussil In Calcutta the Iloalfh Ofticei of the town would 
be put inch age of the depaifmcnt, and would act under such rules and 
regulations as the lieutenant Gove inoi might I ly down Calcutta would bo 
divided into dilkient sections ind wards, and pnoln vaccine stations would be 
established in cadi or, where tin wards veie small, two of them might 
be eoiivciueuth doubled up and one vaccun st ition provided for them, 
and, on the othei baud, two or tin to vaccine stitions might be established 
in the larger wards Persons resorting to the vaccine stations vouldnot bo 
chargtd anv f* e whatevei, but those who might call in the vaccinators to then 
own nouses v/ould be required to pay tin lie Withiogard to females who, 
according to the custom of the country, did not appe ir in public, the Lieutenant 
Governor wou'd i lako lules foi then gratuitous va< e ination 

J he Bopabay Act provided criminal impusonment for neglect to vaccinate, 
but in tins Bill the penalty of a fine was proposed, and no imprisonment was 
provided for neghet to vaccinate A fine of Rs 100, with a daily fine of 
La 20 for every day duiing which the offence was continued, would, Badoo 
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B!!bistodas Pal thought, act as a suflBcient deterrent against neglect Frosecu 
tionff under the Act Would be by summons This was an important point, and he 
believed the provision would be accoptablo to the geneial public 

Lastly, the Bill gave power to the Lieutenant Governor to make rules to 
provide for the appointment of deputies of public vaccinators when necessary , 
to determine the qualifications to be required of public vaccmators or their 
deputies, to regulate the gratuitous vaccination of females who by the 
custom of the country, weie unable to attend the public vaccine stations, and 
were too pooi to pay , to provide for the supply of lymph , to regulate the 

books and foims to bi kept by public vaccinators and registrars , and foi the 
guidance of public vaccinators and others m all m ittcrs connected with the 
working of the Act 

He was informed that a suggestion hid come from the Government of 
India to the effect that, when the Bill was extended to fiist xnd second clnHs 
municipalities, opportunity should bo given to the inhabitants of those places 
to express then opinion before the Act was intioduccd lhat was the 
proceduic now followed in the Panjab with regaid to the introduction of the 
municipal law , this suggestion would be duly taken into consideration by the 
Select ( ommittec to whom the Bill would be refern d H< now moved that 
the Bill be lead in Council 

llie Hon’kie PiAKv Moiujn Mookikjh said time was a provision in 
the Bill for extending its operation to the suburbs of Cab utti, thus making 
provision lor intercepting the disease fiom without But the Bill took no 
(ogiii/anee of the poor and houseless boys in the cit} itself The number of 
poor boys who b id no pan nts or guardians in the sense dctim d m the Bill 
might be counted b} scoies, if not by hundicils, and tboro wis no one who, 
aci ording to the pio\ isions of the Bill, would be i esponsible tor their vaccination 
nor would they be leaeht I by the powoi confeiiod on tlio Supormtondont of 
Vaccination hy section 11, enabling him to roquiie iinpiotectcd pcisons to 
submit to be vaicinatid I hesc pooi boys tluietore might catch the disease 
and form centres of lontagion But there was another consideration connected 
with this question which should not be lost sight ot Supposing that wajs and 
means weio found lor giving piotcction to toi se pool hoj'S, it was a question 
as to who would h ed and take oar( of them during tlie stage of feve iishness 
which often supenenod vaditiation A number ot these boy^ would be 

unable to move oi go ibout to ciiii then living, and it was but juSt to them 
that tlicy bhould not be allowed to suffer by reason of a eemipulsoiy ope ration 
which was extciideel to them, not onl\ foi thur own benefit, but for the protec 
tiou ot the eoinmunity eit large lie wemlel beg therefore to suggest that 
proiision shoulel be made in tlie Bill for the estabhslimcnt of pauper vaccine 
hospitals in the eit) The money that would be required for such institutions 
was no doubt in impoitant conside i itiem, but lio submitted that it would not 
be improper to expend tho money derived from the fees to bo levied under the 
Act for tho benefit ot tliese poor bojs, who might take it into their heads to 
piovo their brotheihood to the good eiti/cns of CaUutta in tlie same terrible 
way m whieh the Iiisli widow mentioned by Cailisle piovod her sisterhood to 
the people of Lebnbuigh 

He was glad tint the one other point with re ft reneo to this Bill, to which he 
intended biiefly to allude, liad already leeeived the attention of the Govern 
ment of India , he me ant that provision of the Bill which related to extending 
the operation oi the law to Mofussil municipalities and villages In Caleutt i, 
liou’bleniembers li id been told, on the authority of Dr Charles, that n nety five per 
( cut of the popul ition had accepted vaccination as tho best means of affording 
protcition against sin ill pox, but in the Mofussil opinion was not so stroi ^ in 
favour of vaccination, and that was not a mattei for wonder, when it was 
reiollected that great diveisity of opinion prevailed on the subject even lu 
England itself He tbercfoio thought it advisable that tho introduction ot 
the law should be confined to those municipabtus and towns at least, Jialf the 
population of which should apply for its ii troduction 

Tho IIon’bli. Mu Mackcvzh!, said there was only one point in whiefa he 
wished to supplement the very careful statement which had been made by the 
hon’ble mover of the Bill and that was in refeienco to the change which the 
Bill proposed to m<ike in the re arrangement and working of vaccine operations 
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in Calcutta The Council knew that those operations had for many years been 
supervised by Dr ChailcS undt r the title of Superintendent General of 
Vaocination How ably he had done this woilk ^s well known , that (jlalcutta 
was now in a fairly satisfactory state as regards protection frbm small 
pox was duo entirely to the exertions and the care with which Dr Charles 
had managed the busmoss in bis hands The measure now befdre Couhcil 
was merely the natural outcome of all Dr Charles’s labours But it was 
agreed, when this compulsory system was proposed, that it would require for 
its management and cartful supervision more time than an officer hke 
Dr Chailts, with all his numerous duties, could possibly give to it, and it was 
felt that the Sanitary Officer of the town was the proper person to undertake 
the work with the agency at his disposal It would not be supposed, 
Mb Mackenzie was sure, that any slight was intended to be put on Dr Charles 
by the pioposcd transfer , ho himself concurred in the change, and was oi 
opinion that, as vaccmation was to be made compulsory, the work should be 
done in a more systematic way , and tin Government was therefore relieving 
him of a fluty which it ivould not be easy for him any longer to perfoim 

His Hunob the pBESiDLNr said, with reference to the observations which 
had been made regarding the treatment and cure after vaccination of vagrant 
boys if sufficient provision was not made b) bcction 1 1 of the Bill, some altera 
tion might be made to moot the case But, as ho understood it, the mattci 
was sufficiently piovidcd for by that section, and it hospital treatment wa*- 
needed, it could be afforded by the Campbell Hospital, which was just as much 
open to eases of fever from \ lecination as from any other caust It was quite 
open to the boleet Committee to make anv suggestion it thought fit 

His lIoNOK desned to express his entire concurrence m the leni iiks which 
had been made by the lion’bh memboi on the right (Mr Mackonziol with 
lespect to Dr Charles Ho was sure it was not the wish of anybody who had 
witched the extraordinaiy progress and success of vaccination in the city to do 
anything that might cast any reflection oi slur on Dr Charles’s administration of 
vaccine operations , the fact was that it was through him, and his great attention 
to the matter, that the business of the department had become so laige that the 
Govornment was compelled to make special piovision for the conduct of the 
work, and His Honor was sure that Dr ( harles ought to be extremely proud oi 
the work ho had done, and that nothing would gratify him more than the passing 
of this Bill — a measure which he himself suggested should be passed some 
fourteen years ago On that occasion His Honor opposed tho proposal, as vac 
cmation had not then made sufficient progress to warrant the adoption of a 
compulsory moasure But since that time the question had assumed a different 
complexion, and whatever objections His Honor had then to the proposal, they 
had now disappeared, and it was chiefly thiough Dr Charles’s exertions that 
the change of eireurastancos which rendered a compulsory moasure justifl 
able now had boon brought about 

RECOVFRY Oh PUBLIC DEMANDS 
The Hon’bll Mk hiiLti moved that the Bill to amend the law for the 
reeoveiy of certain public demands be read in Council He said — “ When 
1 asked leave on Situiday last to introduce tnis Bill, I pointed out what the 
objf ct of tlie meaburo was I said briefly that if was a measure to repeal such 
portions of Act VII of 186b of the Bengal Council as are concerned with the 
recovery of public demands, and to re onact them in a complete and amended 
foim I also stated what tho nature of the procedure was which that Act laid 
down for the recovery of such demands namely that a public officer maki s a 
Certificate that a certain amount is due and on that Certificate as a decree 
proceedings arc taken to reaUze tbo amount so declared to be due Opportunity 
18 given to the person against whom the Certificate has been made to tome in 
and make any objection he has to the amount being realized, and in certain 
classes of oases it is competent to that ptrson further to contest the whole 
proceedings on the meiits in tho Civil Cuuit 

I jMwpose now to draw attention to the particular points m which this Bill 
proposes to amend the former procedure fiist as to section 1, the procedure 
IS expressly extended to the town of Calcutta Under the existing law there 
was a doubt upon this point, and it has been considered desirable to remove 
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that doubt Tho purpose for which this procedure is particularly required in 
Calcutta 18 to realize the land revenue duo on plots of land within the city 
There is at present an Act of tho Supreme Legislature, XXIII of 1850, which 
proiides a certain mode of realizing that land revenuo, namclj by distress and 
sale This Bill docs not propose to interfere with that piocodure, and has been 
so drafted as to leave it to the Revenue Authorities to adopt either procedure 
which they may think advisable 

The next point to which I invito attention is in section 3 It is there 
pr&vidod that every Certificate made under tho provisions ol tho former Act, 
which will be lepcaled if this Bill become law, may be enforced under the 
provisions of this Act 

In section 4 a change is proposed to be made which has boon found very 
desirable Under tin existing law tho Collector of tho distiict is alone com 
potent to make 1 ( eitificate It is possibly known to all tho members of this 
Council that within tho last few years the administration of districts has been 
sub divided, and that the formation of sub divisions has been effected to a very 
large extent, tho officers in charge of such sub divisions being vested with 
powers very neaily the same as those of a Collector It is therefore 
proposfd that all officers in charge of subdivisions shall exercise the same 
powers undci tho new Act which the Collector lias under the existing Act In 
section 6 are enumerated the cases in respect of which a Ceitificatc Absolute 
may be made, they are Jlrst, the cases in which an (state has been sold for 
am ars of its own revenue, and the proceeds of such s do arc insufficient to 
liquidate tho an cars of revenue due , and necondly, when arrears ire due from a 
farmer In both these cases the Collector is empowered to make a Certificate, 
and that Certificate it will not be competent under the law for the person 
against whom it is made to dispute upon the monts in a Civil Court I his 
merely follows what has been the practice in this (ountry for vciy nearly a 
( entury 

I now come to section 6, which attempts to enunmrate all tho cases in tho 
existing law to which it is desirable to extend the Certificate J^rocedure 
Tlie first (lauso of this section includes any sum of money whicli by any law 
for the time lioing in force is declared to bo recovciable or leah/able as an 
arrear of revenuo or land revenue, or by the process pr( sciibed for th( recovery 
of ai rears of le venue or of the public or Government revenue Ibis 
language may at first sight appeal somcwhit (ompheatod , but the fact is that 
it has been so woided in order to take in a large number of cases (overed by 
the old Regulitions m which the language used is not uniform, and I have so 
drafted the clause in order to make it applicabk to all those old lu gulations 
in which language essentially tho same, but differing in its form of expression, 
has bc( n used Clause 2 applies to any sum of money due from tho suicties of 
a farmer in respect of the revenue of the estate farmtd by him Ueie 
theio IS no chinge Then clause 3 takes in a number of Acts of the Bengal 
Council undei whidi certain demands, momys, due s, fees, duties and so forth 
may become due to Gov<rnment, and which demands, fees, duties, and 
so forth it IS thought dcsiiabh to realize under this pioddure Many of these 
are so realizable under the existing Acts, and this Bill only collects them 
and adds ono or two more whn h were formeily ov 01 looked Clause 4 of t ectiou 
6 in the same way piovides lor tho realization of tolls due from farmers undei 
the Canals Act, I8t)4, or from the sureties of such faimers Clause 5 applies to 
arrears of rent due from a person having charge of a ferry under Regulation V I 
of 1819 Clause 6 relates to any aircars of revenue or rent p yable to Govfin 
mentfiom any lyot, or from any peison holding any interest in land, pastura^jO, 
forest nghts, fisheries, and tho like this is not a new section, it is an addition 
to the Act of lb68 mad( by the amending Act of 1875 Those cases aio 
cases of lent due to Goiernmopt It has been thought — and that is an opimou 
in which I entirely concur — ^that that which would be rent if paid to the zemiu 
dar IS, when payable to Government, not rent, but revenue, and this clause 
merely ni ikes this particulai revenue realizable under a procedure which has 
been in substance usual for very many years in these provinces I then come to 
clause 7, which proposes to extend the special procedure to the lecovery of rents 
in estates which, under any law for the time being, are under the management 
of the Court of Wards This is a now provision, and I am prepare d to admit 
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that it 18 a provision which carries the principle of the Bill to its extremest 
limits I have no doubt that it will be carefully considered In Select Com 
mittee, and if it bo thought desirable that this procedure should bo made 
applic ibic to the recovery of rent in these particular estates, clause 7 vill 
hold its place m the Hill 

riie next point to which I shall refer is rule 2 of section 6 It has there 
been made more dear than it is in the existing law that any person against 
whom a (’ertific iti foi coitiin demands has been made may contest that Certi 
hcate on the incuts in a Civil Court I may note by the way that I have 
introduced a n(w nomenclature, calling iCertilicate which may not be disputed 
m the Civil Couit a Cotificate Absolute, and one whith may be disputed on the 
merits a iatificafc Conditional In the existing law there is no provision made 
as to uii} length of time within whith a CWhJicatc Conditional shall become 
absolute I liavo introduced i limitation of one >eai, and the section provides 
that if the party against whom a Certificate Conditional is mudt, fails to contest 
it in tiie CimI Couit for the period of ont year, it shall then become a Certi 
ficate Absolute, or, m othei woids, tint it cannot be conttsted or disputed 
after the lapse of one year 

Ihe next point to which I mvitr ithiition is bcetion 7 Under the 
present Uw ccrtiin dissisof public ollims to whom moiu} is payable aie 
illowtd to notify tint fact to the Collector, and theColhdoi on receipt "Of 
such notifuation piocoeds to mal t a Ciitilicato It is now proposed to extend 
this procedure to Mana^i rs appointed by the Court of Waids , in otlier woids, 
it IS proposed to allow Manage is to notify to the Collcr tor of the distiut that 
such and such a sum is due as lent from peisous holding land in estates 
under the manigemcnt of the Couit of W iicls, and thereupon the Collector is 
empowered to issue a Ccitibcate foi the reali/ition of the lont as a public 
dcmind Ihe section iseliaftcd makes no pioMsion for the lcv> of stamp 
duty on Ceitihiatos foi tin recovei> of rent due to W iids’ c '.titcs , but in Sc Icet 
Committee , if the si ction is allowed to stand, it will bee ome m ecssiiy to protect 
the public icveniu aguiist loss by providing tint such iiotius from Mana 
goib to the Collector shill beai such stiuips as would bo imposed on plamts filed 
m the Civil Couit for the rce every of the banio imount 

1 now pass to section 9 Uiidei the Ait of l8bS as soon as aCirtificate is 
made, and notice of its liaMii!:, been made served on the person against whom it 
IS made, it may be cnfoiced against the immovabh prone it> belonging to such 
person, there was no similar provision as to moiablo jiiopcrty, and it has 
occurred in the course of the experience of the last ten oi twelve year thit the 
public levcnue has suffeud in consequence of a peisoi who had no immovable 
propert) having received notice of i ( ertifiiati hivin,^ been made, and then 
made use of the month illowed for obpcting to mike away with tin movabh 
property, which otherwise would hive been sufficient to satisfy the Govern ment 
ill m ind The se ctiou theiefoie pioposi s to giv e to tho Collectoi power similar 
to what cveiy Civil Court possesses, namely a power analogous to that of 
attaihment befoic judgment I his jiowi r is to be exercised by the Collector, 
not in all cases generally , but only wlie n he is satisfied that tho person con 
ecincd is likely to conei al or remove or dispose of tho whole or a great part 
of his movabh propeity 

I next invite attention to section 11 That section proposes to allow the 
Collector to maki ovei t) uiy Uiputy Collector suboidmate to him a ease in 
which objection his be< n riised, and which tlurefore necessitates the taking of 
evidence and i judicial id)ueli( ation It has oeiuriod in several districts, 
notably in ono distiict, that tlie amount of work ansingout of the existing Aet 
was so large that tho Colit e toi himse If could not gc t through it without detriment 
to tho efficient peiformancc of Ins othci duties Vhesc cases are commonly 
simple, ind every adjudication of a Deputy Colh ctor will be ajipc liable to the 
Collector A i fuithcr safeguard, tho t ommissiomi is empowered by rule i 
of tho sanv section, in any oas m which he thinks fit, to consider and revise 
any order ptase 1 e ither by a Collectoi or Deputy ('ollcctor Undci the piesent 
Act, in thp eiBO d farmers, and in the cise of elcmands which aio payable to 
the Collector himself, who makes tbo Ccitificatc, it is lucessaiy to give notice 
to the individual concerned, and no C’ertificate can bo m idc until the cxpiiy 
of one month after the giving of notice The present Bill proposes to dispense 
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with this preliminarv notice and so get rid of the month’s delay which results 
^erefrom , it ptovides that, as soon as tho Ceitificato is made, a full month 
Mall bo allowed to raise objections before proceedings ore taken for enforcing 
the Certihcate This is a point as to whub theie is some doubt under the 
existing Act In some districts Colleetois eonsidei themselves at liberty, 
having made the Oertificato, to pioeeed at oneo to tlie iiahration of the 
amount stated therein In othoi districts it is held that no sttps ran be taken 
by way of execution until the month has expired In tho Bill it is nudi clear 
that a full month is to bo allowed for objoeting before the Colloctoi can tako 
proceedings Ihus no real injuiy can be doiu to tho poitics coneiintd evtii 
in those very exceptional cases iii which the Colleetoi has made tho Cortiheatt 
under a mistake 

In section 12 provision Ins bei n made foi applying tho sections of tin 
Code of Civil Procedure relating to insolvent judgment dcbtoisto persons who 
have become debtors under this Act A case oecurnd in the (’hittagong 
distiict which was brought befoio tho High Couit, and it was doculod that 
under the existing law these sections of the Code of Civil Piottduredo not 
apply It has been thought desirable that the debtors of Cover inient should 
in this respect enjoy the same f Kility which has been conceded to tin debtors 
of private })er8ons 

In section 14 provision Ins been mado for rt reiving piyment of a d» mind, 
in lesprct of which a Gertifii ate Ins beon in ide, by instilments No sutli pio 
vision exists in the present Act, md I am mfoi mod tli it tin omission of such 
a provision has unduly tied th< hands of the Colleetoi m tho ease ol persons 
wuo are ready to pay, but in conscqut.nc( ot cireumstanr r s ovci whn h they 
have no control are unable to p ly the whole imount all it once 

The last provision is that rontamed m section 1 » ot the Bill It is then 
proposed to protect the ColUrtor and eveiy public offuci coneeined from an> 
iivil suit foi iny act done, or lequmd to bo done, by him in the discharge of 
his duty under the Act This nuicly extends to ( olhrtois and otluf oihcois 
acting undei the Bill the protertion givrn to judicial ofheers by Act XVITI oi 
1850, the provisions of which Act aro wr 11 known to tho C’ouneil TIh ( eilh etoi 
and othei public officers acting undei this Bill will really be discharging judicial 
functions, and it is reasonabh to afford them the same protection whicli tin 
existing law gnes to all judiciU offirors I miy mention in conm etion with 
this section that no protection is proposed to be given to the Managers of Wards’ 
estates, and that if the present torm of the Bill be retained so as to c ruble the 
Colleetoi to make a Cortitie ite on tho re quisitioii of such Managers, they Mill 
in no way be protected from tin consequences of any neglect or incautioii on 
their part to the disadvantage of the person injuriously affected thereby ’ 

1 he Hon’blk Kbistodas Pai said he cemgratulated the hon’blo member 
on the clearness of the ariangcment of the Bill, and added that he gem rally 
concur! od in its provisions But the lo was one piovisnm m it to which he 
took exception, and which the hon’blo mover bad hunself approached in In si 
tating teims He referred to clause 7 ot section 6 That clause mis not a 
math r of detail, but mvohed a very important question of prmtiple, it wa^ 
whether the recovery ot icnt m respect of cstites or tenures in ehaigc of the 
Court of Wards should be brought within tlie punicw ot the certihc itt pio 
codure presenbed in tho Bill rhohem’ble mover in his Stitiment ot Objects 
and Reason has stated that the certifii ate piocedurc was so summiij that it 
ought to be used very carefully lie said— 

Commissioners and ( ollectois were then consulted in order to ascortam if m tho 
course of practice other iiistanoes had an en ct public demands not fa ling within (bo 
purview of Act VII (BO) of 1%8 hut which might well he made rccovorablo uudfr its 
provisions Some offioers were in favour of a very wido extension oi this hjimnl pnwi bm 
and would make it applicable to all bums liquidated or unliquidated payable to tlic dheers 
of Government whether aoluig ou bohali ol Government or on bihalt of pnvnte indivilinl 
whose ])ioperty or estatts have by law como undei the management of those ofliiers Havin'' 
oarcfully oonsiderod the matter I have come to tho tmolusion that any smh uiiliniitod 
extension of what is tu fact a summary pioiedure would not be safe or advisable In this 
view I am confirmed by what the Legal Uemembranoer has oommunuated to m< about tho 
Working of the present Act 

Sstill, BABon Kkisiodas Pal submitted with due defcrciici, inionsisttnth 
enough the hon’ble movei had included the rocov< iv of tno rents d estates 
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under the Court of Wards m this measure Arrears of rent did not come under 
the categoiy of State demands which would justify an exceptidnal procedure 
The Collector being in charge of Wards’ estates was, so to speak, interested in the 
management of such estates , but under the procedure laid down in the Bill, he 
would be the judge in cases connected with those estates That, Baboo 
Kristodas Pal submitted, was opposed to right principle Rent suits some 
tunes involved questions of right and other complicated matters which were 
best left to be dealt with by the cml courts 

It was observable that the certificate of the Collector under this Bill in 
respect of this class of cases would not bo absolute, but, as the hon’ble mover 
called it, “ conditional,” and that liberty was given to the aggrieved party to 
apjily to the civil court for redress within a year of the making of the 
certificate If, then, it was considered necessary that the ultimate remedy should 
be sought for in the civil court, ho did not see the necessity of provid 
mg for that class of cases the summary procedure of a cortifacatc , it would only 
lead to additional expinso, trouble, and harassment, and he considered it 
much better that the procedure should be simplified, and suits for the 
recovery of rent dealt with by the civil court at once, than that the certificate 
procedure should be fiist ^ono through as provided m this Bill, and the same 
thing should be gone ovti agiin in a legular way before the civil court As 
the subject of the simplification of the procedure for the recovery of arrears 
of rent was now before a Commission, and as he believed a Bill would be soon 
submitted by that Commission, ho thought it would be well to leave the question 
of the realization of arrears of lent in estates in the hands of the Court of Wards 
to the general law He would tlurcfoK strongly oppose the introduction of this 
provision in the Bill 

The Hon bli Mb Damiier said there were two points which it was right 
he sliould notice, bt cause this Bill originated from the Board of Revenue, and 
had been prepari d in consultation with him, and he was partly answerable for 
it The fiist point was in connection with what had fallen from the hon’ble 
mover regarding the town of Calcutta, on further consideration Mr Dampii'B 
thought they should do bcttei perhaps to leave ( alcutta out of the opeiation 
)f the Bill Under the (\itificite Act the High Court held that the certificate 
pioccdim ousted all oth( 1 proceduri s which wcie prescribed by special Acts, 
if the ccitificitc procedure was adopted, no other proccduie could be used, it 
w is in supersession of all othcis which the Collcctoi had It was not quite 
clcai whether the existing Act ippln d to Calcutta or not Upon that decision 
of tho High Couit a n fcicnce was made to the Boaid as to whether tho 
decision prevented the use of the ccrtificito pi occdure in Calcutta, and in 
older to make the matter (jmt( deal, a provision relating to Calcutta was 
introduced in tins Bill But Me Damiilr thought it would bo sufficient it it 
well made char tint this Bill did not ipplj to Calcutta, but he would make 
iuithei eiiquiiies on the subject 

Ho would now approach the other question, md he was not surprised to 
heal the hou ble mover of the Bill, who had so recently taken his seat in this 
Council, speak ot it is if it was a new question, and had never received the 
ittention of the Couneil But hon bio raembeis who had been in Council for 
somejiars, ind were aequamted with the histeuy of its ptoceedmgs, would 
temombi r that this peunt was not now approached for the first time It 
was ti itxaU qmsno whcthei leiit in Wards’ estites should or should not 
be recoverable by tlie summuv piocedure which was provided foi the recovery 
of publu demand^. Ho w is not going now to speak on the principle, but 
he would remind the ( ouncil of the histoiy of this question Going back to 
Regulition VII of 1799, the pioeeduu t<>i the recovoiy of rents in Wards’ 
estates was the summny proceduie presonbed for the recoveiy of rents in 
Government estates, and it was so even in estates under the management 
of surbuiakars Again, in Bengal Act IV of 1870, section 75, which 
was passed lull diseussioi provided tliat farmers and others holding 

tenures in tst^lt^s in chaigc ot tht Couit duect from the Collector should be 
subject to the same Rules, Regulations and Acts as were applicable to other 
pel suns holding similar tenures and interests under Collectors of land revenue, 
but wlu n the farm was held from the manager, those Rules, Regulations and 
Acts should not applv It was therefore clear that, where the management of 
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Wards’ oitatts was directlj under the Colhetor, this procedure might bo used, 
but not wheio then was a m ina^jCr But thin came the constiuetion put by 
the) High Court upon the nunnuig of the woids “ liolding direct from the 
Collector ” Ihc Couit inteipietcd iIksc woid>, to appl) only to those turmers 
and others whose tenures and holdings had been cicittd suice the Collector 
came into the maingeinent of tho cstitc '^1 hal, howe^el, was coitainly 
not the intention ot tho (''ouncil, liowc\oi impcilcctly then intention might 
have been expitsstd in tho law 1 heir intention was to di iw the distinc 
tion between tinants on estites mmngid by the Collector without the inter 
vcntion ot annnagei, ind those to wluth a mani<,(i uiidii tho Act was 
g,ppointed Wlien theCouitof Waids’ Act of last j e u came up in Council 
the subject was discussed and considcicel Section 03 of Act l\of 1879 pro 
vided that ‘ ill uieiis of init due by fumois, undertt Hants, and ryots in 
lespcct of piopi rty undii the oh nf,e ot tin ( ourt (wlietlui such rents have 
become duo beioio oi ittii the Couit has til on tb ugi) shall bo reco\crabIe as 
uriears of ie\eriue, and sb ill constitute a demand undex Bengal Act VII of 1868, 
01 any similar A( t foi the tunc b( iiij, in toicc , ” and th it that provision was not 
passed without lonsidcialion would be obscivcd fioni tho next clause of tbesoc 
tion, which cnac ted th it “the last pie ceding clause shall not appl^ to irroaisof rent 
enhanced after issut of nolu t undei section 1 1 of Act X ot 18o0, oi undei section 
14 ot Bengal Act Vni of 1860 hut ot which tho enh luccmcnt has not been 
agreed to bj the peis an who is li ible to pav tlio s imc oi has not been confirmed 
by a corapctint eouit ’ Aftei passing tint section of tho Winds’ Act, it was 
thought that tin inalUi w vs set at lost, but untoitunatolv undci tho certificate 
i jroccduie the ceitihcatc must be foi momy duo to the Collector or other 
officer, if the mono) avas duo to my othii oflicer than tho Collector, that 
officer had to make i dom iiul on the Collector, ind tho Collector had there 
upon to issue a ccrtifac ate, and some ono laisod the (piestion whethci the manngei 
of a ward s estalc w is an) “ othci ofiitcr ” within the moining of tho law it 
was s ud that othe i ofiicer ” me int other officer ot tho samo class as tho Col 
lector 1 he mono) w is not duo to tho Collector, because it w is the ward’s 
money therefore lie could not make a ciitifieito that tho money was due to 
himself, and theicforo he could only mike it on tho demand of some other 
officer, and no “othei efficei ” existed who was leg illy competent to certify 
that the amount wes duo Thus the sc etuni < rmld not be woiki d it all The 
inattei was then lefened for tho opinion of the highest laav ofliecr of Govern 
ment and he advised lint the manager of a w aid’s estate did come under 
the denomination of other officer ,” thus loitified. Mu Duipiiu folt himself

IheHoN’iiii the Advocatl GrNruM ord) wished to •‘dd ifcw words to 
what had alrcad) been said He quite 8U| poi ted the hou’hle member who 
had just spoken tli it this pioiision did not t ir the first time state a piopositmu 
of law now to tin levcnue procedure of tin countiy, but it was enacted 
with tho view of giving the existing law precision , and if tho jinnciplo was now 
discussed, and this eliuse of the lull was removed, tho Council would be 
altering a law which had existed for a great number ot )cars Although an 
estate managed by the Couit of Waiels w is not a Government estate still 
the Govcniroont was to a cert un extent directly inf nested in tho collection 
of the rents of tliat csta*^o When in estate came undei tho charge of the Court 
of Wards it could not he sold for ai roars of revenue, and it bohiJved the 
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officer in ohari^o to get in the rent (is speedily as possible) in order to 
pay the Govoinnient revenue, and in that wiy the collection of rents in 
Wards’ estates became a matter as irapoitant to the Government as its (jwn 
revenue 

The Hon blv Mr O’Kinbalt said ho agreed witli the learned Advocate ^ 
General and the hon’ble member on his left (Mu Dampii b) that since thC" 
beginning of the Biitish rule in India realizations ot rent in Waids’ estates were 
subject to exactly the same procedure as that in Government estites, and the 
reason was that the Govoinnunt having taken diargo of the estates and looked 
after them, considcied itself justified in recovoinity amounts duo to the estate 
by the same process as in Goicrnment estates Up to the passing of Act IV of 
1870 that was the law, but in that Act theie was a distinction made between 
lands held under the C illectoi and lands h( Id uiidci a man igor appointed by 
the Court of Wards, and that proieduie had boon followed up to the present 
day Ho was not inclined to extend the piocodiue of the present Bill to 
managers , he did not think as a rule that the inanageis of the ( ouit of Wards 
wore much better than the ordinaiy agents connoetid with zemindars’ estates 
and he felt that to allow a manager to say that such and such an amount was 
due to him without requiiing any further guarantee of the coi rectucss of Ins 
statement, was re illy going too fir He would bo vc ry mueh iiielinod to allow 
the proceduio proposed in the Bill to stand if the state ment of the manager 
was made upon oath, so that he could bepioseeutcd if ho made a statement 
which he did not know to bo tiui , but as the piovision now stood, 
Mb O’Kivlaly did not think the Council would bo justified in sanctioning its 
enactment 

The Hon ble Mb FirLU said that the point to whicli ho intended to 
invito attention as being new was this, the allowing the Collcctoi, on the 
requisition of i Man igci under the Court of Wards, to mal e a Certificate 
He was well aware that undoi all the Court of Wards’ Regulitions and Acts 
up to the present date rent jiaj iblo directly to the Collector was lecovcrable 
under the special proc cdure — a procedure analogous to it , but ho behoved that 
until a very shoit time back the question whether icntpxyablo, not diroc tly to 
the Collector, but to Managers under the Court of W^ards, was recover iblc 
under this proceduio had never directly been riisod or discussed The 
question, it might bo uiged, was not new in principle, ho contended as a 
matter of fact that it was new in pi actico— now in the instance The Act of 
187fi which imcndcd tho Act of 18GS, ran thus — “ Any arreais of rent 
payable to a Collector in ch irgo of an ostito or tenure on behalf of a piivate 
person, &c ” Iho Court of Wards, Act passed last yeai omitted tho words “to 
a Collector,” but it made an ovrs of rent due by fiimcis, undertenants and 
ryots in respect ot piopcrty undoi tho ehaige of tho Couit rceoveiablo as 
arreirs of revenue A doubt then arose whether lont if icoovorablo as arrears 
of revenue, and it payable, not to the Collector, but to a Manager, came 
within the definition of the word “ demand ” 1 hat led to the consideration 

whether “any officci othoi than a Collector” in section 19 of tho Act of 1868 
could bo inleipretod to includo a Manage i unde i tho C ourt of Wards There 
was one opinion that it meant any ofiiiei nu'idem (jenun, o£ tho same class 
that 18 to say, any public officer Flu othci view was tliat ‘ any office r ” 
might be mleipieted to include i Mamgoi lie did u )t think it noecssary to 
intimate what lus view w"S but uihl th i* question ar )se, the question, 
wbethoi the Collortoi could on the loquisiti 1 1 of a Manager under the Com t 
of Wards issue x Certificate, "wns a question ceitainly new to tho outside 
public, and new in pi xctieo uiidci the \et of 1868

road in Council, would siy as rcgaids the question of pimciple tint h id been 
raised, that hi must admit it seemed to hive 1^,11 at deal of foico and loason

member on he ruht (M Hampxbr) siid, that tho history of this punciple, 
although It had been r ither confused at times, had been gonerall} to affirm that 
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there ehould be a^spOtnal procedure for the recovery of demands in estates under 
the management of Government officers, oven though tliey were not the property 
ofGoyoinment Hia Hokob did not think it necessary to go back to the 
practice of 1799, because tke summary pioccdure which existed tlion was not 
-the present certificate procedure, and bore no sort of icsomblance to it I hen 
in me Act of 1870 a clear distinction was drawn in section 4 as to estates 
managed khas and those managed through a man igci or agent, and ho thought 
the necessity for making that distmction showed how unsound was tho 
principle of bringing Wards’ estates under tho procedure ot that Act , the 
section provided that under direct management of tho Collectoi tin special 
procedure might be accepted, but not where Wards’ estates were under tho 
charge of managers, showing the doubts that exislcd in the minds of the fiameis 
of that measure riioreforo it could not be said th it tho piinciplc of the 
provision in tho present Bill was absolutely affiimod in 1870 It would no 
doubt bo said that if the spc< lal procedure was absolutely necessary to ensure 
the recovery of a sufficient amount of rent to moot tho Goveinmont demand 
the same security was neccssaiy for all estates in the countiy It should be 
remembered that special powers weie given to Government, because it was not 
holding as a pnvate mdividual, but as a trustee foi tho public Government had 
no individual interests in the collection of its dues and was not likely to 
bo influenced by selfish or unjust motives, but that was not the case where the 
interests of a private estate wore concerned Where ost ites were managed by 
the Court of Wards it was not the inteiosts of the public which wore being 
guarded and protected, but tho inteiestsof a private individual, the loss or profit 
did not affect the public revenues, but tho roicnucsof i private estate, and 
therefore tho question of Wards’ estates differed altogether from Government 
estates Then, further, tho wholesale adoption in such casts of this pioceduro 
would bo a serious injury to tho public rciomi(, bcciusc, if the special pro 
eeduro wore applied to the recoiery of lent in ill Wards’ estates, thi loss of 
revenue under the Stamp Act would be very large indeed On the whole, ho 
thought it desirable that the Select Committci should cousidci very care 
fully the whole principle whether the grounds whn h made it necessary to 
have a summary procedure for the recoveiy of Goviinmint demands applied 
to the management of Wards’ estates Ho should be airy glad, in consequeneo 
of what had passed, if the Committee would give to tin “(ubject then serious 
consideration when the Bill was laid before them

consisting of the Hon’ble the Advocate Gonoial, tin ITon’bh Mr Dainj ur,

The Hon’bt i Mr Dampier said tins was a very important section and one 
in winch landholders took a groat deal of interest 1 ho Council would observe 
that an entm 1 \ new (hapti r bad been introduced in older to force landholders 
to act up to then obhgvtions in respect of entering in their leturns for the 
pui poses of this Bill those rent free lands which were included within tho 
ambit of their estates Under the Act which was about to bo repealed, 
veiimid 118 vvcK bound to include in their rotuins all lakhiraj lands which lay 
within thou estates, hut piactically in nine cases out often these lands were not 
so Jiu luded , the /emnidars had in fact no knowledge of the existence of these 
lent fic( holdings, and they did not wi"h to have to p ly for them , it was stiongly 
to till ir interest not to icturn them And so these peisons escaped taxation alto 
gethii for the purposes of the Bill Ihe chapter which the feolcct Uommittec

was not prep m d to nu et that objection at present, and must reserve the consi 
delation of it he bclicvtd tho Select Comnnttei did not come to a distinct 
conclusion <n tl is point J hen the hon’blc movei of the amendment said that a 
cirtain time ‘^licald bo given withm winch the zemindar might letum lakhiraj 
lands before lakhuajdais could themselves come in Tint was a point which 
lerjuiied ednsideratioD also, and Mb Dampilr was inclined to give some weight to 
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the objection The third point was as to the lakJiirajdat's return bein^ used as a 
fulcrum by which ho should claim, and try to f stablish a claim to hold lands rent 
free to which m reality ho was not so entitled 1 1 was obiectod that in the course 
of years the very tact ot a lakhuajdar having made a claim to 10 bigahs instead 
of 6 would practically become evidence against the zemindar, and to that the 
zemindars had gieat objection 1 hoy said “ It onco we include any given land 
in oui rctuins (whotlui rightly oi wrongly) as icntpajiiij, that should be 
enough , ” the lakhuajdar should not bo entitled to come foiwaid and say “ it is 
my rent free land ” To this Mb Dampiir would reply that he thought the 
Government was quite at libcrtv to say “ if the lakhii ajdai likes to come forward 
and to pay a second addition of the cess let him do so, but his doing so will 
be no sort oi evidence against the zemindar ” 

His Honor inr PaisiorNT rcmail ed that a momoiial hud been circu 
lated only that diy from the Biitish Indian Association m which some 
representation was made in reference to the section under discussion , ho 
thought the Council should bo allowed some time to eonsidei the matter before 
it was tinall} dctei mined 

The fuither considei ition of the motion was postponed 

Section 10 of the Bill i in as follows — 

10 Tlio pioreeds of tho I iiblio Work Cess ahall bo paid into the pubho treasury 
and shall bo applied— (1) to the pa 3 rnont oi such contiibntions to the District Road Fund 
as tho Lieutenant Govetnoi may think proper m <on idciacion oi the said cess being aasessed 
and colleoted jointly with the Itoad ( ess by ostablisbmonts paid from tho Distriot Road 
Fund and (2) to tho construction obargos and maiutunonoe ot Provincial Pubho Woiks 
and to the payment of iiitcieat on capital which may have boon oxpondod or which may 
hereafter be expended on snob worl s in such manner os the Lieutenant Governor may 
direct 

Iho IloN’iiit KuifaiODiS Pal moved the inseition of tho following words 
after tho word “woiks” -“likclj to protect the country against the occurrence 
of famine,” and iiit addition of these words at the end of the aection “ and to 
relief ol bufferings from turn me ” 

He also moved tin nseition of tlio following section aftei boctioii 10 —

lie hid to apologue to the Council foi taking upon himself the respuii 
sibilitv of laising tho vuy important que ti >u wliicli tin lirit ainendmont 
involved , it w is i qut stion which he should submit Icgitiiuati ly tell within the 
fumtioiis of till hxKutive Govcrnrauit it could only bi sittlcd bv tho 
Govcinincnt ot llcng il m communuutionwith tlio Govcinmcnt of India When 
Ik raised tin question, he did so btcausi the dcclu ition i madi in the othci 
Council, and also in this Council tally justihcd him in demanding that tho 
pioteeds ot the Public Works Cess bliould bi applied to tho purposes of tamino 
as onginallj mteiidid In 1877, tho lion blc tin I main o Mimstci , on beholt ot 
the Government of India, ciiuuciati d a sclicmt ot fammo taxation, and tho 
Public Works Cess was a pait of that scheme 1 he people ot Bengal sub 
nutted to it in view of the benevolent object which it was intended to accomplish 
thiough the a„eucy of that tax In propounding the necessity for special 
taxation toi execution of works likely to piotoct the eountiy from the occur 
renee of famine, tlie Hon’blo the Finarcc Munster buid— 

The measures which I have been explaining (tr the Publu Works Cess bill for 
Bengal and the License lax Bill for tho North Western Iroviuces) are a step m the dirco 
tion which I have mentioned by throwing npon each piovince the responsibility for meeting 
tho ohaiges necessary for providing tho canals and railways requued to protect its own people 
against famine, wo give praotioal recognition to the piinuple on which tho Sot rotary of 
btotc has msJted upon and we obtain to a oertam extent though far tiv/m oompletoly, that 
safeguard for the Impenal rexenuos which he thought so necessary

When the Hon’bb Mr Reynolds introduced the Public Works Cess Bill 
into this Council in 1877, he gnvo the reasons which induced the Bengal 
Government to bring forward that measure It was urged tl)at the Lieutenant 
Governor had been called upon by the Government of India to provide % 
certain annual contribution* for the payment of interest upon capital laid out 
upon certain works, those woiks were the three groat irrigation canals on the 
Soane, in Orissa, and at Midnapore, and the State Railwajs of Port Canmug, 
Nulhatoo, Northern Bengal, and firhoot He calculated the charge for interest 
on the Irrigation Works at Rs 20,69,000, and the working expense in excess 
of the receipts at Rs I, $0,000, making a total charge of Rs 22,19,000 on 
account of canals 1 ho charge for interest ou account oi State Railways was 
Rs 8,21,000, and the nett earnings and amount of traffic receipts in excess of 
working expenses was Rs 2,93,000, reducing the total charge on account of 
railways to Rs 5,28,000 1 aking the two heads ol Irrigation and Railways 

together, the sum for which the Bengal Government was to be held responsible 
amounted to Rs 27,47,000 But this was not all Mr Reynolds further 
said — 

It had boon laid down by the Oovommont of India that it was necessary to introduce 
a systom of provincial and local responsibility for tho provision of local relief in the event 
of a famine It was true that Bengal was happily less huble to the contingency of famine 
than other parts of India but tho two great calamities which had befallen these provmoes 
within the lost twelve years must have shown that tho contingency of iainme was one whioh 
wo could not ofTord altogether to overlook 

And so, as the hon’ble mover of the BiU stated, the balance of Public 
Works Cess should be applied to famine purposes In alluding to these state 
moiits Baboo Keisfodas Pal’s object was to show distmctlv the eharaetBr of the 
Public orkb Cess , it was, as alro vdy obscrv od, a pirt and parcel of tho scheme 
inauguiated by tho Government of India in 1877 On referring to tho last 
hinancial btiti ment, it would be found that the Hon’ble the Finance Minister 
laid much stiess on this distinctive clnracter of the Public Works Cess He 
said— 

Taking together the measures adopted m the two years 1877 and 1878 the first new 
taxation was tho Public Works Cess imposed on tho land of Bengal this yielded lu 1878 79 
£355 590 ’ 

1 hi 11 ho went on to dibcuss tho question whether, if there was a probability 
of a suipluM, the License J ax Act should bo repealed, or the Public Works 
Cess sliould be remitted He said— 

Considering that precisely the same roosons were given by the Qovornment and 
aooepted by the Legislature for imposing fiesh taxation ou tho trading and on the agnoul 
tural classes, with tho object of protecting tho country against the finauoiol oonsequenoos of 
famino and that spooiol stress was laid upon our desiie to make the burden fall with 
approximate equality on each of these olasses it would bo difficult for the present Govern 
ment at least to accept any proposition for treating them differently now In foot it 
would ho hardly possible to maintain tho usses on tho land if the tax on trades were 
abolished It might be moro possible to deteud the abolition of the oesses on the land and 
tho maiuleuanoe of tho tax on trades 

Now Baboo Kristodas Pal hoped he had said enough to show that tho 
chaructei of the Public Woiks Cess was specific , th it it was intended chiefly 
to bo applied to purposes connected with idimne, but, us a matter of fact, he was 
sorry to haj that it had not been so applied Lxccpting the works which were 
pointed out by the hon’blo mover oi tho Bill, via tho irrigation canals and 
railw 1 } s, some ot which were not directlj conm i tc d with laimno at all, ho did not 
know to what other works the PubUc Woiks Cesb had bten applied Under the 
law it w as tho duty of the Govcinmont of ^ en il to publish accounts of the ftinds 
raised under the Act , that was a sohum oblij,! ion imposed by an Act of the 
Legislature, but that obligation, he w is t< nsti uued to say, had not been fulfilled 
Iheic might be good and valid icasons 1 i tins drpartuiefrom the law , notliing 
reasonable had hitherto been stated , llie oulj reason given by the hon’ble 
mover of the present amending Bill \ab tl at it h id be in found impossible to 
giie such an account Baboo Keisiodas Pal did not think it could justly be 
contended that Jio Accounts Departiimit could not devise a system ot accounts 
that would give a fair statement of tl o expcnditme ot the Public Works Cess 
Parliament ha<l repeitedJy laid stiess on tho jiubhcation of authentic accounts 
of Indian fevenues , but here was an instance in which tUe Legis^tature had 
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specially declared that a sraarate account i^iould bo kept and published, but 
that haa not been done He might be told that the aooounts he called £or 
might be seen in the Administration Beport of the Government of Bengal 
With due deference he submitted that that book was neither widely circulated 
nor widely read, and the public at largo could not be expected to know 
what wat contained in it , but even there the accounts were ]un]bled up, so 
much so, that it was diihcult to follow a precise line as to the application 
of the cess 1 he cost of the works was given, but where tho money came 
from could not be traced He might bo answoied that the account lie called ior 
was simple enough The Government had to make ovei to tho Imperial troaaury 
Rs 27,00,000 as stated by Mr Reynolds, and that no fuithei dutiils neod be 
given , but as he had already pointed out, from the statement of the 1' inaiice 
Minister, the proceeds of tho cess amounted to more than Rs 35,00,000, and 
after paying the amount of the contract, if he mi^ht so term it, entered into 
between the Government of India and tho Government of Bengal in 1877, there 
would be a balance of Rs 8,00,000 left, and how was that balance appio 
printed? '1 hat balance of eight lakhs would cover the intcicst upm borrowed 
capital of two millions for Public Works in Bengal , if that fund was available, 
the Bengal Go eiument could execute all those important railway communi 
cations which weio (onsidiicd so necessary, and the tax payers would have the 
satisfaction of knowing that the money the} had been paying had been spent 
within the country, and would bo applied to thou own benefit But the 
misfortune was they did not know whoic tho monev had gone to It had 
always been his painful duty to remind tho Council that Bengal, though the 
most productive province of India m a fmaiuial point of view, tliough yielding 
the largest amount of revenue as compared with all the other provinces had 
had from, he might say, tho beginning ot tho centuiy but scant justice 
done to it in Kgard to financial matters When the Public Works Cess was 
introduced, ho endeavoured to give a sketch of tho financial history of Bengal, 
and in that review he quoted tlu opinions of Sir John Peter Giant and 
Sir Geoigo Campbell with regard to the vei} scant justice done to tho claims 
ot Bengal , and in noticing that review, Ilis Honor tho President was pleased 
to say — 

‘ Sir Jolui Giant pointed out that nothing had boon done for Bengal in the way of 
assigning it funds fui opening out communications up to 1801 and Sir Geor{,o Campbell 
had sold that very little had been done siuoo which was no doubt true But it appeared 
to His Honor that if the hon ble member had been arguing in favoui of this Bill ho eould 
not have addnred any stronger argument than that of those two gentlemen because they 
wanted to show that whatever was raised m Bengal was spent elsewhere and that Bengal 
did not reooiva its fair share of its own revenues Ihe object of <he present sjstom of deoen 
trahzation was to put a stop to that state of things and to secure to Bengal a certain amount 
of tho reveuuo which had to raise for itself 

Baboo Kpisiodaf Pal appealed again to the hon’blo members to sa} whether 
that declaration had been fulfilled, whether Bengal had been allowed to spend 
the money she waa lequiied to raise by tho imposition of tho Public Works 
Cess Ho had told thorn that tho bulk of the proceeds of tho tax which was 
declared applicable to the payment of intciest foi coitnm woiks went to meet 
charges which had hitherto been borne by tho Imperial h xchequer , but he 
was not in a position to show what His Honor the Piesidont was pleased to 
promise that tho money that was raised was spent m Bengal Uis Honor wc ut 
farther and said — 

'* In nearly every native newspaper which he had token up lately he had seen Bengal 
spoken of OB the milch oow of India Iho object of this measure was to nimedy tho state 
of thiogs whioh had led to the oommon use of this phrase to enable Bengal to use a little of 
its own milk, whioh it now contnbntod for tho benefit of other proi moos and to substitute 
for fresh general taxation of which they could have no aooouut and fioiu winch thov should 
receive but little benefit a sj stem under which they were to impose their own taxation and 
look after the developmont and expenditure of their own finances 

Thus, they were promised tho use of their own milk, but he was afraid that 
not a drop had come into their mouths , they were told that m general taxation 
they oould have no accounts, but that, if they were to impose then own taxation, 
they could look after th( ir own finances Baboo Kbisiouvs Pai had pointed 
out that those accounts had not been given that had been fhoir position as 
regwda tiie a^idieation of th© proceeds ol the Public Woiks Cess Ho ^ould 
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wish it to b( distinctly understood that he did not oppose the piinciplo upon 
which the ctss licid been imposed lie did not for a moment question the 
noblo and bciifheent motives which actuated the Government in inaugurating 
the schemo of famine taxation, but lie did contend that money jaised iii Bengu 
should be spent in Bengal, and that the tax payers had a right to know how the 
money had been applied His object was to strengthen the liands of Government 
in this respect 

None had moi o stron^i^ly urged than IIis Honor the necessity for the 
execution of those fimino insuiauce woiks which had boon annoumed by the 
Government of India two ^ cars ago At a recent mielingof the Viceregal 
Council, His Honoi advanced cogent reasons why those works should bo 
proceeded with As ic^iids expenditure upon productive woiks generally, 
Baboo Ki istodas Pal behoved the Government of Bingal must act under the 
orders of the Govcinraent of India , but when a sep irate fund was constituted 
undei a distinct Act of this I egislatuio, and power was given to the Lieutenant 
Governoi to ap 2 )ly it to jniticular pui poses, he did not think that the special 
siiiction of the Government of India was necessary And if the Public Woiks 
( Chs Act had distinctly laid down the purjioses to which the cess would be 
applicable, the Govcinmnitot l}eni,al would have been quite competent to 
cany out those puiposcs without icferenco (o the Govoiiiinont of India 
Believing tint to be the ease, he thought it was desirable that fho liw should 
rontun a distinct provision that the pi oceeds ot the ci ss should be apjiheable 
to specific purposes, and that the pubhe should be furnished with accounts of the 
c xponditure of the money 

lie would not tioublc the Gouneil with further remarks on this point, but 
he hoped hon’ble mi tubers would bi ir in mind that in moving this amend 
inent he simply askc d the Oounc il to „ivt effect to the di el nations which, as 
he had poinftd ou(, hid fiom lime to tune bien made in the ujiper Council, as 
also in this rouncil, is to the. purpose s to which the jirocoeds of the Public 
Woik Cess should be applied, incl in t tiling for the publication of accounts, he 
simply lept ited a piovision which existed in the Cess Act about to be 
repe iled

In the Financial statomont for the year 1877 78, Sir John Strachey, after a 
(omprehcnsivoidYiewof the Imperial finances from 1869 70 onwards, declared 
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thair, to place those finances on a sound and pci maiicnt basis for tho future, it was 
absolutely essential to establish such a surplus of oidinary income ovei 
expenditure as should enable the Goveiumonf to moot, fiom ordinal \ revenues, 
(1) all charges for tho relief of famine , (2) all chaigcs for unromuneiativo 
Public Works, and (d) all ehaiges renderta ncceSsaiy b) unforesoen oidinary 
demands, or by urgent fiscal reforms, including under this thud heading tho 
growing charges for exchange He pointed out that tho onl} means by which 
tho necessary improvomont in the financial position could bt gimed wore (1) 
fresh taxation, oi (2) reduction of cxpcndiluic, or (3) inert astd productiveness 
oj existing sources of revenue , or lastl} , a combination of these moans In older 
to the development of existing soniccs of ntenutjand tlu lestiiction of 
existing administiativo expenditure, the extension of the doct nti ih^atio i scht me, 
as inaugurated in 1871 72 by Lord Majo’s Gcncinment, had been lesohed 
upon But that was in itself not suffn icnt to seeuio tho nociss ay sur(»lusfor tin 
Imperial Lxchequer It did little more than guild the Imperial Glovcinmont 
against furthoi demands under certain gioatlu ads of adininistiative expenditure, 
while enlisting the (oopciation of tlu local Govciumcnts in securing a 
moderate dcvilopmcut of ccitim ordinaiy hi ads of revenue It was therefore 
pioposed to make eieh local Government responsible “not only for tho manage

its own local ri(piuomcnts ” I ho locil Governments wiie left to eonsida 
how far the chatgis tins threiwu upon them eould bcitcoeeicd fioiu tho 
people primarily bene hted, and whit portion would hi\c to he met by tho 
piovincc at large This, and nothing moie thin this, was tho si liemo for 
imprening tlu position of the Inipinal finances, so far as it wis expounded in 
March 1877 , ind it w is in accoi dance with this seheme th it i Bill foi the levy 
of a ooinpulsoiy inigation rate on linds ind the Piovimial Public Works Ccss 
Bill weio imniedntoly thcieaftir introduced in this Council

If tho Membus of tlio ( ouncil will tuin with me now to the sjicech 
made by the Societal y to Goveinmcnt (Mi Reynolds) when mtioduciiig the 
Public Works Ccss Bill on the Jlst March 1877, they will find it cleaily stated 
that the proposed tixation wis necessity to enable this Government (1) to 
meet the liability tliiown upon it for intirest on the capital cost of its rail wavs 
and canals, (2) to provide for tho completion and extension of those works 
v\ Inch wore still unfinished , ( f) to provide for such new woiks as might bf 
necessary in Bengal, anel (4) to secure a surplus and reserve fund in hand 
for the prov ihion of local relief in the event of famine It has always seemed 
to me that, in view of the explicit reservation of tho famine question by 
bir I bhaehty, the introduction of this four^i object was at the time

Bengal the unproveineuts, moral and mateiial, for which it had so Ion,, been 
crying But before the money could bo utili/od, f amino swooped down up eii 
the couutiy and oveiy faithmg of his a"( uinulations had to bo siiueudcud 
to feed the people of the tracts distressed 

After two ycais of pmehing, you too, Su, began to aceummulxte funds, 
owing mainly to the wonderful prospoiity ot the year 1877 78, and the fact 
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that we had now become masters of our own excise and stamp receipts ‘You 
too, Sir, like Sii G Campbell, thought, after a while, that the time had come 
when Bengal might hope to profit by its own savings, and visions most gratify 
mg to a {,ovcrning mind took shape in 5 our Public Works Department roMs, 
canals, and railways, all that Bengal had pined for, were at lost to be begun 
But bcfuic we had had more than a glimpse of this golden ago, the 
penodically recurrent cloud of financial depression again settled down upon 
the Government of India All extia expenditure was summarily stopped, 
and wo find ourselves, at the beginning of 1880 81, with a balance of 
some 60 lakhs of rupees, not allowed to spend any of it on productive 
works, and doubtful if wo shall e\tn be allowed to appropriate some 
reasonable part of it to ordinary provincial requirements It cannot bo too 
emphatically stated that lutherto the Provincial Services scheme h is not 
given to Bcngil those material impiovoments that have always been 
admittedly desiiablo, and the prosjicct of getting which by our own exertions 
was indeed the mam inducement held out to inducr us to accept reduced 
allotments from the Imptrial Government llie loc il Government has alwajs 
found itself baulked when at the veiy point of attaining its desiie I impute 
no bl ime to any one for this Circumstam es must, I suppose, be held account 
able But I must ask ‘he Council to remomboi that with the ^eat J8H1 82 
will expire oiu five j ear settlement with tin Government of India What 
tin demands of lliat Govcrninoiit m ly then prove to be I do not care to guess 
But wo cannot always expect to have a succossion of suiplus years such is we 
have bad of late A very moaerate local famine, or tin necessities of the 
1 ‘ mpirc at large, may again sweep iway our balaiues, and then, unless wo get 
i renewal of the farm of oui exeuw and stamp 11 venui upon fivonrable tirnis, 
we shall have nothing to full back upon but tins Pi ovinei il Cess, which must 
therefore rem un upon 0111 statute book as a financial stand by, our only suie 

f iroMsion against an evil day That we must face small local famines without 
ookingtotho Supicmo Government for aid is clear fiom the following cxtiait 
fioni th( Older of that Government in the Financiil Dopaituiont of the Jltli 
Dcccmbu 1877 —

as to reduce to a minimum tho oontribulious which may thus fall upon the Imperial 
Government 

I npoat, liowcvGi, tbit the Piovincial Public Woiks Cess as raised is not 
meant to bo spent diioctly upon timme works Its collections appear in our 
ic< aunt’s m gioss undti tho htiding of Irovincml Rates, and go to swell our 
general levtnues The gross tmffii and othci receipts of our canals and lailways 
are shewn also m the same way as Provincial Revenues On the expenditure 
side of tho budget wo show the “ interest pav able on canals and railways 
capital outlay,” and then “working expenses,” under separate headings, like 
my other racjoi liead oi service Iho payments shown as on account of 
‘ tamino insurance ” aio a peifcctly distinct heading, and represent that portion 
of tho license tax collections made oyer to tho bupieme Government direct 
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This IS how the accounts arc kept under tho orders of that Gluyernment> 
and ^e have no power to alter it 

From what I have said it will be evident that no separate n.nniml 
account of the expenditure of the Provincial Cess is possible The provision 
regarding the preparation of such an account got into the Act of 1877 
^ a simple mistake and failure to realize the o#ditions of the case 
The idea was to follow, in respect of the provincial cess, the lines of the 
Boad Cess Act, and because an account can bo rendered, distiict by district, of 
all expenditure charged to these purely local funds, it was assumed, without 
due reflection, that a provincial account could be kept of the provincial cess 
111 the same manner Cut when we sanction a provincial woik, we do not 
charge it against any special fund in the way imagined Tho Lieutenant 
Governor assigns to public works from the surplus revenue at his disposal a 
lump grant as large as ho can afford to make it, and the money is then distri 
buted in a detailed estimate by the Public Woiks Department We cannot 
pick out of this the works executed with tho identical sums paid in as cess 
All that the public need care to know is this that wo aio spending on public 
works, and on the interest payments to the Government of i ndia, a sum it least 
equal to what wo receive from the tax payeis and from the Imperial allotment 
on that particular account Any one can satisfy himself as to this by u 
reference to the Annual Administiation Rtport, and it is only b} a study of tho 
facts and figures there explained that the real position can ( vei bo propeily 
understood I may, however, state, for tho inlormation of tho Council, that 
uhilefortho cunent yeai oui not receipts from tho ccss are estimated at 34^^ 
lakhs of rupees, our payment to tho feupn me Government foi interest on 
woiksis Rs 33,07,000 In the coming yoai wo estimate to get not Ks 12,71,000 
and we pay on interest Rs 30,50,000 On the face of the a ss account, thorefoK , 
the balance of eight lakhs, regarding which the hon’blc member wis so 
anxious, docs not even exist What balanco there is, is against the loc il Go\ 
emment It is only because oui railways and canals aro now beginning to 
pay that we del ivo any profit from the bai gam regarding their tiansfei, o\en 
after crediting the whole pi octeds of tlu Public Works Cess 1 may fuitlni 
observe that we estimate that wo shall have spent on I’ubhc Woiks during tin 
four years ending 18S0 81, m spite of all hindrances 13} laklis more thin 
wo have diaun hom Public Works Cess, Iirigation, Navigition, fetite 
Railway receipts, Oidinary Public Works iccoipts, and the Impcual allolmtnt 
for works, all taken together 1 ho public may thus tool satisfied, that tin 
Provincial Public Works Cess is being fully utilized and tho Council will, I 
trust, see that the amendments of tho hon’blo member aro such as ought not to 
be accepted ” 

His Honob tiif Pbesideni said that before putting the amendment Ik 
Wished to make a few lemaiks on the subject of the charge biougbt by tin 
hon’ble member against tho Govi mment, of not complying with tlio terms of 
the Act, and of not having expended the money raised by tlu Public Works 
Cess m tho manner intended at the time when the Act was passid IIo 
must begin by saying that thcio appeared to bo tlu most extraoidmaiy eon 
fusion in tho nuiid ot tho bon’blo moraber, and ho thought he might say 
in other minds too, as to the contract which the Government of liengal made 
with the Government of India at the time of the p issing of tho Act, and tho Cess 
engagements which the Government of Uougal made with tho public at the same 
time Ho found hinibolf hero brought forwaid by tho tion’ble membci as i 
sponsor, at all events of the Famine Insurance Fund, and of hiving hi ought 
in the Cess Bill with the view of providing a fund for expend turo on fimine 
works Now , if his hon’blo friend would try and recollect a little what did <jc( ur 
at tho time, bo would find simply this — that tho Government of luJin, no< 
the Government of Bcugal, had a great scheme two years ago for piovidin,^ funds 
for meeting famine expenditure, and they also said their intention was to invest 
tho funds so raised in public works which would bo useful to tlu (ountiy ind 
prove pi acticdlly a protection against famines I be question was how tiny 
were to get the money to originate this fund One of the first pioposals 
which oocuircd to them was that the system of docent ali/ation might be 
(amod very mutli further then it had been, and that tho Government of India 
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might bei eheved of the interest they were then paying on a glreatnumber of works 
constructed in various provinces oi the country from which the Imperial wGrov 
ernmont got no paiticular benefit, but which, there was no doubt, were of very 
gicat benefit and protection to people in certain tiacts of th^ country, and they 
saiJ not unnatuially — “ We have got to impose on the |)ooplo of the 
country some new taxation, and it stems to us that the proper way to do 
this will bo to ttiaVjt ovci to each province the charge for inteiest up6n 
these woiks,” leaving thorn to raise the money necessaij to pay this 
charge in the manner best suited to the conditions of the people and the 
province On being consulted on the subject, Ills IIonou was bound 
to admit that if taxation was to be resoited to in order to enable the 
Government of India, to form a famine fund, and bo in a better position to 
meet extraordmary calls, there could be nothing better for these proMnees 
than that it should laisc its own taxation in the way the Local Government 
thought best, and with this money relieve the Government of India of the 
inteiest upon capital laiscd foi thest works , the Government of India taking 
that money and using it foi the purposes of that famine fund He did not pro 
pose to follow the histoiy of that lainine fund They had had an explanation 
from Sii John btiachey of the liistoi 3 of tint fund, and Ik hoped they understood 
what it was IIis Honor had nothing to do with tint He accepted the 
position and f,aAo his quota towaids that fund, and he belli ved it had been 
used as it should have bn n done At any 1 ate it had not been mis ipphcd by this 
Government, nor h id he over bound himself that the money 1 used under this 
cess should be exclusively evptndtdin the constiuction of woiks foi the relict 
of famines 1 ho famine administiation was enhi el} foioign to the question 
that was an Impel lal question, all that tlu Government of Ben„ il undeitook to

With lefororce to Fis Honor’s lemaiks is to the I amine Insurance Fund, 
on tlie occistii »f the discussions rcgiiding the original Bill, lus hon’ble 
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friend had avoided quoting the whole of them, probably because they were 
too lengthj, but Uis Honor would like to add to what had been read out 
by quoting a little further In alluding to the remark about Bengal being 
allowed to spend something more of its ouu money, His Honor had said that 
the object ot the present system of decentrali/ ition was to put a stop to that 
state of things, and to secure to Bengal a f ertain amount of the revenue which 
it had to raise foi itself ‘ And to substitute for fiosli gcnci al taxation of 
which they could have no account, and from which th( y should receive but 
little benefit, a sjstem under which they weie to impose thou own taxation, and 
look after the do\ clopinent and expenditure of tlicir own finances But in 
ordci that this might be effected, the Goieinnunt of India naturally asked to 
be lelieied of the cost of constructing lord woiks, whuh that Goiernmont 
could not have met at tho present timt without imposing some foim or othei 
of taxation 1 he question was whcthei thoj shotihl huo local taxation and 
local administiation of tho funds thus raised, or imptiiil taxation and imperial

that pniuiple lie Inti a suliiiient siiiti ot inonty to pay for tho uanteid 
intiicst upon t ipit il, whuh would give a vd}- f iir jiiospect oi covoiiiif, Bengal 
with a iietwoik ot i always But suih works weie now suspended It nUe,ht 
not happen m his time, but he did not in the least dcspaii ot seeing this 
scheme recommoiued, whit li tlu y hul lift oft on i very rnistakoii mcw ot tho 
tacts Ho had s ml so much on the sulqiit on otlui occasions that hi. was 
sure e\eiyl)ody would luulcistind distimtly th it there was noonoin tliccomitiy 
more anxious tlun lie was to sec moniy expcndi d in tho way ho had indicated 
— in thewiy of dc\ doping the selicmc of lailwiys The money was thcio 
now, they had not spi nt it lie was now ni com spondenco with the Govern 
ment ot Indi i tiyin„ to gi t lailw lys iecommcuc''d, and ho hoped e\en lu the 
course of tho next few days to leceive a tivourable reply to one application 
Any way, the mom y w is there, and even it tho money was not spent on i nl 
ways, thcie weie other public woiks, suih as tho South Coast Canal and othoi 
woiks in Oiissa whicli could bo worked out us ordinaiy pioviucial woik Ho 
had not the slighte t intenti m of allotting money raised tiom this fund to any 
purposes otlur than public works IIo di liod any body to say thit they had 
not spent in good uselul works in tho last low y ears very much more than they 
received from that fund to meet the requiiemcuts ot the 

As to the question of accounts, Uis Honor ooula give the hori’ble uiembei 
an account in fi\c minutes It was such a very vague misty mattei, that 
he could give the hon’ble member any number of accounts whigk would 
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satisfy the requirements of the law, but which would not show how the money 
was spent , because they had not only spent the money under the Act, but they 
had paid interest upon capital to an extent very much beyond what they had 
collected 

The fact that tho interest on public works capital exceeded the proceeds qf 
the Cess Act was m itself an ’Account sufficient for the purposes of tho Act, but, 
as a matter of fact, the Government of Bengal has spent so very much more oir' 
public works than it has received from the Public Works Cess that such an 
account would simply be misleading, and would not represent tho progress in 
public works which has really been made Tho matter had before been fully 
explained, and the inutility of such an account had been clearly demonstrated 
He therefore hoped that th< matter would now be allowed to drop, especially 
when it was seen that the Government had, so far fiom doing less than it ought 
to have done, done very much more He hoped tho hon’blo member would not 
press the amendments ho had moved 

Tho motion was then put and negatived 

The Hon’bll Kbistodas Pal moved to omit section 19 When the Road 
Cess Act was first passed it was considered a tentative measure, and doubt was 
expressed as to whothci, when a rctmn was not submitted as desired, a double 
penalty should bo provided, first, by means of a daily fine, and next, the 
disqualification to sue for rent h vtn when it was discussed, there was eonsi 
derable diffeienee of opinion as to whethci tho double penalty should be 
letaincd, and ho found tliat Mr Wordio, then a member of this Council, 
took serious objection to this piovision of disijualifvmg piopiietors of land 
fiom suing He asked whether the punishment was not disproportionate to the 
offence, and said — 

In n country like tins where the revenue laws ueio tauiud out with groat stnngencj 
and wheio a mans (state was sold up tor arrears of revenue it would ho an extreme 
course that for his roousauoy ho should not he allowed to collert bn. rents II o thought it 
coidd ho shown fiom the policy ot the Government foi many joars hack that tliere ought 
to he some proportion between tho oflonoo and punishment In old times capital punish 
ment was inflicted foi veiy trivial oflonief. and the punishment hoio proposed was of such 
severity that it might bo called capital in tho ni uinstanccs If a man would not submit 
his return fining him fllty lupcos a day was a suffiaont penalty and it mi^ht bo expected 
that ho would then < omo forward and do what was reqniicd But if it was said he was not 
to recover hia rents poitioularly when there mi„ht be a dispOMtion on tho part of his tenants 
to refuse payment in suoh cases the disability to suo would aot us an inoentive to under 
tenants to hang bark and tliiow diiflculties m the way of colleotion 

Hiboo IvBisroDAs Pal would go fuithor, and say that experience had 
shown that there was no nec essity loi retaining tho double penalty Tlio letmns 
were submitted by zemindars with most commendable pune tuality , tho task 
was novel , very few zemindars kept papers with regularity, still they laboured 
hard, and submitted returns with which distiict offieeis weic satished In many 
cases the time was extendi d and fines were remitted Ilowevoi opposed the 
zemindars were to the imposition of the cess on pimciple, they conformed to it 
loyally, and their conduct should receive soiuo recognition Tho) received no 
leoompense for colhcting the cess, and put themselves to no end of tiouble m 
eollf etiDg it , but still tl e Bdl would jmt tlu m be) ond the pale of tho law for 
misconduct of which the> had not been p,uilty Ho thought the daily fine, and 
the new piovision dei lanng that a fini might bo levied though an appeal had 
biin lodged, would bi quite suftieunt for the puiposo of securing the timely 
deposit of leturns If still the zimindar should continue to neglect filing his 
or the zemindar’s nturii, and the Collector could lu tpiocecd with tin assessment 
111 coiisequcnec of rteusancy, ho had only to make imjuiiy thiough his own agency 
and assess the zemindai accoidiiigly , so that under no eneumstanecs would the 
work come to a st ind still Ho moved that section 19 bo omitted, and the 
neeessir) alterations bo made m sietion 19A 

Tho Ho^’kib Pe/ht Mohun Mooi i lun said m Ilooghl), Burdwan, and the 
24 Pergunnahs tlutc xvas m t a single instame in which it was found necessary 
to put the coiiesjiondiiig ertion of the existing Act into operation Iho 
section which autlil ^ zed disfiiet ofliceis to impose fines was found to be 
sufficient ft>r the piipose of oufouing regularity m tlie filing of leturns 

The HoN’mr Mb, Field said hon’ble gintlcmen had heard it stated 
that oxpqnenco 1 ad stiown tins section to be unnecessaiy Ho did not think 
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that this argument for its omission could be supported It might be perfectly 
true that returns had been made and sent in with a regmanty and punc 
tuality not before eifpeoted, but how far this particular provision had been 
instrumental in bringing about that punctuality the Council bad no means of 
knowmg, as there had been no experience of the law without the provision 
He thought it very desirable to retain this provision in order to secure a 
continuance of that creditable regularity and punctuality which zemindars 
had hitherto shown jb or these reasons he opposed the amendment 

The Hoh’bll Mb Dampier thought the answer just given conclusive so 
far If with this penalty hanging over them the zemindars were punctual, it 
could not from that argument be concluded that with this penalty taken away 
they would bo equally pimctual btill there was the daily fine to be considered, 
and on the whole Mr Dampick would bo very glad if the Council would postpone 
the consideration of this question till the next meeting, in order that ho might 
make inqmnes on the subject He should be inclined to meet the wishes of the 
hon’ble gentlemen opposite if he thought tho omission could safely bo made 
The Hon’bie Mr D’Kinpalt said he trusted the hon’ble member in 
charge of the Bill, when ho made inquiries of the numbers of rases in which 
this penal clause had been imposed, would also make mquiries as to the 
number of cases in which fines were inflicted If fining by itself was found 
sufficient to get in all the returns in Bengal, it would bo a very serious thing 
for the Council to say tha^ in addition to that which had been sufficient it was 
necessary to retain a clause which had never been enforced and expononco had 
not shown to be required 

The Hon’blb Mr Dampifr said it was impossible to say how far fines had 
been effective the effect of a fine could not bo dissevered from tho effect of 
this provision hold m terrorem over zemindars in addition 

After some conversation, the further consideration of the motion was 
postponed 

The Hon’bli Kristodas Pal moved the omission of the words " at the 
expense of tho person lodging the return as aforesaid ” at tho end of section 19A 
The ground on which ho proposed this amendment was this, that tho zemindar 
was allowed no remunera ion for collecting tho cess , he worked tho 
whole machinery of the tax through his own agency, and if any slight mistake 
was made in the return, tho Koad Fund should bo in e(|[uity charged with tho 
cost of serving tho notice of correction, and not the zemindar 

The Hon’bi f Mb Dampifr said he did not think tho ryot should be mado 
to pay the cost of a notice correcting a wrong assessment made by the zemindar 
The Hon’blf Mr Macklnzif considered it perfectly right that the zemin 
dar should pay for his own mistake 
Tne motion was negatived 

Tho Hon’ble Syed Ameer Hosslin moved to omit tho words “m 
addition to the amount due to him under section 46D ” in lino 8, section 47 
He said that he did so in the interest of a large number of potty rent free 
holders, who were distinct from those known as lovenue free holders Generally 
speaking they held from 2 to 5 bighas of land, and m their circumstance in 
life they were as poor as cultivating ryots The piovision of the existing law 
for the collection of cess from these lakhirqdars was that tho /(mindars 
collected from them the full amount of ccss as it was assessed by tho Collector, 
whereof they paid tliree fourths to tho Collector and retained one fourth as 
the cost of collection When this Bill was first introduced in Council, a provision 
was made in it to the effect that, if the rent free holder mado default, he was 
liable to pay double the amount of tho cess In explanation of that provision, it 
was said that certain honest zemindars had suffered pecuniary loss by the 
laches of their rent free holders, and it was for that reason that a penalty was 
imposed on the defaulting rent free holders That provision Syed Amelb 
Hossbin considered to be fair , but ho saw that that provision had sinco boon 
improved upon In section 47 it was provided that, if a rent free holder made 
de&ult, he would be liable to pay three hmes the cess assessed by the Collector, 
or aw tmea the amount of cess which the zemindar paid to the Collector on 
account of the lakhiraj land, t a half tlio full rate This was indeed very hard, 
especially when it was to be considered that, if the zemindar or tho tenure 
holder made default, he would only have to pav the amount of cess, plus 
interest at the rate of 12 per cent , but the rent free holder would have to 
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pay a penalty of m hundred per cent Ho hoped that the Council would not 
pass Hu^ a provision 

The Hon’blk Peaet Mohun Mookhweb said the plresant Bill made the 
zemindar liable to pay in four quarterly instalments, so that ho would have to 
pay the cehs imposed upon lakhiraj lauds throe months in advance , and talung 
into account bad debts, and tho delay in recovery in times of adversity, he 
huomittcd that the provision contaim d in section 47 was not at all unreasonable 
He would therefore oppose tho motion as to tho imposition of a tine of five 
times the amount of cess paid by the zemindar (not six times, as the hon ble 
member supposed) It was nothing more than another way of expressing a fine 
of double the amount of cess pajablo b} the lakhirajdar in addition to the 
amount due on u count of aiiears of cess it was simply the mode of 
expression which made it appear at first sight to be very hard the amount 
which th( lakhirajdar was lidble to pay was not five times tho amount of tho 
ccss payable by him, but double the amount 

The Hon’blc Mr Fh i d explainod that tho penalty was not one of 600 per 
cent , but of 200 per cent , uamd} , tho original ccss and double that amount 
in addition It bore the proportion of one to three, and it must be remembered 
that tht (lauso was a penalty clause The objcit of the penalty was to 
tompel thi lakhnajdu to do what ho ought to have done in tho first instance, 
and ha\ingregaid to tho small amounts payable, and to tho penalty clauses in 
old Acts, double tho amount of cess was roally a very small penalty 

Tlic Hon’di 1 Mb DAMnni said the question here was nakedly this To 
induce tho zemindars to isscss lakhiiajdars they were allowed to retain fifty 
per cent to cover losses as well as the trouble and unploasuntnoss of the dutj 
The Select Committic had acted on a stiong feeling that it was m cossary to give 
inducements to zouundars, and it was theref in provided tliat il tho lakhir iidar 
did not pay when the amount was duf , the zemindar might recover the whole 
amount and tavice tint amount is ipmaltv Tho question for considfrition 
was, as a margin of fifty per cent was illowod the zemindar to cover losses, 
&c , was it necessary to give so heavy a penalty in addition ^ Tho result of the 
Select Committee’s deliberations was to give this additional compensation to 
the zemindar borne thought the zemindar should have twice the a nount dm, 
others that interest only at 12 per cent per lunum should bo allowed, provided 
the amount of interest never came to less than i penalty of the whole amount 
After some conversation the furthoi consideration of tht motion was postponed 
Iho IIoNBiF Kbisiodas Pai moved the omission of section b? Ht 
c onsidorcd this provision superfluous The point was regulated by tho law of 
evidence, and ho did not think an Act of this Council could afiect tho 
general law of evidence, although a similar provision did exist in the District 
Road Cess Act of 1871 

The IIon’bu Mi Dampieb thought it hotter to retain tho section It was 
contained in tho present 1 iw, and if tho seetion was left out, it might be con 
tended that the Legislature bad some object m doing so 

Uis Honob rui Pblsioent remarked that if tbo section was left out the 
law would still remain as it was now it was only a repetition of the law 
and imposed no frosh liabilities on anybody Keeping the provision in tho 
Bill made it more symmetrical 

I he motion was then b} leave withdiawn 

Tho IIoN’Bcr Kristodas Pal said that he thought section 81 the most 
important section in the Bill, it enumerated the iibjects to which tho Road 
Ccss hand was applicable The first was “ the payment of the cost of cstib 
lishmcnt entertained and expenses incurred by tho Collector as mentioned in 
section 6 } ” In porformmg this part of his duties the Collector would practi 
cally have no chock upon him, and would collect the cess under the general 
piovisions ot tho law, and if he took any arbitrary or illegal proceedings, tht 
Bill gave him power to draw on the Hoad Ccss Fund for the payment of any 
damages to whith ho might become liable Baboo Kbistodas Pal did not object 
to that principle , ho thought that if the C’olh ctor bona fide took proo&edmgg 
wbudi turned out to be illegal or arbitrary, he ought to bo indemnified the losts 
or damages m which he might bo cast But he thought that should be done with 
the sanction of the Lieutenant Govcinor His Honor would seo that the 
proceedings wore roally bona fiae^ and that the Collector did not wilfully over 
nde the law and commit any irregularities If it was thought the Lieutenant 
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Governor might not have time to supervise theso proceedings ot the Coliect«>i, 
he hoped that duty would bo delegated to the Boaid of Revenue but some 
check ought to be provided on the proceedings of the Collector He moV« d 
that the costs should be made subject to the sanction of the Lieutenant 
Governor 

The Hon’blp Mb Dampisr observed that the Collectoi lolkcted the coss 
for the District Koad Committee, and in the com so of his tollectiou he might 
render himself liable to damages by some mistake in prnceduie, then rlw 
Distnct Committee were to indemnif)^ him His hon’blc hiend said the in 
demnity should rcquiio the Lieutenant Governoi’'* sanction Mu Dampilu did 
not think that necessary If the Distnct Committee igieed, thoj could mdi in 
nify the Collcctoi , if they did not agree, they would immcdiatcl) refer tin 
matter to the Lieutenant Governor, who was tin (ommon superior of botli 
He did not think any amendment was necessaiy 

The Hon’blf Kbisiodas t*AL said cases had come to notice in which thinf,s 
had been done a littlo loughly, and there were distints m Bengal m whnh tin 
Road Cess Committees were not capable of acting in tho mannci m which tin 
hon’ble member suggested A great many of the Committees were under the 
control of the Collector himself he did think that some provision hki this 
was rcquiied 

After some convi rsation it was agreed that such eases were to ho made 
subject to the sain turn ot the Commissioner of the Division, and the sutioii 
was amended accordingljr 

Tho Hon’bll Krtriodvs Pai said he had sulimittod, when the Bill was intro 
duced, that the funds of District Committees were insufficu iit foi tho logitimati 
objects of the less, and tint no funds would be avaiUbk lor the grunt of 
pensions to ofheers The subject was discussed by tho Select Committi i but 
he was not satisfied with the lesult of thou dcliboiations It was well known 
that officers of municipalities were not entitled to pension, and ht did not 
think that pensions were absolutelv necessary to induce men to scive District 
Committees The supply of intellectual labour was so great that persons could 
easily be got to scrie lor dec ent pay, and it was not necessary to nold out fuithtr 
inducements bj giimg pensions He moved to omit tho words “or pensions” 
in clause 2, hue 5 of section 81 

The HoN’nLt Mr MACKijfziE said he was entirely in favour of retaining 
tho words which tho hon’ble member wished to omit He thought himself 
that the municipality of which the hon’ble member was so active a member 
did not attach sufficient importanci to givin^ pensions as a means of securing 
cheaper and bettor service It would, however, bo seen on reference to tho Bill 
that practically no pension would be given save in the ease of the few 
mohurrirs and clerks who spent thoir whole lifetime in the service of one 
and the same Distixet Committee, and ccitainly such men ought to have pensions 

Ills Honor thr Pri sidlnt said it was a question whether it was not f ir 
cheaper to give pensions as a rule than to employ people without the prospect 
of pension , it pensions wore not given, thi servants of District Com 
mittees would keep on long after they were eipablo of performing effieiint 
service, and when they could no longer work, they would have to turn out into 
the streets to starve Asthehonblo member had just shown, tho opeiation 
of this clause would have but little practical effect in the working of the Bill 

The motion was negatived 

The Hon’die Kbistodas Pal moved to insert the words “such moans and 
appliances not being of a nature to compete with private enterprise ” at tho end 
of clause 4 of section 81 

He said it did not come witlan the legitimate functions of Road Cess 
Committees to provide steamers for the oonvojjjanco -of passengers , canals and 
rivers under the Act wore to be considered as corresponding with roads, and 
distnct funds might well be applied to their maintenance and improvement , 
but having eonftructed or improved a road, ho did not think it was fh( duty 
of the Road Cess Committee to mamtam dak gharm for the eonvejance 
of passengers over the road Similarly, because the Committee would mamtam 
waterways, such as nvers and khals, it did not nocessanly follow that they 
should supply steamers for the convenience and comfort of passengers ^ In 
Eastern Bengal there were so many creeks, khals, and nvers that it wouM^ 
certainly oe an advantage to the public if steamers were kept up foi facility

commumcation and traffic But that was a matter for private enterprise, aAd 
it would be an interference with private enterprise if steamers were maintamed 
at the expense of the Road Cess Fund He should not be surprised if the 
Collectors, with steamers thus placed at their disposal, should get up district. 
Rhotas parties and thus make a cheap show of their sympathy with the 
people If the words means and appliances ” were intended to enable the 
Committee to compete with private cnterpiise, then he submitted the words 
ought to be omitted , if that was not the meaning, then be had no objection 
to then retention , but the provision ought to be made so explicit as not to 
authorize Road Cess Committees to embark in private enterprise 

The Hoh’ble Mb Dampifr explained that the section was so worded 
to make it clear that District Committees should have power to provide 
steamer.) for communication in the district, or between the district and an aJja 
cent distiict Circumstances might arise in which it would be very desirable 
for a District Committee to nurse a young project until it became capable of 
being worked independently of the Committee 

The Hon’blf Mb FiiiiiD thought the proposed amendment had a danger 
ous tendency It did not distincuy state the nature of the private enterprise 
which was not to bo interfered with — was it private enterprise already in 
existence, or contemplated private onterprize ? Was it to be open to any one, 
who proposed to raise capital to start a steamer or carry on any other enter 
prise, to commence liti^^ation with the District Committee as to whether some 
particular thing which they had done fell within the purview of the words 
or not As the amendment stood, it wao clear that the insertion of the 
words proposed would only put the section in a shape which would be likely 
to load to litigation 

Tho Hon’bt V Mr Mackenzie said the hon’blo gentleman did not seem to 
be consistent with himself he was perfectly willing that District Committees 
should contribute towards tho construction of railways for the conveyance 
of passengois and goods by land, but not for steamers for water communi 
cation 1 here were many cases in which a steam ferry, for instance, would bo 
of great advantage to the district communication In barun, for instance, tho 
District Committee was most anxious to bring the distnct on tho other side of 
the Ganges into communication with the railway on this side, and it was 
willing to contribute a small portion of its funds to induce private capitalists 
to take up the project , and hon’ble members would, bo believed, admit that 
this was just an enterprise of tho kind which District Committees ought to be 
authorized to encouiago and foster Tho whole of these provisions were 
subject to tho limitation that the work must be such as to benefit tho 
district supplying the money 

His Honor thf Vrisident observed tliat in many distncts money could 
not bo more usefully spent for the uso oi the poorer classes of tho people than 
to bnng them in communication with large Imes of steam vessels or railway 
( entros by means of cheap ferry boats, and thus enable them to take advantage 
of water communications in a way which they could not otherwise do The 
Chittagong and F ast( rn Bengal cases which had been instanced had been 
prtshod upon him He could see no harm whore a water channel existed in 
allowing local Coniniittecs to provide mians to enable the people to avail them 
seh cs of that means of communication in a way that would make it useful 
It did seem inconsistent to allow Committees to construct railways and 
provide locomotive power unou tliom, and to say that to make water communi 
cation uselul they must not provide locomotive power In certain districts 
veiy much more benefit could be denied fiom the establishment of femes than 
by making roads which were not so useful In Backergunge, which was a rich 
distnct, a great deal had 1 eon done in this respect, and a great deal more could 
be done by bunging the distiici into communication with the great lines of 
steam communication His Honor did not think there was the slightest chance 
of the pioMsiou being abused, and he was sure its operation would be of 
great benefit to the country 

Tho motion was then negatived 

Section 81 w 8 then agreed to with a verbal amendment made upon the 
motion of tho Hon’bce Mb Dampier

In accordance with the Lieutenant Governor's instractions, I have the 
honor of submitting some remarks on a letter irom Dr Irving, late Surgeon 
General, Bengal, which appeared in the Oilcutta Englukman of the 0th 
instant, ana has been circulated m pamphlet form ambng the native teachers of 
medicine here 

2 The material points in Dr Irnng’s letter are three Ho first produces 
a table of figures to show that on certain days lu 1878, at tiie Campbell 
Hospital, the quantity of stimulants and dietary extras was too small for the 
wants of the patients For this purpose ho gives dailv numbers of moribund 
persons, which yield an average of 82, and the daily expenditure of rum and 
milk, &c , and he adds — “ Ihe above seems to n quire no remaik ” 

8 Dr Irving’s figures are so obviously incorrect that they might indeed 
be dismissed without remark Ho has found that there were 32 moribund 
persons in this hosrntal on each of ten consecutive dais A moribund person, 
as the term 18 used here and by Dr Irving, means one who dies within 24 hours 
of admission Consequently, to maintain a Ining av( rage of 32 such persons 
daily, the same numhci must be admitted dailv The time of ycai was not the 
time of greatest sickness, and the number of monbunds then admitted was 
below, rather than above, the ordinary number If Di Irving s figures were 
true, the number of monbunds, and of course the number of deaths, m 1878 
would have exceeded by some hundreds the total number of cases of all kinds 
treated in the hospital 

4 Dr Mackenzie’s records show that, as a matter of fact, during the 
ptnods stated thin were only four persons m tiio ward who died within 24 
hours of admission, and that the total number of deaths in the ward in those 
ten days was 18, a number which Dr Irving would magnify into 322, that is 
the total nombe r of his monbund persons 

6 The manni r in which Dr Irving fell into so strange an error seems to 
be this He visited the temporary ward sometimes called moribund ward, a 
separate building m which a variety of cases are kept for a time, and into which 
moribund persons among others are (onveyed on admission IIo regards all 
tfie occupants of this ward is moribund, though the ngistf r would have shown 
him that a largo proportion of them recoveied binding in the books a 
period during which the consumption of stimulants has boon small, he, with 
out further euquirv, compares the daily number of occupants of the temporary 
ward, calls them all moribund, and hLliovcs that he has proved to domonstra 
tion the iDBulficiency of treatment 

6 Dr Irving’s next point is that “medical ofiBcers winked at the practice 

of patients receiving food from outside m order to bupplcment the Committee’s 
allowance ” If Dr Irving had been m Calcutta m the days of extiavaj,ance 
and waste, he would have known that this practice was not then merely 
“ winked at ” When the Government was paying most lavishly, the food 
given to the sick was so bad that a fund was raised by subscription for the 
purchase of articles of diet, which were distributed in organized bystem by 
ladies visiting the wards This was but a vt ry few years ago, and has been 
called to mmd by present residents of Calcutta during the late agitation as 
one of tile evils corrected by reform The practice of introducing food into the 
wards from outside is a bad one It means very often that bods ore occupied 
by people who have no ngbt to them It has almost, if not entirely,

ti I do not know on what principle a medical officer can find it neces< 
sary to keep bis beds full by admittmg persons who do nqt require them It 
is not tho interest of th( sick that actuates him It is agaibst the interest of 
the State to do so It cannot be defended on educational grounds, for trfnal 
cases are treated daily in hundreds as out p itients I hare endeavoured to 
ascertam whether anyttong has occurred in the Calcutta Hospitals under the 
new system to which Dr Irving’s statement may be supposed to apply I 
append the answers of the several medical officers concerned 

0 Dr Coates, who managed the Medical College Hospital up to the end 
of 1878, says that be never hoard of a patient leaving the hospital for sntffi a 
reason as tliat stated by Dr Irving and quotes the testimony of Dr Partridge 
on complaints of insufficiency He adds that, so far from admitting trivial 
casts, he was forced to remove eonvaloscents as speedily as possible from the 
wards to make room for applicants severely ill , that the uumoer of European 
patients ho transferred to the General Hospital cooked remonstrance fiom its 
Bupermtendent , that he transfeired to the Campbell Hospital no less than 
1,625 natives, all so ill that they were conveyed in carts , besides eight or ten 
daily who mere able to walk Ihese figures are verified by the books of the 
Campbell Hospital Dr Irving upon this obtained vi bat be called a very 
“salutary order” from Government prohibiting the excessive crowding of the 
Campbell Hospital 

10 Dr bmith assumed charge of the College Hospital at the end of 1878 
He writes that shortly after his return, the complaints made by the patients 
as to the insufficiency ot the food were vety numerous indeed, and many patients 
left the hospital saying thi v did not get enougli to eat This sudden change 
must have been tonfmed ro the f uropean wdids foi I find that in the caily 
months of 1879 more sick n itives were ti msferied from the College to the 
Campbell Hospital than in the corresponding mouths of 1878 Dr Smith again, 
so for from bavmg his beds filled uith tiivial ea^es, has, like his colleagues, 
labored under the opposite difficulty and lure he mak( s no distinction of time 
before and after be changed Ins scile ot diets so that those who le/t the 
hospital with appetites unsatisfied would scorn to havt been speedily replaced 
by others more ill than themselves Dr Irving has been cv idently misled regard 
mg trivial oases The change of diet Dr Smith says, was made with good 
eflEect but still all the money allowed bv Govcrnmi nt was not used If, then, 
people did leave tins hospital becaust then appetite s were not satisfied, the 
fact will not servo Dr Irving a purpose , foi the system which he seems to dis-i- 
credit enabled Di Smitli to alter his du t scale and still to save monev 
Later m the year 1879 Dr Smith made a stioug representation of the pressure 
put upon him by applicants fir admission whom hu could not transfer to 
Scalduh in consequence of overcrowdnit, there 

11 Dr Jones rt ports coucernm^ the General Hospital that Dr Irving s 
remarks can have no application to doyihing that has occuried lu that instiiu 
tion Dr Mackenzie shows that the state of affitirs at tho Campbell Hospital 
has been the reverse ot that indic ited by Dr Irving His admissions in 1878 
and 1879 greatly exceeded those ot mdiuaiy years, and persons resorted to 
his hospital who would not have gone tbeie before Dr Mackenzie pro 
ducoB tables, of which I have given the substance, showing Dr Irving’s figures 
to bo altogether wrong, and ho points out the manner in which Dr Irving 
failed to ascertain the truth

oontracts (or hospital supplies which he officially sanctioned An unbiassed 
person may indeed sa/^tBrir^rtuhty ag iinst economv was to be teared, for the 
majoritv ot the r ledi^ members of the tomnutteo wore tlie Supermtendents 
ot the hospitals concerned, who were to w oik under then own leforms, and if 
they thought restriction needed to lay it on themselves alone The Secretary, 
on whom fell the dut} of collecting lulormation, w as selected for the veiy 
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reason that he had not been in any way associated with old practices or new 
opinions Had Dr Irving been an opponent of past extravagance and waste, 
1 could have understood his prejudice against a Committee composed of office rs 
naturally indmed to a hberal view of their own requirements , but his bias is 
^together inconsistent with the attitude he has assumed Dr Irving can have 
^ven no thought to the composition of the Committee His words regarding 
it have the same foundation as ms deductions from the report which he 
did not read, and his conclusion from figures which he did not examine The 
words are useful , nevertheless, for the lisrht which, as a confession of a very 
blind prejudice, they reflect on Dr Irving’s subsequent action

especially the native portion (f them and rainv were afiaid to order stimulants and articles of 
extra diet which they had hitheito freely dme and still believed to be necessary fr their 
natients, as I have been told by s ime of them themselve'^ Bel)W I give a list of stimulants

The alovi stems to rt-quire no remark 

On one of my fiist \isits to the ( ainpboll Hospital about this time I was struck by the 
miserable appearance of fho inmate? and the small quantities of stimulants and other extras 
used, and 1 spoke on this subjict Ihe impression then left on my mind wa? that the 
Assistant SurgeoOh were afraid to rrdcr extras as it tended to increase the cosc r£ diets I 
was informed that after my visit the Assistant Sur.eons were asBembled and told that they 
were at liberty to do exactly as they liked in prescribing stimulant^ and articles of extra diet, 
but that they would be held personally responsible for quantities used thus blowing cold< 
and hot at the same time, as one of them remarked The contract prices at which milk 
meat, and other articles were obtained were too low to «ocure them of the quality that the 
sick ought to have Professor Wood analysed several specimens of milk suptlied to the 
Medical College Hospital and found it to be about half water (milk 5G water 44) If it is 
said that as Surgeon General 1 counUrsi^ned all contraCtB in t ken of approvil I simply 
retort that I informed Superintendents of Hospitals to do ns tliey thought be t in the matter, 
they biang really most interested, and that 1 BboiiUl agree to what they proposed Had 
I said anything to show that I was not an advocate for rif^id economy ’ in the interest 
of the tax payers I should have been put d >wn is disloyal (a favourite Bengal term), 
and should have got into a contioversy for wl icb 1 had no wish 

Another thing I noticed was that ^iio medical officers winked at the pracMce of patients, 
both European and Native reccivin^ food Irom outside, m order to supplement the Com 
nut CCS allowance Ihis 1 hclievc to bf entirely contrary to the rules of every well regulated 
hcspitul I have bef)re me a litter fiom a medical officer who states that after the in 
troduction of the new scale of diet, th patunls could with difficulty be prevailed on to remain 
in hospital, as tluy said they wire starved but us it was iieecbsarv to keep the beds full 
f j'lval ( ascs r f pusoos wiliin^ to itmaiu w etc admitted It was neeessiry to fill the beds 
m order to keep up the numbers, bceing that in India the efficiency of a h ispiial is guaged 
by the number of admi'^hionb bir Asbley 1 don however as we all know, has added another 
criterion and a much mote one, vi the coht of qalIi patient The filling of empty 

beds with trninl cases, h/\> ever smves another important purpose viz that of keeping aown 
the percentage ot w 

Imagine, if yoti the Phobic an or Surgom<f a London hospital turning to hie 
oleik and asking whether the numb jr of patients on extras enablts him to ord^r a glass of 
stout for a particular patient without ixcecding the rate fixed by the Governors of bis 
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hospital and on bein^ told that he is up to the mark having^ to take a patient who had 
them off extras in order to pat on a new case which he thinks reqaires them more urgently 
y^t this, 1 have been oredibly informed by a medical officer who was present on the ocoasion, 
h^ been known to be done in a hobpital m the m tropolis of India since the present 
Inentenant Governor took up the hospital question in the interests of the tax payers of Bengal 

There aie many other parts of your arlules to which 1 might allude but 1 shall not 
do so at present, and shall not recur to the subject unless forced to do so I am, however 
quite prepared to i^o on, as I have abundance of time and seeinr; that I have ever atted on 
my country’s motto — Smo me mpune lacemt After your articles appeared and after 
Sir Ashley Edon s attack on me in his resolution, I collected mateiials to help me to reply 
In the above I have not nearly said all I might and am quite pi epared to continue the 
discussion 

P S — I have just seen your article noticing Dr Ewart s reply to the Lieutenant 
Governor’s attack on his management of the General Hospital m your issue of the ISth ultimo

think it worth while to notice as I now do in this manner The Hon’blo the 
Lieutenant Governor objects to my characterizing the year as one of * ngid 
t conomy,’ in which * the screw was continuously applied for the purpose of 
reduemg expenditure in all possible ways ' In wnting thus, I alluded parti 
cularly to my own action in endeavouring to curb expenditure m every manner, 
in the matter of medicines, diet, establishment, &c I imagined that I was 
carrying out the policy of Government, and being myself responsible that 
the sick were not injuriously affected, I was not hkely to do anything m 
consequence of which 1 thought it possible that they might suffer But if 
I did not ‘ put on the screw ’ and enforce * rigid economy,’ I do not understand 
the mtaniug of these woids In wnting an annual report, it was not for me 
to allude to the policy of the Government, as there is, I understand, a distinct

intended foi them and fo the stoppage of peculation, or in any way connected 
with the new diet scale Nor would he, from a single year’s oxpcnence, 
think of indicating the eauso of tho reduced mortality with anything bke 
< ertaintv 

‘The actual dififtrence between the moitality in 1877 and 1878 is 0 6 in 
favour of the former, a fraction which is of no account in the comparison of the 
moitality of two years but had the other figures which I gave been considered, 
vw the rate of moitality oftheytars 1874) 77, it would have been evident that 
tho average j early moitality of these four previous years was 25 7, and that 
therefoio the mortality of 1878 was 0 4) short of the average of the four provi 
ous veais I did not deem it necessary to explain all this, as it seemed to me 
that anvone who was in the way of looking at figures would see it at once 
It would aKo be seen that the average cost of each diet in the Campbell 
Hospita^ from 1871 to 1877 was three annas and seven pies, the rate proposed 
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the Committee bemg three annas and six pies, and the average rate for 
1878 two annas and six pics 

It will thus be seen that my remarks as to the mortality m the Campbell 
Hospital, and the. question of the diet rate, refer not to 1878 only, but also to 
^®«r years previously ’ 

The Lieutenant Governor is glad to receive Dr Irvmg s assurance that 
ho did not intend his words to convey the meaning which they at hrst sight 
appear to bear The interpretation, however, arose natuially liom the coUooa 
tion of ideas in the paragraph of his report cited in. the revolution and was 
scarcely avoid ible Dr Irving, after expressing his doubis if tho new scale 
would suffice, proceeded to remark that this >tai, in which ‘tlie screw was 
continuously applied,’ the rate had been strictly kept to — that the mortality, 
though about the same as in previous years, was terrible — and he intcired that 
more expensive diets should be providi d It could hardly be doubted that, 
whatever persons accustomed to medical statistics would conclude from this, 
to the public it would seem that Dr Irving connected the high rate ot morta 
lity during tho year in some way with the new diet scab , and it was then tore 
necessary to show how mcoriect such a conclusion would be 

Dr Irving also explains thit his suggestion as to the possible effect of a 
more generous diet in the preservation of life referred to patients after they 
had been admitted uiio tho Campbell Hospital and not before On this point 
it IS unnecessary for fen bfeuait Bayley to siv more than tint in the treatment 
of the sick, the medical offiei rs of the hospital hive the fullest poucr to order 
my thing they consider necessary for tho piesirvation ol life

In aocordanoo with the Lieutenant Governor’s instructions, I have the 
honor of submitting some remarks on a letter from Dr Irving, late Saigon 
Generali Bengal, which appeared in tlie Calcutta Engluhmm of the 9ih 
instant ana has been cuculated m pamphlet form among the native teachers of 
medicine here 

2 The material points in Dr Irving s letter are three He first produces 
a table of figuies to show that on certain days in 1878, at the Campbell 
no<'pital, the quantity of stimulants and dietary extras was too small for the 
wante of the patients Bor this puipore he gives dailv numbers of monbuud 
persons, which yield an average of 32, and the daily expindituro of rum and 
milk, &c , and he adds — ** The above seems to nquiro no reraaik ” 

5 Dr Irvine’s figures aie bO obviously incoirect that they might indeed 
be dismissed without remark He has found that there were 82 moribund 
persons m this hospital on each of ton consotuiivo days A moribund person, 
as the term is used heic and by Dr Irving, means one who dies within 24 hours 
of admission Consequently, to maintain a living average of 32 such persons 
daily, the same number must he admitted daily The time of year was not the 

of greatest sickness, and the number of moribunds then admitted was 
below, rather than above, the ordinary number If Dr Irving’s figures were 
true, the number of monbunds and of course the number of deaths, in 1878 
would have exceeded by some hundieds the total number of cases of tdl kinds 
treated in the hospital 

4 Dr Mackenzie’s records show that as a matter of fact, durmg the 
periods stated there were only four persons in the ward who died witlun 24 
hours of admission, and that the total number of deaths m the ward m those 
ten dais was 18 a number which Pr Irving would magnify into 322, that is 
the total number of liis moribund persons 

6 The manner in which Dr Irving fell into so strange an error seems to 
be this He viMttd the temporary ward sometimes called moribund ward, a 
separate building in which a variety of cases are kept for a time, and into which 
monbund persons among others arc conveyed on admission Ho regards all 
the occupants of this ward as moribund, though the register would have shown 
him that a large propoition of them n covered hmdmg in the hooks a 
penod duimg which the consumption of stimulants has been small, ho, with 
out further enquiry, compares the daily number of occupants of the temporary 
ward, calls them all moriliund, and hilioves tint bo has proved to demonstra 
tion the insufBeienoy ot tieatmmt 

6 Dr Irving’s next point is. that “ medical ofGti rs winked at the practice 
of patients receiving food from outside m order to supplement the Committee’s 
allowance ” If Dr Irviug had been in Calcutta m the daj s of extravagance 
and waste, ho would have known that this practice was not then merely 
“winked at” When the Government was pa} mg most lavishly, the food 
given to the sick was so bad tint a fund was r used by subscription for the 
purchase of articles of diet, whuh were distubutcd in organized system by 
ladies visiting the wards This was but a very few years ago, and has been 
called to mmd by present residents of Calcutta durmg the lato agitation as 
<jne of the evils coirected by reform The practice of introducing food into the 
wards from outside is a bad one It raians very often that beds arc occupied 
by people who have no right to them It has almost, if not entirely, 
ceased m the General Hospital and tho Campbell Hospital under the present 

7 Dr Irving’s third point is taken from a written statement of a 
medical ofheer to the effect that, “ after the introduction of tho now "calo of 
diets, the patients could with ^fficulty be prevailed ou to remain in hospital, 
as they satd they were starved , but as it was necessary to keep tho beds full, 
trivial cases of pet sons willing to remain were admitted ” 

tl I do not know on what piinciple a medical officer can find it neces* 
>ary to keep his beds full by admittmg persons who do not reqm e t&eur It 
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IS not the interest of the sick that actuates him It is against the interest of 
the State to do so It cannot be defended on educational grounds, for trivial 
cases are treated daily in hundreds as out patients I have endeavoured to 
ascertam whether anything has occurred in the Calcutta Hospitals under the 
new system to which Dr Irvings statoment may be supposed to apply I 
append the answers of the several medical oflicers concerned 

9 Dr Coates, who managed the Medical College Hospital up to the end 
of 1878, says that be never heard of a patient leaving the hospital for such a 
reason as that stated by Dr Irving, and quotes the testimony of Dr Partridge 
on complaints of insulBciency He adds that, so far from admitting trivial 
oases, he was forced to remove convalescents as speedily as possible from the 
wards to make room for applicants severely ill , that the numbei of European 
patients he tiansferred to the General Hospital evoked remonstrance fiom its 
Superintendent , that he transferred to the Campbell Hospital no less than 
1,625 natives, all so ill that they wore conveyed m carts , besides eight or ten 
daily who were able to walk These figures are verified by the books of the 
Campbell Hospital Dr Irvmg upon this obtained what he called a very 
“salutary order” fiom Government prohibitin', the excessive crowding of the 
Campbell Hospit tl 

10 Dr bmitli assumed thaigeof the Collesc Hospital at the end of 1878 
He writes that, shortly after his return, the complaints made by the patients 
as to the insufficiency of the food wen vciy nuraoious indeed, and many patients 
left the hospital, saying they did not get enough to cat This sudden change 
must have been confined to the European wards, foi 1 fmd that in the eany 
months of 1879 more sick natives were tiansferred from the College to the 
Campbell Hospital than in the e orrcspondin^ months of 187b Dr Smith again, 
BO far from having Ins beds filled with tiiviul ca es, has, hki his (ollcagucs, 
labored under the opposite difficulty and luio he mikis no distinction of time 
before and aftei he changod his scale of diets, so that those who left the 
hospital with appetites unsatisfied, would seem to have been speedily leplactd 
by others moie ill ihan themselves The facts mentioned by Dr Smith m his 
annual report on 1879 are at variance with the statements now under consider 
ation He maintains that his wards are always full Thoie is no variation 
therefore in the daily number of patients He, however, siys that patients 
loft the wards in 1879 earlier than they would have done, b( cause they 
did not get enough to eat If they did so, they would cause more rapid 
changes in the occupants of beds ana add to the numbeib tieated lu the ward 
At the same time the average sojourn of patients in the w aid would be 
shortened Ihe facts reported by Dr Smith an the reverse of this Iho total 
number treated was less, and the avtiigC detention guatcr in 1870 than in 
1878 

It IS evident that Dr living his bien misled rc^ai ding tuvial cases 
The change of diet. Dr Smith savs w is made with good effect , but still 
all the money allowed by Govcramnit was not used Even then if people 
did leave this hospital bceauv then appetites were not satisfied, the 
fact will not serve Dr living s puipose foi the system which he stems to dis 
credit enabled Di Smith to alter his diet scile, and still to save money 
Later in the year 1879 Dr Smith made a si long representation of the pressure 

g ut upon him by applicants lur admission whom ho could not transfer to 
ealdah m consequence of overcrowding there 

11 Dr Jones reports concerning the General Hospital that Dr Irving’s 
remarks can have no application to anything that has occurred lu that institu 
tion Dr Mackenzie shews that the state of affairs at the Campbell Hospital 
has been the reverse ot that indicated by Dr Irvmg His admissions in 1878 
and 1879 gieatly exceeded those of ordinary years, and persons resorted to 
his hospital who would not have gone theio before Dr Mackenzie pro 
duoes tables, of which I have given the subsimee, showing Dr Irvine’s figures 
to be altogether wring, and he points out tht manner in which Di living 
failed to aseert un the truth ° 

12 I cannot undustaud Dr Irving's le marks on the composition of 
the Oommitsei, whose report ho did not read, or to his condemnation of the 
contracts for hospital supplies w hicli ho offiei lUy sanctioned An unbiassed 
person may indeed say that partiality against economy was to be feared, for the 
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majority of the medical members of the Committee were the Superintendents 
of the hospitals concerned, who weie to woik under their own leforms, and if 
they thought restriction needed to lay it on themselves alone The Secretary, 
on whom fell the duty of collecting information, si as selected for the very 
reason that he had not been in any way assoenttd with old practices or new 
opinions Had Dr Irving been an opponent of past extravagance and uostc, 
I could have undeistood liis prejudice against a Committee composed of officers 
naturally mdined to a liberal view of their own lequiiements but his bias is 
altogether inconsistent with the attitude he has assumed Di living can have 
giXfin no thought to the composition of the Committee His words r( gardint, 
It have the same foundation as ms deductions from the report which he 
did not read) and his conclusion from figures which he did not cxamirio 1 1n 
words are useful, nevertheless, foi the li£?Lt which, as a confession of a veiv 
blind prejudice, they reflect on Di Irvine’s subsequent action

sufficient 1 am about to give no other opinion, but I know this that, when it was first 
intrordoced it seemed to me to be the general impression of most of the medical men of 
Calcutta that the all important part of hcspital management in the estimation of Government 
was rigid economy In the Campbell Hospital to which some of tho most wretched of 
the native 6i(k are brought the rate sanctioned had not been spent in 1878 Sir Ashley Eden 
and his Committee in fact, introduced a reign ot terror among the medical officers of Bengal, 
especially the native portion of them and many were afraid to order stimulants and articles of 
extra diet which they had hitherto freely done and still believed to be necessary for their 
natients as 1 have been told by some of themselves Below I give a list of stimulanls 
and extras used m the Campbell Hospital during some days of April and May 1878

On one of my first visits to the Campbell Hospital about this time I was struck by the 
miserable appearance of tho inmates and the small quantities of stimulants and other extras 
used and 1 s|)oLeon this subject The impression then left on my mind was that the 
Assistant Surgeons were afraid to order extras as it tended to increase tho oosc of diets I 
was informed that after my visit the Assistant Surgeons were assembled, and told that they 
were at liberty to do exactly as they liked in prescribing stimulants and articles of extra diet, 
but (hat they would be held personally responsible foi quantities used thus blowing cold 
and hot at the same time as one of them remarked The contract prices at which milk 
meat and other articles were obtained were too low to secure them of the quality that tho 
sitk ought to have Professor Wood analys d several specimens of milk supplied to the 
Medio il College Hospitil and found it to he about half water (milk 56 water 44) If it is 
said that ns Surgeon General I counUri^nd all contracts in token of approval I simply 
retort that I iniorraed Superinteudcnts (f Ho«^pitals to do as they thought best in the matter 
they bLiTij, really most interested and that 1 should agree to what they proposed Had 
1 said anytiiing to fIiow that I was n >t an advocate for 'rigid economy in the intereat 
of the tax papers, I should have been put diwn as disloyal (a favourite Bengal term),

ROAD AND PROVINCIAL PUBLIC WORKS ClSbPS 

On the motion of the Hon’btf Mb Dampifb the further^d'(jnsideiation of 
the Bill to amend and consolidate tho law relating to rating construe 

tion charges and maintenance of district commumcations and oedef works of 
public utility and of piovinciftl public works was lesumed 
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^ Tho Hon^blk Kristodas Pal moved to add the fcJlovnng jvovucf to 
section 81 — { ^ 

Provided that no work the maintenanoe of whioh u at the tune of the oommenoement 
< i this Aet a charge upon Provinoial Funds shall be made a charge upon the District Bead 
Fund ’ 

He had not much to say in support of this motion The principle which 
it involved was self ovideht When the Road Cess Act was passed, it was 
distinctly stated that the proceeds of the cess should be applied to local pur 
poses, such as roads and canals, which would directly benefit the districts in 
which the cess would be levied A clear distinction was drawn by Sir George 
Campbell between Provincial and Road Cess Funds In making his financial 
statement in this Council in March 1871, heremaiked — 

‘ He sheold like to modnoe a budget duftind; from, rad independent of the Bnrragements 
toi beal ecBses and which ho mi^t call the provincial budget eo as to distiBgauh provmcial 
tosaftien fiom that question of local oesees Froviucial taxation and local oesses wwe in 
principle quite distinct from one another and he thought that the question of local oesses for 
specific local purpoees should as far as possible be kept quite apart from the other question of 
provincial finance The local Bating Bill would bo for proper local purposes as the hon ble 
member who asked leave to mtrod&oe the Bill had pointed to the Council in submitting his 
motion In point of foot local funds and oesses of various kinds had existed in several pro 
Vinces long anterior to the provincial arrangements now for the first time about to be com 
menoed And he might say here that the mil of which the hon ble member had charge was 
1 measure which had Men under oonsuleratiou before the scheme of financial deceutrauzation 
uos made known by the Government of India 

Sir George Campbell continued — 

He was the more lucliued to avoid any appearance of confounding the two subjects 
because while some other local Govemments had he hoped unjustly mourred the imputation 
of improvmg tho occasion to add to tbeir provincial reoouroos more than the burden imposed 
on them by the Government of India he was specially desirous that the question of local 
rating in Bengal should not be prejudiced by any suspicion of the kind that it should be 
quite understood that any proposal for local rating would he in good faith for really local 
)b)oot8 and subject to eifeotive local administration 

Nothing could be more explicit or more emphatic than this declaration of 
"Mr George Campbell The question, howe>er, was, whether the promise made 
by bir George Campbell had been fulfilled ^ Had the road cess hem apidied 
to the relief of the Provincial Exchequer, or had the proceeds, as declared 
in C ouncil, been applied only to local improvements in the districts in which 
It was levied ? That question had been answered by his hon’ble friend the 
h inancial Secretary to Government at the last sitting of tho Council He 
said— 

When the Provincial Service scheme was started m 1871 72 Sir George Campbell 
told the Council that we received namely the Government of Bengal firom the Government 
grant for Publio Works 37 lakhs less than that which was the cost in 1868 69 11 lakhs 
loss than the Goi ernment of India had felt bound to spend upon Bengal in their worst 
year of financial panic viz in 1870 71 That was all that we could hope for to provide 
lor public works except when some sadden necessity arose winch was out of the question 
Without however, despairing Sir George Campbell went to work, and m two years oeoumu 
lated as 1 have ssid a considerable bulanoe But how did he manage this ^ By transferr in g 
to the Bond Funds the maintenance of nearly all the roads in the province by sniai^ g 
every wind fall and screwing out of the Finanual Department every extra penny to 
which he could lay the shadow of a claim and by concentrating to the general uses all sorts 
)t potty funds and lastly by practically su pending all expenditure save what was actually 
necessary to keep the administration of tho Government 

He (Baboo Kristodas Pai ) was really takmi by surprise when this extra 
ordinary statement came from the Financial Secretary He could hardly 
believe that bir George Cimpboll having jusl a few months before made an 
emphatic declaration in this Gouiicil lor the maintenance of a clear and broad 
distinction between the Provincial bund and tho Road Cess Fund “in good 
faith,” should have broken his own word and summarily transferred to the 
Road Fund tho maintenance of nearly all the roads in the province, that is, the 
loads hitherto maintained out of the Provincial lund In proposing this 
amendment his object was to prevent, if practicable, this sort of misappro 
priation (if he mij,ht so term it) of the Road Cess Fund When the Road 
Cess was unposod, the cess-payers were distinctly told that, as the resources of 
the Goyenmi^^ n limits for the improvement of local communications, it 
was necessaiy p kaise additional funds for that purpose , and that t^ money 
which applied to Uie improvement of com 

municj^ions in tpe distnct In fact, that it would be devoted to the improve 
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D|^t of the estates fram irhick the eoniributions would be levied * But if ^be 
RmmI Cess was aplolied for tbe maintenance oi old roads wfanofa had hitherto 
been dbargod to /the ^Provincial Funds, how waa good £uth kept with the 

a le The road cess was not imposed for the purpose of affording relief 
e Imperial or Provincial Exchequer , its object was to help the landholders 
to bind them together and co operate with each other for the improvement 
of communications which would he in their own estates But, as it had been 
shown by tbe Hon’ble hmancial Secretory, this promise had not been fulfilled 
The Road Oess B und had now taken the place of what was formerly eidled 
tlm Amalgamated District Road Fond, and he found on reference to the 
Administration Report of 1872 73 that the Amalgamated District Road Fund 
consisted of the following sources of revenue — 

Firstly, of old one per cent road cess on land levied in Shafaabad , 
secondly, of road tolls , thirdly, of ferry tolls and, fourthly, of canal tolls 
Road tolls were, he believed, being gradually done away with, and he dared 
say his hon ble friend the Financial Secretary would bo able to show 
that in all districts in Bengal road tolls had been abolished Babou Kristodab 
Pal thought that was a very proper measuie, they were a source of 
annoyance and trouble and vexation to the pcoole, and the sooner they were 
abolish^ the better By dispensing with this source of inoome the Road 
Fund lost about one lakh of rupees a year 


Ho found fiom the administration report rofeired to that moie than five 
lakhs were received from tho feiry tolls 1 he proceeds of those tolls were 
foimcrly credited to the Amalgamated Road Fund, and tho Government dis 
tiibutod it by annual allotments From tho commencemeut of tlic financial 
year 1872 73 those funds had boon made strictly local and made over to the 
district where they were raised, and were managed by local Committees 
Thus, that source of income was also gone But tho greater portion of the old 
Amalgamated District Fund came from grants in aid from Government It 
appeared from the report that the grants in aid generally amounted to about ten 
lakhs per annum , but since the imposition of the road cess these grants, 
if he was informed rightly, had disappeared, so that the road cess was now 
the only source of income for the maintenance of district roads Having 
Withdrawn the aid which the Government gave before, he did not think it 
would be lustihed to impose on the Road Fund the maintenance of works 
which used formerly to devolve on tho District Fund As ho had already shown 
the distinction made by Government between the Provincial Fund and 
the Local Fund was quite clear, and it would bo only acting in accordance 
with tho declaration then made to provide that no works which at the com 
mencement of the Act were maintained out of Provincial Funds should be 
charged to District Road Cess Funds The object of tlic Road Cess Fund, as 
stated by His Grace the Duke of Argyll when Secretary of State tor India, 
was to provide for works the advantages of which would be palpable, daect 
and immediate In other words local funds should be applied to local works 
it could not theiefore be just to apply the proceeds of the road cess to works 
which might benefit the whole province and which ought m fairness to be 
provided for out of provincial funds 

It might be argued that it would practically be difficult to make a 
distinction between works provincial and local The Government of India had 
already made a distinction between works Imperial and Provincial In tho finan 
cial statement of 1877 Sir John Strachev had clearly shown what class of public 
works should be charged to Imperial and what to Provincial revenue 1 he 
legislature by creating sepaiate funds for separate works, — Imperial, Provincial, 
Local, and Municipal, — had also contemplated that tho proceeds of each fund 
should 1^ applied to the objects for which each fund was created and such 
being the ease. Baboo Kbistodas Pal did not think it would bo inconsistent li 
a distinction was made in the way proposed by the amendment 

The Hon’ble Mb Mackenzie said — “ I must take objection to this pioposal 
tliat the law should be so worded as to prevent the spending of any road fund 
inonej on any work that may now happen to be classed as provincial 1 he 
hou’ble member has made much of the statement contained iq my speech on one 
of his former amendmento, to the effect that Sir Goorgd C2mpbcll^ by traas 
ferring to the District Road Committee most of the roaUSP*^ the province, 
succeeded m effecting saving m the imperial allotment as a whole ^ir Ge^go 
Campbell, in acting as be did, was only giving effect to the whole aim and object 
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oi the road cess legislation It was because the Imperial Government would 
not find money for Bengal roads that this local cess was pa^jed to enable us to 
make them for ourselves All the money that we received ^rom the Govern 
ment of India for roads was spent upon roads , but it is obvious that that was 
utterly msufficiont, and if Sir Georgo Oampboll, by making into distnct loads 
what were fairly such, pi evented fuither demands upon the available savings 
at his disposal from othei sources, he only did what was perfectly legitimate 
even from the hon’blo member’s point of view But the fact is that the 
argument which the lion’ble member anticipated would be addressed to him 
must be so addroestd and carefully piessed home In Bengal it is quite 
impossible to draw a hard and fast line of distinction, based upon any intelli 
gible principle, between local and pi ouncial roads There were, it is true, 
certain mam or trunk lines which, before the days of railways and canals and 
liver steamers, were recognized as of Imperial importance Those were most 
of them great arteries of military communication, tho routes by which troops 
and military stores passed from the niotropolitan arsenals to the camps and 
stations of the uppci and outer proiincos But their importance from this 
point of \iew has in many cases passed away, while there is not one of 
them which is not now, as regards the segment of it passing through each 
district, perhaps tho most important local road within tho distnct The roads 
recognized at pusent as provincial aie chicfl} these —

q ho limitations imposed by tin Bill upon the expenditure of each district 
load fund an, I submit, ilicady suflicuntly piocisc it cm only bo spent 
upon objects which diuctly benefit tho distnct and nnpiovc its commuinca 
tions I hat, Sir seems to me the true +est to ipply fiom an adininistrativo 
point of view Inuancially the tixpayeis aie biiflniently protected by the 
limitation placed in ihc law on tlio rate of cess b viable I'hese considerations 
permit in themsehes u sufficieiit answer to the pioposal before us 

1 am not, howcvei, altogethei conttnt to let my opposition to this proposal 
rest on these narrow grounds i he lion bh niembci has quoted to us < ortain 
passages fiora a speech bj Sii Gi otge Campbell, contimiiig views upon tho 
relative chaiacttrisUcs of provim j«l and local taxation No one has more 
respect for fen Gooigo Campbell tlian I hai e, but I think this Council may well 
hesitate befoic it accepts as final tlu views upon local taxation enunciated by a 
somewhat docfrmaite Govtinur in tin fiist gust of piovincial independerie 
and when tin question was not bcfoic him in any well argued form At the risk 
perhaps of being misunderstood ray self, 1 feci bound to say that I oppose this and 
other of tlu hon’blc mcmbci’s suggistions, because I consider, first, that they 
unduly seek to fetter the I leutenmt Govcinoi’s administrative action , and 
secondly, that he endeuvouis to set up a distinction in kind between local and 
provnnial t ix ition, which in this couutiy has no real existence Ihe theory 
of provnnial govcinraent in India is not after all a meie magnified 
shadow of the constitution of the Cileutia Coiporation Ihe Lieutenant 
Govemoi of Bengal is not is yet i educed to the position of a much 
badgered Chaninan, content, foi peace sal e, to have his hands tied by antici 
patory resolutions upon every conceivable point of detail Ho is still the pei 
sonal repieseritativc of tin Imperial power within the province, and as such, is 
personally bouncU ^dministei, oi cause to be administered, all its resources 
for its best adv&t^c For this lie has (o answei, first, to the Viceroy in 
Council and xJijesty’s Govornmont at home , and secondly, to public 
opinion , Bift precisely in that order A wise Governor will endeavoui of 
course ip satisfy both autboiities, so far as his conscience lets him , but he 
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slb«)^ld never, I enbmit, while the ciroumstances of this country remain as 
they are, and whue his personal responsibility lasts, out of wetdc deference to 
uninstructed sentment, allow his hands to be tied unduly, or submit to having 
his legitimate freedom of administration curtailed b) superfluous legislation 
We have, I am well aware, so far grown out of the patnaichal system 
in Bengal that legislation has become a nccessaiy part of our oonsUtulaonal 
existence We have to govern upon d^mte plans and in accordance with 
civilized methods Wo must embody our ideas m clear legal enactments 
aqd attach sanctions to secure tboir observance It is sometimes desirable 
foi educational purposes, or to prevent misconception, to make an Act embed) 
in sufRcient detail, or in full outline, some connected administiative scheme 
but even in such cases the Council would, 1 contend, do well to bear in mind the 
advice of Sir Henry Thnng, who makes it a cardinal rule of legislation that 
“ Procedure and matters of detail should not, except under very exceptional 
circumstances, find any place m the body of an Act , but should, whore possible 
be left to be prescribed by a court or department of the Government ’’ 1 for 

ray part would never willingly consent to putting a single clause into a law that 
was not absolutely required for practical purposes We are, in this Counc il at any 
rate, bound to assume that Government will exercise its disci ction rightly in any 
given case, and were the local legislature to attempt to forestall that disci etion 
in matters of pun administration, such as the Government may faiily be 
expected to decide upon sound general principles, it would be in]unng both the 
Government and the country, substituting rough running for smooth, and to 
put it plainly, irntatingan overworked executive by an unnecessary and foolish 
system of legalised nagoing The Council will not I trust deem me wanting in 
respect, or considt r me out of order, if I go on to say that I am not, 1 believe, 
alone in thinking that consciously or unconsciously this tendency does occa 
sionally show itself in some recent Bengal Acts Select Committees are not 
always content to give the precise amount of legislative assistance asked for, but 
go on to provide for every possible detail, and to stop up every possible 
outlet for responsible action Valuable as local and detailed knowledge 
18 , and much as the Government is to be congratulated on being able to secure 
such assistance as it gets fiom the hon’blo members of this Council, it is 
quite possible to oveiload our measures with excess of precision on unimportant 
points Compare, tor instance, our Bengal Survty Act with the Act that 
sufficed for British Burmah , < ui Wards’ Act with the sections that do for the 
North Western Provinces Something more of detail may be requiied in 
Bengal, but certainly nothing like the quantity there is We cannot heie 
trust a district officer to serve a notice in a reasonable way, but must prescribe 
every corner of the district m which it is to be stui k Soon wo shall he hxing the 

diameter of the tom toms to furnish that everlasting ‘ belt of drum’ that rolls its 
monotonous lataplan through all our later Acts, or we shall be asked to legulate 
the width of the official foolscap Looking back upon some of the proposals 
pressed upon us in Comnutti e, I ( onsidor it foitunute that this identical Cess 
Bill does not fix by law tlio precise spot on the annual account sheet where the 
Vice Chairman should sign his name, and affix pinaltu s lor his failure to dot 
his »’8 Section after stetion, under Part 111, seems to me to be not really 
necessary as a part of a law, but to be matter ratlur for executive management 
But as they are unobjectionable, and in accordame with the genius of our local 
legislation, 1 accept them But I do emphatically protest against the idea 
that the laeutcnunt Governor in hia own province is not fit to decide whothei 
a district road is useful for local purposes or not 

Further, Sir, I do not think wo ought to recognize any such distinc 
tion of kind between provincial and local taxation as is logically involved 
inthe hon’ble menibei’s jjroposal The origin of the taxing power is not the 
same in India as in En^aiid Here it < manates from the buprome authority , 
thwe it emanates from the people itself To confound the two systt ms is 
common enough in the political cant of the present day Men talk, and 
newspapers write, as n India wore all the same as Middles! x I lx y apply 
the Shme tests to Its administration as to Parliamentary Govtrnment and the 
ffiucient local systems at hom< Ihey babble about the sepaiation of executive 
and judicial functions, about local self government and representation, and 
the like, forgetting that outside the Presidency towns the^e siubboteths of 
so called progress may prove to be mischievoos when they cease to be only

meaningles'> Whatever may be the future of this country at regards repre^^ 
tation in its Government, it IS absurd to pi ctcnrl that as yet any such theories 
hold good It may bo politic and wisp to encourage such aspirations, and 
it seems an ungenerous thing to throw < old w iter upon ideas with whieh we as 
Englishmen ueeessarily sj mpathise But if wo me to cultivate habits of local 
scH government among the people, we must proceed by cautious and well 
( onsidcred steps 1 hoy must Icain to walk before they are allowed to run 
J hey must learn to stand before they irt allowed to walk And in the work 
of practical government we must look more to the actual fact, to the precise 
stage of political growth with which ytc havo to deal, and beware of injuring 
material pi ogress by a leaning to utopi in tlicoiKs Bengal is an advanced 
province in many waj s, but it is not after all ijuitc on the same platfoi mas Groat 
Britain yet We must remember, thcrefoio, in discussing questions of taxation 
that in England the people in Pailiamcnt isstmbled taxes itself, or passes 
enabling laws providing for local tax itioii ol kinds lh( town populations in 
their Town Councils tax tliemselves foi munu ipal pm poses The counties tax 
themselves for loads and othei objects In India, on tlie other hand, a foreign,

ing its propel burde n on the District Funds, tho (lovirnnient was every day 
giving grants from Provincial bunds to Local Funds to help them to open up 
communicatie ns I ike for instance the biattoro road Tlie Government had 
given one and a halt lakhs towards this particular district load because it was 
a very important one There was hardly a road throughout tho province of 
any importance which had not boon helped more oi Ic'-s by grants from Pro 
vine lal Funds , it wa a very import int ana most usolul way of employing 
surplus pioceeds ot I’rovincial and I ocal Funds Not a single complaint had 
come to Hih Il( nor that the Government bad imposed upon District Committees 
the n unte laueo ot i lads tho expense of which they should not be called 
upon to bear, and he therefore thought the amendment before the Council was 
quite um ailed for 

The motion was then put and negatived 

The lIoN’ni Krisiodas Pal moved tho substitution of the words “ or 
scnti need to imprisonment for a cnminal offence” for the words “or of any 
diBgraetful conduct” iii section 84 He believed hon’blo members would 
agrie with liim m thinking that tho words “disgraceful conduct ” were very 
vague an 1 mdefaniti , they might bo interpreted in different ways by different 
persons aeuudxng to their peculiar idiosy neracies The object of the section 
ne believed was tu shut out from Cess Committees persons who might disgrace 
themselv os by committing offences punishable with imprisonment, and that 
object would be attained by substituting the woids proposed by him , a pro 
vision similai to whit he proposed obtained in tho Calcutta Mumcipal Act 

The Hr n’i uf Mb Dampikr remarked that a great deal of what liad 
been said on tho previous amendment by tho hon’ble member on the right 
(Mr Mackenzie) applied to the present amendment 1 he question was whether 
the exorcise of the disci etion which tho head of the Government would 
possess under this section was not sufficiently gnarded by public opinion and 
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the check o! the Supreme Government If in the exercise of that discretion 
lie considered that any member of a District Committee had done something 
which rendered him unworthy of remaining on that Committee, the head of 
the Government should have full authority to turn such member out 
Mb Damper thought the discretion might fairly, and out,ht to, bo left in the 
hands of the Government 

The Hon’blr Mr Mackenzil. said the section as it now stood in the Bill 
was an absolute encroachment upon the law as it existed in Act X of 1871, 
which provided that the I leutenant Governor might tot any cause which he 
might deem sufficient remove any member of the ComnuttLO whom ho might 
deem it expedient to remove that discretion wis now himtod by the insertion 
of the words “ disgraceful conduct, ’ and he thought it went fir cnougli, 

Gis Honor ini* PRisiDbNr remarked that tins w is a matter which might 
possibl} bo left to the discretion of the Lieutenant Goveinoi , ho could conceive 
many cases m which a man might be j^uilty of disgucctul conduct which 
might make it improper to retain h m on a Coimnvttco which was cntiusted with 
the administiation of large funds, and which might m ike it disagreeable to the 
other members to serve with him, but he yet might not have been sentenced 
to imprisonmint for a criminal offence 

'i he motion was negatived 

The Hon’bll Kuisiodas Pat moved the substitution of “shall” for 
“may” in section 99, lino 1 He was afriid ho mi^lit bu accused agam of 
mterfering with the discietiun of tho Lieutenant Governoi 1 lie section pro 
vidod that the I icutinant Goaernoi may, upon tho mommeud ition of two 
thirds of the members voting at any spcci il mooting, n move the Vue Chairman 
He eubnntted that when two thirds of tho iiu tubers voted toi tho removal 
of the Vico Chairmin, the Lu utenant (;iovornor should consider it lus duty to 
remove such Vice Chairman, for he could no longer command tho coiifidcnco of 
the Committee In such cases Baboo Ki wiodas Pal thought tho 1 ivv ought to 
be iraporativo Ho wished to state that he would bo the list p rsoii to intortcre 
with the legitimate disciction of the Govcrnimnt hut wlicie a public body 
was constituted undii tho law, and certain piivilcp,os wore conferred upon 
it, it was but right that they should be duly rispcctcd in practice It 
was nothing but f lu and reasonable that when two thuds ot tho Committee 
expressed their want of confidence in their executive head, the 1 icutcuant 
Governor should gi\ o ctF< et to that vote 

TheHoNBTi Mr DamiU'R said this was nther a mattoi for His Honor 
the President to express an opinion upon, and it would really bo a matter of 
importance if u tune came when there should bo a sti iig,lo such as w is gom^ 
on mb ranee in the elections of Majors of Connnunis between the Govern 
ment and the local bodies In such a case it uuiild bo an (noiinons piwer in 
the hand of tho Lieutenant Goiornor Ihe ( ouniil must fust make up its 
mind as to what it intended, and then express it m woids Die lc„al members 
on his right and left weio of opinion tliat tho wind “may” m tho section 
was impeiativc, and if so, Mr D impicr thought it would bo necessary to qualify 
it by the addition ot tho woids “ in his disciction ” 

His Honor tui PuisiuiiNr said he thought tins was a case in which it was 
only reasonable th it tlie Government should bi h ft with tbo discretion whu h 
it had alwai't excicisod Cases hid arisen in winch a little local clique 
which W IS entiicly against tho general feeling of tho whoh district, had termed a 
party against an officr r , tho combination might be caused by a tciupor iry misun 
dorstandmg, and tlic misunderstanding niiglit be cleared up, and tho Commitfco 
be Sony fir it tho veiy next day He had known ca^es in which things of 
that sort hid hippenid, thoroforo it was necessary that power should bo 
given to Govornii ent to exorcise its discretion as to whotho’*, hiving tho c iso 
in all its beatings before it, it should remove tho Vice Ch iiimau, or endeavour 
to arbitrate ind coiidhate both parties 

'I he motion was negatived, and the words “ in his discretion ” inserted 
after the woid “ nnv ” 

The Hon nn Kkistodas Pal moved tho omission of sortions 10 1 and 106 
His reason for d mg so was because these sections had a tendency to multiply 
expenditure 1 ho wurl s which were ordinarily executed by liotid Committees 
were of a simple n itui e, — repairs of roads, water communications, and so forth, 
the execution of which did not require much professional skill if they were 
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honestly executed the object would bo euffioientlj attained The Divisional 
bupcuhtendent of Works referred to m section lOo would practically woupy 
Sio position of a bupermtonding Engineer ot the Public Worla Department, 
ho was an officer of very high lank, and ti ora his standing m the service wm 
supposed to possess considerable knowledge and skill in his piofessiou Tha 

qiustion was whcthci, for the supeixntoridciico of such bimplo works as ordi 

narily foil within the scope of a Load Ocss Engineer s duties, it was iwcessary 
that the Coramitti c should employ tlie soi vices of such a highly paid officer as a 
Divisioual Supciintcndcnt Ue thought that what was wanted in the mofuMil 
was good roadmaUis and not eivmcus of hi„h scientific attainments He 
bebevodtho Executive bngmceis now employed by the Committees were 
crenel illy competent to look attci ilu woiks under tlieir charge, and it would 
he simply a waste of money if they nere eompelled to employ a high class of 
officers in the position of Divisional Supciintcndcnt of Worses , . , 

i'ho IIoK BLL Mr MAiKtNziE said—* 1 am lost in astonishment at the 
hon’ble inembor’s statement that distuct woiks aic ot such a simple and 
ordmaiy dosniption that the Distiiet rngmceis may not only be men of 
voiy oidmary calibio, but that they nu J no looking aftci Why, sir, 
our late dcpirtcd common fuend, Lyah Digimbor Mittcr, spent yoors of 
his hfo and much of liis money in endeavom mg to convince both 
CTOvernmcnt and the imblie that ill tho evils human heilth has suffered 
111 Loner Ucngal came liom bad alignment of om roads and railways He 
K barged not merely oui Distuet lugimois, but tho hist class talent that

Ucoartment it w is found that the eonstiuction and m imtonaneo ot these roads 
iuimm„ iciosihigcmaishcs and ivaterwajs m tho country loquired high 
seiontitii kiiowledgi and close luspeetion It nus believed that foi the advan 
tttLO of the distiuts, and tho propel application of money, the Distiict Engineers

ot luniLs, and louls ciossin„ tho diaumge ot tno.mous tracts of country, and 
which were t ikul Udto do uicpiiubk mi^.(latf if they were not pioperly 
laid doMii J' lom no less than tom divisions applications had come to employ 
special ofineis ot tin I iiblic Woil s D< putment who 'hould roliovo tho Super 
intending Liipimtis of tluii duty ot suponisnif the woiks under the eluige of 
the Distill 1 1. omimtti 1 S As things at presi lit stood, evt ly potty woik for which 
astheim u is pi( pai< d hid to go hi 1 oil tho bupcuiitondmg J?ngineer m the 
Public Woil s JDiputim lit, who lud d o got his own work to do m tho regular 
branch of tin seniu Hk result wis that some ot the Committees had 
schemes pnidiii^ loi f)ui oi live leais which were sent backwards and 
torwards, lx. tween tho kniiiuutemlnv Lngmeoi and the Committee m conso 
queneo of hun^ bdunnsl ilfnll^ piepaied, merely because the Suponntend 
in<T Envmoei 1 id lot t uno to go to the spot and jiomt out where tho defect 
lay and got it re ju died at once 1 here had been roads under construction for 
I numlor ot yens iiom the incflieiencv of the District Engineer and the 
imnossibiUty ot tho otiieor ot the Public Works Department gomg to the spat 
It was on tho special lecommendation of the District Committees that the 
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appointments he had mentioned had been made But some of the Oommitteas 
had complained that although they weio most anxious to get an officer of thu 
sort, one or tuo of the smallo Oommittcts m the division withheld their 
consent and d( pnved them of the advantage of such an officer it was on 
this account that this provision was inserted Whore a Divisional Supennten 
dent was appointed, it was found th t the waste of money from bad engineer 
mg had ceased, and great saving and advantage to the districts concerned had 
resulted 

Tlio motion was negatived 

The IIoN’iiir Krisiodis Pai moved the omission of the following words at 
the end of parigiaph 2 of section 121 — 

‘ Unless suoh rate shall in his opinion bo iimffitiont to pro vido for tho proper "<■«« 
tananoe of saeh works os are oontiuned m the statement piepared under seotion 110 
or 112 

and to substitute tho following in lieu of paragraph 3 — 

It it shall appear to the Lioutonant Q-ovornor tint tho iiroeeods of tho oess at the rate 
so dotoinnacd will not snflloo for the purpose of mamtounnoo of sueh works os are oontamed 
m tho slatonient prepared under seofiou 110 or 112 tho Lieutenant Governor may order the 
suspeuBion of ntw woil s or siioh poilioti of new woiks os ho miy consider necessary in order 
to provide for tho due maiutuianco of ■noil s already in txistoncL 

Tho object of Ihe hiction was to givo pouei to tho Lieutenant Governor 
to raise the late to tlu m ixiniuin undii ctrlim circumstancis although a lower 
rate might bo icfouimcndi d by the Road Cess C omnnttf o The power of the 
Lieutenant Govi inoi m such eases was liuutul Itwis piovidod that the 
Lieutenant Govcinoi imj,ht increase the lati when sufficient provision had not 
been made foi tho pii per m iinten nice of the woiks contain! d m tho statement 
prepared under section 110 or 112 It wa'' ecitainly tho first duty of the 
Committee to maint un the works they had undcitakcu to maintain, and if due 
provision h id not been ni idc, the head of the Government should insist on 
proper piovision biiiiSj nude for such maintenance Practically no Cess Com 
mittee Mould be so thou„btloss as not to provide loi flu proper maintenance of 
the woiks in thur i liaise , but if they should be so self foigi tful as not to make 
due provision for the in iinten inco of the woiks, powu should lie given to the 
Lieutenant Governoi to roqum the ( ominitteo to omit (ci tarn new works in 
order to provide foi tin proper m iintenaine of woiks ahead) oxecutid, instead 
of giving him a powei to laise tlu i ito lie hopi d tli i( iti pioposuiglhis amend 
ment lie Mould not be accused of intufcring witli tho discrciion of tho 
Lieutenant Goveinoi Tho Road Oesa Committees boitig diaiged with the 
admimstiation of th( fund Mere the pi opii pirtics to deiitli wl at rate should 
be fixed for the levy of tho cess, but it they fiom ovcisi^^lit or neglect 
of duty omitted to provide for the manitcniiKo of existing woil s, it should be 
in the diseietion ot the Licuteu uit Govcinoi to insist upon thou proper 
maintcnanc! 

The lloN’nn Mr MAOKrxvn said — “Tho proposil that tho lieutenant

from the Lieutenant Goveinoi adiscietion vvlueli licliasfelt it necessary to claim 
Ihc hon’ble member has dipucitid tint aigument, but it is ono that must bo 
urged all the same I have die id) tioubhd tho Coun( il at some length with 
certain views upon the thcoiy of Government and loc il t uation m India 
fhoso views apply exactly, and with special force, in the present ease Tho 
local agencies in ehaige of the funds raised by taxation, whethii Collectors or 
Committees, are as )et only ministeis on behalf of the supremo authority 

A Bengal district is a vast tract of countiy with an onmnnms and often 
heterogeneous population Tho membeis of tho Road ( onimitteo have no such 
direct and pressing interest in the administration ot tho tun Is as tlu) Municipal 
Commissioners have in the caso of Town 1 unds Lach of thorn piobably knows 
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only a small portion of the area affected, and pa} s bat an insignificant fraction 
of the total cost Ho is personally unknown to the vast maponty of tiie tax 
payors, and feels no sort of personal responsibility to them in detail Hence 
the Government, through its officers, must retain a very potential influence in the 
administration of the fund I consider in} self that the Cess Act, as it now stands, 
goes to the i er} verge of what is prudent in this delegation of control 8am 
pics of tlie result are given in the paper circulated icgardmg the appointment 
of ongineers It is admitted that in tint paiticulai the Govornnicnt must recall 
a part of the authority delegated 1 am tertiiuly not m} self in favour of 
extending it in other directions, and 1 think in this matter of works the Bill 
still leaves far too wide a discretion to tlu loc il Committees That, however, is 
not the view that the Govoinmnit dc sues to take at present It consents to

cannot, I submit with dtfcreuce, afford to be led away by uiiical and specious 
arguments of a general kind, such as aie commonly ventilated by iiicsponsiblo 
European ttdviseis and are caught up so re idily by natno publicists out hoi c, 
but which do not bear anal} sis, nn<l aro m the mouths of most who iiso them — 
mere empty phrases echoed fiom Iho toinmonpldco of an entirely different state 
of society Government must 1 C tain power buffn i( nt to protect the interests 
of the btite and the people at laige It must be in a position to compel the 
proper expenditure of tlu se tunds, and espcci illy the proper m iinteiiance of 
recognized district woiks It insists ujMm ver} little whqn it only insists on 
that lust point, and loaves the Committees to start new wotks at their own tree

The motion was nogatned 

The IIon’ih f Mu Dami lui would ask the Council to go back to tho amend 
ment in section 19, the considei ition of winch was postponed As ho explained 
last time, tho old section 19 cut up into two siitions — 19 and 19A — and tho 
amendment of tho hon’bic ineinber was to omit sc c tion 19 I he substance ot the 
present amendmi nt was tlia tho disability which was imposed m tho existing 
Act on lioldcis of estates nho failed to file in returns within tho time 
required by tho notice should be withdrawn It had been '^aid th it the power 
of imposing X d uly fine was sufficient, and Mu Dvmpii i had piomised to make 
certain inquines He had made inquiries fioi about thuty oihcois, and he was 
bound to say tlieie was a wide divor^,enec of opinion on tho subject bines hud 
been ver} largely imposed, but somethin,, like itnjiei cent only were levied , 
all tho rest wcio i emitted when tlio ictui ns woio filed Considering that was 
the fiist time such lelurns were called fo> he was not prcpaieet to say that tho 
rcluins were not file d with fan punctuinly, they were required within three 
months and were tiled within six Jhcrc were one oi two gentlemen who 
wore lefiactoiy , they appealed ogaiist tin fines imposed, insteid of filing their 
returns and it was for such eases tint this ext ’- 1 penalty was necessaiy 
Many office rs said they had no doubt the efieet of this disability linuging $n 
ternrm, oxer landholders was the « luso of punctuality, others thought it 
might be dispensed with 1 hat being the state of tho case, Mu Damiiir would 
gay /ac/Miw t a/rflf and retain tho provision imposing the disability It would 
hurt no one who did not inteiitionaliy uid ))ei versely disobey the law 

The HoN’ari Kuistodas Pai then withdrew the amendment to omit 
section 19, which 1 c moved at tho last me ( img 

Tho Hon’bll KrisioDAS Pal move d the omission e f the words “ and on 
payment of such fee ns the Bomd of litunue shall fiom time to time deter 
uimo” m linos 2 to 1, jiaiagraph 2, of see turn dl The question of exempting 
applications undei ^lus section fiom the payment of a fee was considered in 
Committee, and ho theie gave notice of this motion 

'1 ho Hon’blk Mu Damiiku said tho eiucstion involved in this amendment 
was this, when a man made a return was be entitled to have a copy oi the 
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return and valuation given to him without paying even the fee for copying it ? 
He thought it was fair that the applicant should pay for tho work none in 
making a copy 

The amendment was by leave withdrawn, and the word “ copying” inserted 
before the word “ fee ” 

The Hom’blb Kbisiodas Pal withdrew the amendment of which he had 
given notice, to add to the last paragraph of section 101 the words “ subject to 
an appeal to the Lieutenant Governor whoso decision shall be final ” This 
section, he said, referred to the suspension or dismissal of District Engineers 
Under section 102 common clerks, when suspended or dismissed by the Cemmittee, 
were allowed to appeal to tho Commissioner, and it was very desirable that a 
high officer of the rank of District Engineer should not bo liable to be sum 
manly suspended or removed by the Road Cess Committee Ho found, 
however, that the hon’ble mover of the Bill, by the amendment of which he 
had given notice, proposed to withdraw this power from tho Committee alto 
gether, and to provide that the Engineer should bo suspended or removed only 
by the order of the Lieutenant Governor If the hon’ble mover thought 
such a course necessary, Baboo Kbistodas Pal had no objection to offei to it, 
and would withdraw his amendment 

The amendment was then by leave withdrawn, and on the motion of the 
Hon’ble Me Dampieb the words “ or the Committee” were omitted from line 
I of the last clause of the section 

On tho motion of the Hon’ble Me Dami hr clause (2) of tho definition 
of “h state” m section 4 was omitted, and tiio following definition was added 
to tho section — 

‘ Tear means the cess year as dotermiued hy tho Lieutenant Governor under 
section 11 of this Act 

In section 5 a verbal amendment was made on 1h( motion of the HoN’mi 
Mb Dampieb, in accoidance witli the exclusion ot f,u mvntotd laiiways fioin 
the tax 

Oil the motion of the Hon blf Mr DamphrUk woids *und(i tho rules 
laid down in this Part,” were inserted afttr “ < t ss ” in cUusc 2, line 2, of 
section 34, with the objeit of declaring the protedun to bt used in valuinf, 
and assessing estates which were found out or had come into existence by 
alluvion after the valuation and assessments had been completed 

On tho motion ot the HoN’BLr Mb Dampieb, the followiiif, proviso was 
added to section 39 to meet the case of estates m whuh, auoiding to custom 
(as in Backergungo), rents were not payable till tin end of the yeai 

‘ Provided that in oases in which according to local usage or to tho terms of any 
agreement no part of such rent falls due before tho end of tho year on account of winch 
it IB payable the tenuie holder or ryot shall pay tho amount of load ctss aud public works 
cess due by him m two equal instalments upon such days as shall bo lor that purpose 
appointed by any order of the Lieutenant Governor 

In section 19 si ^eral amendments in the u iiding were made on tho 
motion of the Hon’bie Mb Dampii-b, so as to meet tin case both of estates in 
which the revenue i/as payable by instalments, as w< 11 as of small estates where 
there were no instalments 

The Hon’ule Mb 1)ampiee said, under section 44 of the Bill a recorded 
shareholder in tlu land revenue register, on paying more than the proper 
proportion of ces (>n his share, might ask the Collector foi a Certificate 
for recovenng the excess from the other shaie holders It had been pointed 
out to Mr Dampicr that the provision, though at first sight so desirable, 
was open to objection, because, for instance, there might be foui shareholdeis 
registered as having equal joint shares but when the estate came to bo 
valued, it might bo found that there had been a division of land by metes 
and bounds as a private anangement among the shareholders, and that, 
according to this private partition, tho value of the lands actually held by A 
was very much higher than the value of the lands held by B, 0, or D, thus 
the proportion of the ccss payable by A, B, C, and D respectively would not 
always be in proportion to the shares recorded in tho registei To meet such 
cases ho moved tlie addition to the section of tlie following proviso —

object that the amount of the cesses for tho recovery of which tho certificate has been made 
is greater than the amount which the apph aut for the certificate would recover irom such

The motion waa agreed to 

The vrords may if he tlunk fit” were substituted for shall” in hne 1, 
clause of the same seetiob 

The Hqn’sUiB Mb Dahpibb said his next amendment arosa out of the. 
amendment proposed at the last mooting of tlio Council by his friend opposite 
(3yod Anseer Hossoin) As section 47 stood, i£ a holder of rent free land 
did not pay his cess on due date, there was a very heavy penalty imposed, 
narpely, the payment of tbo whole sum due, plus a sum equal to twice 
amQunt of the cess, that is to say, three times the amount with costs He 
thought, on mature reflection, that that was too severe a penalty, and therefore 
he proposed to alter section 47, so as to render tiie defaulter liable to pay 
only twice the amount of cess due with mtciest at the rate of per cent 
and costs He therefore moved to omit the words from “in addition to-” 
in line 8 to the end of section 47, and the substitution of the following — 

A sum equal to double the amount of suoh instalment due to him under sontions 46D 
and 48S with luieresb on suoh sum oalotdated at the rate of 12 per coutum per annum 
fronii the date on whioh suoh izistalmeut was payable and with all costs of slut. 

Tho motion was agreed to 

And tlie following proviso was added to the section — 

^ Provided that suoh holder shall have paid to the Colleotor all sums due to such 
( olleotor in respeot of road oess aud public works ooss and not otherwise 

On tire motion of the Hon’blb Mr Dampirr, the following sections were 
substituted for section 48B — 

4i8B The provisions of sections 46E and 47 shall be applicable to every amount whu h 
as provided in section 4bD may become payable by the owner and holder of any suoh rent* 
free land to the holder of any such estate or tenure after the fulfilment of the requuBmenii 
m sections 46 A 46B| and 460 contained 

486 The provisions of section 17 shall not bo applicable to any such amount winch 
may hAvo become so payable under the provisions of JBengol Act X of 1871 or of this 4.ct 
before the fulfilment of the roquiiements of the said sections 4()A 4t)B and 46l but when 
any instalment of cess wluoh may have become payable before tho lulhlmont of such require 
ments has not boon paid to the holder ot such estate or tenure on the date on which suoh 
lustalmcnt was payable, the bolder of such estate or tenure may recover the amount of such 
instalment together with interest at tho rate of 12 per centum per ojiiium on suoh amount 
and with all oosts of suit 

Provided that no holdor of an estate or tenure shall recover any amount under the 
provisions of this seofion unless he has paid to the Collector all sums which becamo payable 
by him to suoh Colleotor on account of road cess and public works oess at any date within 
the year in which the amount sought to be rooovored became payable to such holder of an 
estate or tenure 

The Hon’blf Mr Da^ipier moved the omisHion of sections 51 and 51 A, and 
the substitution for them of the following sections — 

51 Notwithstanding anything in this Chapter contained tho Collector may at any 
time cause a notice as mentioned in section 16 to be sorvod on the holdor of any rent free 
land which he shall oonsidoi not to have boon entered in the return of any estate or tenure 
in which such land should have been included under the provisions of section 46 Such 
notice sbaU require the bolder of such land to lodge at tho ofiioe of the said Colleotor a 
return in tho lorm lu schedule A contained m rospoct of such land 

and on service of such notice the provisions of this Chapter shall no longer apply to 
such lands but the same consequenoes shall onsuo, aud the same liabilities shall attach to 
the holder of such land as would have ensued and would have attached if such lands bad 
constituted a reveiine free estate 

51A It withm oue year of the commonoemeut of this Act no notice has been served 
on the holder of any rout free laud as mentionod in seotiou ol roqiunng him to lodge a

5lC As soon as ihty tent free land has he#a valued by the Cotteotor after the issue 
of a notice as provided hi section 61 of after an otder made under seshon 5jS| the holder 
of Bocih land shall become haUe to pay to tiie Oolleotor the road cess and the podthd ^iSs 
oesa due on such land in accordance with such valuatiOB for Idle three years last preeediBaa 
Bueh valoalioni at the full rates at whidi such eesses were respectively levied for each snini 
year in the distnot generally with interest oaloulated at twelve per centum per annum on 
each notuTmATif. from the date on which such instalment would have been payable if the 
land had been so valued at the lost valuation of the dtstriot or part of a dutriot 

51D Every holder of rent free land who being required by section 51A to give 
inforftlatom to the OoUeetoV voluntarily or negligently Omits to give such information 
within the presenhed time shall be liable for sudi ommion to suoh fine as the Oolleotor shall 
think fit to impose, not exceeding fifty rupees for su^ omission 

Provided that no snoh fine snail be imposed by the Oolleotor for suoh omission on any 
holder of rent free land who at any time after the expiration of the tune presenhed shall of 
hiB own motion and otherwise than after the issue of any notioe by the Oolleotor m respect 
of has lands grve Su<fii inftnmation to the Oolleetor 

51 B No owner or holder of rent-free land on whom a notioe has been served by the 
Oolleotor under seotiun 51, or m respeot of whose land an order has been made by the 
C(fils<^r emder section 51B shall be liable to have the land to which euoh notioe or order 
refers inolnded in any return of an estate or tenure or to pay any amount as road oess or 
pubho works oess otherwise than to the Gollootor or to some person appointed by him in 
that hebidf unless on a revaluation of any estate or tenure being made, the Oolleotor shall 
by an otder direct that for the future suoh land shall be included within suoh estate or tenure 
for the purposes of this Act 

and upon sueh order being made the provisions of this Chapter in so for as they ore 
spplioable, shall apply to the assessmeut and payment of road oeSs and public works ooss lu 
respect of sudi land 

These, Me DamEier sard, wore very important sections The sections 51 
and 61A, as they now stood in the Bill, provided that if a rent free holder’s 
land had not been included in any zemindar’s return, if no nutioo camo to him 
that his land was so included, ho was bound to ascoitain whether ho was so 
included or not The hou’hlo member opposite (Baboo 1\ ary Mohun Moo 
keriee) then objected that zemindars did not like to have their lakhiraj 
holders coming m and looking into thoir returns, and he had favored 
Mr Daupier with a draft section embodying the zemindar’s view of the 
matter That had been one of the nuclei out of which these new sections 
mrose There was another nucleus among the suggestions submitted by a 
Deputy Commissioner in Chota Nagporo Ihe Deputy Commissioner bad 
come acoidentully upon a lakhiraj tenure in the Chota Nagpore estate, which 
tbe manager of that estate had omitted to enter in Ins returns , and tins tenuie 
consisted not of little fields and plots^ but of several villages but having dis 
covered these rent fiee lands, the Deputy Commissioner found that undci the 
law as it stood he had no authority to value and levy cess on them lo meet 
this difficulty, Mr Dampieb had provided that if the Collector thought proper 
he might at any time issue notice on the holde.rs of lakhiraj lands calling 
upon &em to come in and bo taxed, and from the moment the notice wa« 
issued, the lakhirajdar would bo treated in all icspects as a holder of a revenue 
free registered estate , his connection with the zomind ir would be altogether 
cut off for the purposes of the Act 

The new sections further provided that if the holder of any rent free 
land escaped both the zemindar’s and the Collect jr’s notice, that is, if withm 
one year of the commencement of the Act no notice had been served on him 
by the Collector to cotno m and be taxed indopondently of the zemindar, and 
if no extracts from returns had been published in his village shewing that 
his lands had been included in the zemindar’s returns, then the lokbi 
rajdar was required himself to come in to th( Collector and say '‘tax me ” 
The C(dlector might then (ail upon him to make a return m regular foim, or 
tf it was a small estate, he might value it summarily The great difficulty in 
tfaflsa sections had been in some way to meet the wishes of the zemindars 
They said that tb( sections now in the Bill would have the effect of 
stunng up litigatiou between the pseudo rent-free holder and the zemindar 
Mb Dampibr hoped tlieso sections would obviate the objection which had been 
taken 

The Hoh’bub Peary Mohon Mookebjeb said the sections which it was 
pn^sed to re^daco by the sections now submitted did not provide {<xe tbe case 
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ii\ which a person calling himself a lakhirajdar applied te the Collector for 
permission to file a return and pay ccss upon land in respect of which the 
20 tnindar had already made a return as his rent paying land That was a 
jKunt upon which it was very difficult to legislate without bringing the lakhiraj 
dar and the zomindar into collision in innumerable cases He thought the 
soctions now proposed were under the cucumstancos satisfactory both to the 
7( mindar and to the lakhirajdar, and would therefore withdraw the amondment 
which he had proposed at the last meeting of the Council 

The sections were then agreed to 

On the motion of tho IIon’blf Mr Dampife the words “ and not being 
one of the tramways or railways mentioned in section 8 ” were inserted after 
“ Chapter II ” in line 8 of section 52 

On tlio motion of the Hon’bll Mb Dampieb the following section was 
inserted after section 81 — 

With the eanotion of the Lieutenant Qorernor the Comnutteo may from time to time 
undertake to guarantee the annual payment from the Distriot Road Fund of such sums os 
they shall thmk fit oe interest on capital expended on any works which may directly 
improve the means of communication within the distnot or between tho district and other 
districts ’ 

In section ll'iA a verbal amendment was made on the motion of tho 
Hon’ule Mb Dampieb 

On tlie motion of the Hon’bll Mb Dampieb the words “or by tho Chair 
man or VicoChaiimin for sums above that amount” at tho end of tho first 
sentence of section 1 36 woro omitted, and tlie following clause inserted — 

Cheques for sums exceeding one hundred rupees shall be signed by the Chairman 
ind tho Vice Chairman When the Vice ( hairman is absent or from any cause incapacitated 
from signing such cheques shall bo signed by any ex offiuo member of tho Committee other 
than tho Chaiiman for such Vice Chairman 

In section 115 tho M Olds “and Branch Committees’ wcio inserted aftoi 
“Committees” in lino 1, clause 2 

DRAINAGE and IMPROVIMINT of LANDS 

The Hon’blf Mb Damhlb moved that the repoit of the Select ( ommittoe 
on tho Bill to provide for the drainage and iiuprovemi nt of lauds be taken 
into consideration, in order to tho settlement of the elauscb of the Bill, and tlic 
clauses were considered foi sottleme iit in tho foim lecommcndcd by tho Com 
mitteo The illeiations made in the Bill were, ho said, full} set out in the 
report, and ho woulil emly notice some prominent points 

The Committee had insoited a seetion empowering the I leutenant Gover 
nor to direct that tlio powers and funetions of the Commissioners should eea&e 
when ho was satisfied that the objects of tlieir appointment had been fulfilled 
Under the Dhankoni Diainage Act, the Commissioners had to make an 
apportionment immcdiatcl} tho works were done, and btcamo funeit officio as 
soon as the apportionment was fiiuslu d , but in const quence of what had passed 
in connection with the scheme, tht ( oimnittee thought it necessary to allow 
tho Commissioners an opportunity of w itching results for throe years aftei the 
woiks weie oora pie ted btfoio proceeding to apportion the i ost of tho works, 
neccssaiil}, therefore, their existence xnd powers must eoiitinuo till all was 
complete 

Section 24 laid down the proof dure by which persons whose propertj had 
become deteriorated, instead of having benefited by tho works, might claim 
compinsation 

The most niat< rial alteration made v\as in section 28 As he had already 
stated, jiccording to the Dhankoni sclnn f, is soon as tho woik was oxecuteu, 
the Commissioners were required to apportion the fost according to the 
benefit derived by the owners of the lind, but in the course of tho years 
which had elapsed, it was found that m a few cases instead of benefit being 
derived, injury had been done to some lauds, and otheis had been assessed m a 
higher proportion than the benefit deiivtd Thf Dhankoni Act, however, had 
made no provision for tho t irrection oi revision of the app^^rtionment qnco 
made by the Committee 

The Select C mnnitteo on this Bill had come to the conclusion that no 
loasonable apportionment of the expenses could be made until at least three 
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years’ experience had been acquired of the effect of the ivorks With the 
consent of the Qoveminent therefore they had provided that the regular 
apportionment should not bo made until throe } ears had elapsed from the com 
pletion of the works During those throo vears the Commissioners were to 
do all m their power to watch the land ana to make themselves acquainted 
with such facts as might be useful in making the fin il apportionment Uut they 
bad thought proper that the pa} ment of interest to Goveiumont on tho capital 
expended should not be defeired tor these three } cars and had therefoie pro 
Tiaed that, as soon as the work was completed, tlioro should bo a very rough 
apportionment to be paid only by tho landiioldors, not foi tho lopayment of any 
portion of the capital, but to meet the charge on account of mtoiost duiing tliat 
time , the landowueis would pay the inteicst }eii by year, and at tho end of 
three years the regular appoitionment and adjustment would bo mado Land 
holders could recover nothing dui mg those thiec years, but the amount of interest 
was so small that the hi lect Committee consideiod that tho payment would not 
give cause for reasonable complaint to tho landholders That was the mam 
change made in tho Bill 

In sections 42 and 43 tho Committee provided that evoiy landholder who 
paid the sum charged upon him may iccoup tho amount, either by enhancing the 
rent of tenants whose lands had been unproved, or by recovoiing fiom thorn 
the sum paid by him together with iriteiest at 5 pci cent tho tenant liaving 
the option of paying in either of those modes To section 48 two clauses 
had been added, piovidmg that tho smplus profits vested in tho Collector 
should be appropiiated to tho liquidation of tho instilments, and giving power 
to capitah/o tho cost of maintouaiicc and levy tho same as the original 
cost of the works 

Under tho Dhankoni scheme there had been a dead lock m the recovery 
of the sum advanced by tin Government, there were certain teebmeal and 
legal difficulties arising out of tlio wording of tho Act, and to meet tliese 
difficulties Chapter VII of tho Bill h id been introduced It contained special 
provisions for tho Dhankoni schome, ami speciliod tl o poitions of the Bill 
which should be applieiblo to woiks curried out undtr that scheme, and 
ompowi red till Lieutenant Governor to direct a revision of tlio ippoitionmont 
of the cost of any sohorao or works can u d out undoi Act V of 1871, if he 
thought fit so to diiect Mb Dampilb did not think if necessary to make any 
further obseivations 

1 ho motion v as agreed to 

Ihe Hok’blis. Mu Damiiir moved to insert tho words “ whether ante 
cedent or snbsoquoat to the pi<imiition of tlio sehemo and pi ins” after 
“ valuations ’ in line 8 of section 85 It hid bt n suggested to him that, as the 
Boctiou stood, the cost of valuation and hurvey mado before tlio schome 
was passed by the Lieutenant Goveiuoi would not bo recoverable under the 
Act 

Tho motion was agreed to 

boction 37 was passi d with a verbal amcn<lmcnt 

The HoN’iiLt Mp Damhlu moved to insert tho fallowing section after 
section 19 — 


“ Aft« receipt of bucIi sanction tho Commissioners shall cause inspection to be mHe 
of the lands about to 1 0 affof tod hy tho schome and wirks to bo executed in pursuanoe 
thereof, and shill tause a record to bo mado of thoir opinion of the valuo of sut^ lanij qs 
seen by them before tho exoculion of tho vvorks 

This was tho result of a suggestion made by tho (Government m the 
Public Works Dtpartmc lit It was thoiqht there might bo some difficulty 
afterwards if the apportionment did not take place for throe years The lan^ 
might bo allowed temporal ily to deteriorate for the purpose of getting a light 
assessment 

1 ho Hoh’blb P auv Moiiun Mookerjeb said this section imposed a duty 
on the Commissiontis which, ho submitted, thoy would be wholly unable to 
discharge In the Dhankoni scheme the lands benefited and reclaimed were 
more than 30,000 bighas, and the Committee of native gontlomon could not be 
expected to inspect so large, or perhaps larger, areu of land, and to note the 
condition of these lands tor tho purptise ot a jpoitionmint at the end of three 
years It would be a different thing if some Guvoinmont officer were spocially 
to make a rough classiiieation of the land before the work was commencca 
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A provision to that effect would, ho thought, be an improvement on the present 
Bill , but a section like the one proposed, which would throw the work on the 
Drainage Commissioners, would bt to impose a duty which they would not 
perform, and would find it almost impossible to perform 

After some conveisiftion the motion ivas by leave withdrawn 

On the motion of the Hok’bi c Mr Dampier the iollowiug section was 
inserted alter b( ction 'lO — 

50A Wherever any land as montiouod m the preceding section shall bo deemed to

On the motion ol iho IIon’bll Mu IHmiii r the woids “ and of the Board 
of Revenue ’ at tlic end of scctinn 5 > were omitted It was not necessary to 
mention “ the Boaid of Kovenue ’ Ilu Board had an inherent power of 
conti oiling and supervising CommisMoiK IS and Collectors in the discharge of 
their revouuc duties, and nothing nioic wis lequmd foi tho purposes of this 
Act 

On the motion of the IIon’bli Mr Dampilr the following section was 
inserted aftei st ction 55 — 

5uA Ihe Licuteuuut Governor may fiora tune to time make rules to regulate the 
following mattoiB — 

(fl) the proooediugs of any offioor who under any provision of this Act is 
lequmcd or empowered to tuko action m any matter 
(4) tho person by whom tho time j)l n e or manner at or in which anything for 
tho doing of which piovibiou i made in tins Act shall be done 
(r) and generally to carrj out the pr ivisions of this Aet 

The I leutonant Governor may fiom lime to time altci or cancel any rules so made 

bueh rules alterations and eaiu eliuont shall be published in tho talcntta C a tile, and 
shall tliereupoii have tho lone of law 

PUBI IC DEMANDS RLCOVLB\ BILI 

1 HI Hoe’blp Mi Filld moved that tho Report of tho Select Committee on 
tne Ldl to atrund thi, Law for the hecoiuy of tettam Public Demands be taken into 
consideration in oidti to the settle uitut of the clauses of tho Bill, and that the 
clause s of tho Bill be considered foi settlement in the form recommended by 
the Selec*^ Committee The Report of tho Committee was in the hands of 
hon’blo members, and thiy had doubtless observed that very few ladical 
changes hud been made in tho Lill IIo would eontont himself by rcfei nng 
to three oi four of tho most impoitant points, in which any alteration had been 
made * 

In the second paiagrapb of the Report tho Committee said they had struck 
out the wolds wliicn gave the Bill ojiciatioii within tho local limits of the ordi 
nary 01 igiiial jurisdiction of the High Court of Judicature at I ort William m 
Bengal \fter the Committee h id come to a resolution on that point, ciroum 
stances arose which led to a lee onsirh lation of tho matter, anel there is an amend 
ment now before tho Council which if passed, will have tho effoet of restoring 
tho Bill to the state m which it was mtioeluced 

Tho next point is the chanp.e in ide in what he would now call a Certificate 
of the hist class It will be m the le collection of members that, when the Bill 
was introduced, t ertihi at< s we re cl issificd under two heads Iho first head 
included ( oiiifnatcs made tor aneais eJ public ic venue, that is, where there is 
a balance duo iifter tho sale of the « st ite, and Cortihe ates made for arrears 
of revenue due from faimers In n pect of these two classes of arrears, what 
was then termed a Certificate Absolu c was pioposcd to bo made, that is to 
saj, n Certificate which should have to all in^^onls and purposes the force of a 
final decree of tho Civil Couit In the maigin of the Bill Mr Ficuihad 
hovvcvci, pointed out an old Regulation of tho Bengal Code which had, m all 
probabil it}, been overlooked when tho Act of 1868 was before the Council 
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The eff< ct of that Regulation was that if a person were called upon by the Col 
lector to pay a sum ot public revenue, and at the time made an objection in 
writing and then paid the amount, such person could afterwards bring a suit 
m the Civil Court to contest his liability It appeared to the Select Com- 
mittee desirable to bring that Regulation within the puniow of the Bill The 
Committee have accordingly done so, and tho rif,ht which tin Regulation 
gave of contesting tho liability to pay has been left intact, but the prov ision 
thdt the amount must first be paid up has been ictiintd Ct rtificatos of this 
class would no longer be rcitificates Absolute and the Committee therefore 
struck out the tcim “ absolute ” 1 he lesult is to haco the law as it was befoic , 

only that this 1 iw is now contained in one Ai t, instead of bong as it was bofoie 
to DO sought for in an Act and a section of in old Kegul ition 

Tho next point is the application of the provisions of the Bill to the 
recovery of arrears of rent in w aids’ estates Ihis matte i has lictn (aicfully 
considered in Select Committee, and the result lus been to Icivo the provisions 
of tin Bill as drafted , but the Bill as it stands includes a nunibti of sifc^uaids 
for tho exeicise of tin se provisions, which, it is hoped, will prev i n^’ the o( curienco 
of any abuse These saicgii irds have been set out at length in tho lu port ot tho 
Select Committee In tho fust plate, the Mnnigcr is held dmctly losponsibli 
The Ccrtihcato will bo made by the Collcctoi, but it will bo nraile not on tho 
Collector’s responsibility, but on the responsibilitv of the Mini^ei liimscif 
The Collector is not hound to make tho Ccitihc ifc in all c 1 st s Undt r tin law 
as it now exists he is bound , but it his bten thought dt suable to altci this 
and it will now be in the power of tin Colhctoi to (xn< iso his own disciotnni , 
ho may make an onquii’v ind then citlni inaki or icfuso to make tho Ccrtifi 
cate Then, if the Minagci inocuies tin malingof a C oi tifn ito for money 
actually paid, and pioccedings ire taken on tint Ccititnato to the doti uncut 
of tho peison affected by it, the Managoi will bo ptisoinlly Inblt m an action 
to the person injured 1 he holcct Committee havi thought it fit to niaintaui 
the prolecl ion given by tho Bill to the Collector and otliii public oflieeis 
acting under the provisions of the Bill, but this piotection lias not been 
extended to Managcis of Waids’ estates In the m\t place the notuo 
which tho Mana„(i sends to the Collcctoi, and on tho leccipt of wlndi 
the Collector makes a ccitificato is rtquiicd by the Bill as aminded to be 
verified as a plaint under the piovisions ot the Code ot Civil I’loecdure 
Mr Tieid liatl observed oil tho last occasion th it tho pu bin revenue would 
suffer, if rents in Wards’ estates wore le ilizcd midei this partieulai prote 
dure instead of un<ler the foimer proccdmi of thi Civil Com ts Ihitdifli 
culty has now been obviated by requiring, notiecs suit by tho M inagci to bear 
the same amount of stamp duty that a plaint foi tin same amount of lent would 
bear, if instituted in the Civil C’ouit In the next jil ue, m tins paiticulai elass 
of Certificates, the judgment debtor will not bo the Secict iiy of St ifc, but the 
private individual on behalf of whom the t state is m linked, md when this 
private individual is a minor or lunatic, iieoidin^ to the gtiuril proetdiuo in 
this matter, such minor or lunatic will be icpnseiitcd by lus next fiuud 
Should there bo an action for d images, tlicsc damagi s will thciefoio fall not on 
the Government, but on the private individual on lit half of whom tlu ecitifieato 
was made 1 ho only other provision tow huh Ala Fuin desired to illudt 
in connection with this subject was, th it tlu bt Ir ct Cm imitti e h id given tin 
Collector, in those classes of demands in vvhuli tin Government alone is con 
corned, the power to att ich mo\ ible property , while they hod given ii'> siu h 
power to a Manager sending a notice and having a Ceitifie te made fm 
realization of rent 

Tho last pointto which Mr Iiild would call attention isin comurt onwith 
section 20 For the matter of this section he was indihted to a su si ion 
made to him by hii learned fiiend, the Advocate Gen lal Ihe liw as it 
stands is this Whin mi vable propoity is sold in exciutio i of i dcii < , if that 
sale 18 confirmed by the Civil Court, it remains a good and viln sale, and 
cannot bo set aside even though tho decree under which the sal aas made be 
afterwards reversed by an Appellate Court ’1 hat is tho a< nei d rule It is 
subject to this qualification that, if tho Court which passed the dieioe were 
actmg entirely without jurisdiction, the sab liko cvciy thing else d me under 
the decree, will bo void , but in other cases, as, for example, where the decree is 
reversed on the merits in the Appellate Court, tho sale builds good, and tlie 
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person who may hare lost property possessing a special value for him is abac 
lutcly without redress Iho section proMdes that, where a Certificate is set 
aside by a Civil Court, the Court may also set aside any sale made in execu 
tion of the Certificate The principle htie adopted already exists in the old 
Kcfrulation Law When a patm sale is set aside by the Civil Court, the Court 
has power to direct a refund of the purchase money and to restore the parties 
in all icspects to tho ntatm tn quo anU 

With these remaiks Mr I illd moved that the Repoit of the Select Com 
mitteo be taken into eonsidciation

It was true that the official < haracter of a Collcctoi depended on Ins good 
administration of his distiict, but certainly arbitrary injustice or barshnoss in 
the collection of rints was not such administiation as would bo foi his cicdit 
The next objection was that takin by tho Bntish Indian Association, it 
was the least liberal, tho le-wt generous, the least woithy ot that Association 
which Mr Dampifr had ever seen uigcd llicj said because tho f,icat 
body of rent recoiveis in tho country wore in diflieulty as to the (ollection of 
rents, and could not recover their rents as easily as it was idraittod they ought 
to bo able to do, therefore it was “ unfair ” to gi\e wards’ estates an advant 
age But what was meant by unfair?” Was any competition going on 
betwoon waids’ est Us and /eimnd ns’ private estitcs 9 If jou f^avo ono an 
advantage, was it a disadvantigo to the othoi '* It was ailiiuttcd on all 
hands that the n nl itcciiers of the country wiie in difiuulty , it was admitted 
that it was a blot in the administiation that tho Government was not able to 
place them in an oasiei position foi leeovoring tluii icnts Flicro wore 
insuperable obstacles in the case of private indniduals, which did not exist 
in the case of estates iindti tho manapeiiunt ot a Uomt of W irds’ Manager 
in subordination to tho Collcctoi Whj- then grudge to tho Govornnient, in 
its management of wards’ estates, fuihlits whuli it was adm tteuly di suable 
to give to all landloids m dialing with their tenants if tho obsticles could only 
be removid, as tlicj weie leinovcd, in the case of waids’ estates 

Mr DiMliniwould oulj ask the Council now to tonsidm wliat it was 
for which the admmisti ition weit asking ilu) weio asked to give ficilities 
for the collet tion of icnt, and it was admitted on all hands tint such facilities 
were dt suable for ill bndloids 

They wcie asked to let tho Revenue offiecis determine summarilv whether 
lents weie due or not Wh\,ni tho neighbouiing pioiinc's, ni the North 
West, the Roveiiuo officers wtio the constituted judges toi the decision ot all 
rent suits A tew jeais ago tho Loieiiut offucis d( tidid icnt suits thioughout 
Lower Bengal, and in somt paits ot the proiinee weio still deciding them 
Therefore, in asking that tho Revenue ofiietisbi allowt d to bo tht judges for 
this purpose in waids’ estates, nothing was asked which did violence to one’s 
sense of the general fitness of things 

1 he Council was asked to allow the Collci toi to have summary powers, 
which could be done in this paitieular case with saf(.t>, as on officer m the 
position of Collcctoi had anijdo means of knowing that the demand was 
just, and morcovei the poison on whom the lumand was malo bad one 
mouth allowed to him to come in and state his obj* ( tions , then, if that should 
not be enough, within the space of one >cai tlu ti n int was allowed to dispute 
the claim in tin. Civil Court Mu Dvmpih thought those piecoutions 
sufficient Ihispimcijffi of allowing tho Colkctor to recover rents inwards’ 
estates without aiitccedcut deciee, which was llowed in Qovornmeut estates, 
had been m force for jears, and he would murid lion’ ble members who 
voted last ycai on the Wards’ Bill of tho vot( they gave I Ik Council then 
delibeiately allowed tins summary proecluu to bo used in Wards’ estates 
Hon’ble mombeis would se ucely saj seiioush that the Council then coritem 

S lated that the proecduic should only bo used in estates which wore man i„ed 
iroctly by the Collector without the intervention of a manager, thcio wtro 
not two cases in Bengal where there w as no managci , so it was impossible 
for the Council to have meant last year, when it passed the section of tho 
Wards’ Act m such general teims, tint the summary proceduio should only be 
used wheie estates were managed directly by the Collet tor Why thou 
did hon’blc merahcis propose i ow to changt their front ? Was it that any now 
tiheorotical argument had been advanced against the moasuio, winch was not 
then patent ■' No Was it that uistances had been cited showing that tho 
ateasuiein its working had falsified expectations? No I hen was it possible 
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that hon’ble members had changed their minds without the sbghtest reason 
for so doing ? To this question ne must leave them to give an answer

riieie are two classes of Certificates under the Bill The first class 
includes Ceitificatcs made for arrous of revenue balances remaining over 
aftoi the sale of the estate in default, and Certificates made for arrears 
of land revenue due trom faimors ’IIm Council has already disposed of this 
fiist class of ( ihcs I hoy come now to a much luiger class included in section 
7 of tho Bill when he moved that the Bill be read lu Council, he pointed 
out tint the Act of 1808, though it did not in express words give to 
individuals, who considered themselvts injured by tho making of a Certi 
ficate, a n^ht ot action in the CimI Court, yet the wording of the Act 
was such dS to give tins light ot aotioii indircctlj It is efiPected m this way 
A Certificate Ci the second cl iss is dcclnrcd to have the force and eiFect of a 
decree of the Civil Court, but only as regards the execution thereof, and the 
legal eiiect of these woids is tnat a suit might be brought in the Civil Court 
to contest the Ctitificate on its merits In drafting the present Bill Mr Field 
thought, and tho Select Committee had since agreed with him, that it was 
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Select Co^nmittee While admitting that the safeguards introduced would 
tend to greatly mitigate the evils apnrehended, he must confess that the pnu 
cinle involved was not affected by tnese safeguards 1 he principle was this 
Whether arrears of rent due to a ward’s estate should bo recovered under a 
summary procedure, when arrears of rent due to other pnvate estates were 
recoverable only by a regular suit m the Civil Court It was argued t hat 
private individuals were not amenable to all those viholesome influences to 
which a public officer was subject, and that thereforo a summary procedure 
which might be considered justifiable foi a public oflicer might not be con 
sidered equally justifiable for a private individual honce it was held that for 
the easy and expeditious recovery of rent tbi circumstance that wards’ estates 
were managed by public officers ought to have due weight in pioviding fora 
special procedure But it was well known to tho members of the Council that it 
was not the Collectors who directly managed wards’ estates, but Managers under 
the Collectors , and although these Managers were subject to official control 
and might be also subject to tho penalties of tho law for abuse of power, still 
it could not be denied that many a time irregularities had been diK ovored in 
the management of wards’ estates, chiefly owing to tho misconduct of Managers 
which neither tho Collector’s control nor the penalties of the law succeeded 
in checking 

That being the case, Baboo Kristodas Pai did not seo any good reason 
why the special procedure of the Public Demands Recovery Bill should bo 
extended to the realization of rent in wards’ estates Rents duo to wards’ 
estates were in no sense public demands It was true that tho i oven ue duo to 
Government from a wards’ estate was at stake, because the Government by taking 
over tho management of the estate surrendered its own right to soli the estate 
in default , but the revenue of tho State was equally at stako in tho case of any 
other private estate Punctuality in the payment of revenue depended in both 
cases on the punctual payment of rent II the ordinal y law for the realization 
of rent was not sufficiently expeditious and cfiuacious for tlio Court of 
Wards, it was not equally so for the private landlord, and if tho law 
was to be amended, it ought to be amended for tho benefit of both classes of 
proprietors 

One of the safeguards proposed was that the application to the Collector 
should be made by the Managci on his own responsibility 1 hat read well 
enough on paper, but he appealed to tho hon’blo members to snj whether poor 
tenants would have the means or pluck to prosecute tlu Manager if ho 
abused his authority and vcxatiously put them to tiouble the pi opostd safeguard 
would therefore pi actually signify nothing Ihon, aguii in oiilcr to protect 
the interests of the btato, the Select Committee had piovidcd that tho court 
fee should bo payable on any notice sent to tho Collector by tlie Manager, as 
upon a plaint tor t lo rccov oi / of the same amount of rent On tho other 
hand, it was provided in the L 11 that, if any naity was dibsatisfiod with the 
decision of the Colh ctoi under tho Ccrtilicato Procedure, ho might contost the 
decision by a regular suit m the civil Couit 

He should like to 1 now wnctlu r m that case a ryot, who v ould have recourse 
to the Civil Coirt, would be liable to a second stamp duty, because, when once 
the certificate waS issued, the rjot would be liable to all tho costs, which would 
necessarily mcludo stamp d ity If that wcic the case, iL would bo hard upon 
ryots and would operito against then proceeding m the Civil Court Then, 
although the Collcctoi did n< t directly manage wards’ estates, and altlioiigli 
tho Manager was made > sponsible for the application for a certificate, hon’ble 
members could not bo unaware that the Collector was looked upon by tho Court 
of Wards as the offict r re pencil le foi the management of wards’ estates 
A good number of *■! iso < st ites weie considerably involvtd when they camo 
into the hands of tuc Court of Waids, and tho reputation of tho Collectors 
depended in a great meaeuie upon the good aJininistration of these estates If 
the Manager represented to tho C illcctor that the summary process for the 
realization of rent w is iicce&« irj , it would bo ten to one that tho Collector 
wotdd pivo the utmost si pport to applications from the Managei for the issue 
of certificates for the i coo very of rent Theiefore Baboo Kkisvodas Pal 
thought that the Collector, who was interested in the good management of 
wards’ estates, ought not to be entrusted with this quasi judicial power For 
these reasons he opposed clause 7 
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Tho Hon’blk PtARY Mohur Mookertei said he entirely agieod with the 
rotnarks of liis hon’ble friend He thouglit the amendments made by the 
Select Committee had far fiom improved the original Bill on this point 
h xcmption from stamp duty of notices relating to defaulting ryots was the only 
n asonable justification for tho adoption oi the special procedure for the recovery 
of rent in wards’ estates But that eximption was proposed to be taken 
away, the r jots would now have to bf u the mam cost of litigation without 
having the benefit of a judicial enquiry or a judii lal decision, and if they 
wished to dispute tho coricctness of the Colltctoi’s certificate, they would have 
to pay the court fee duty once again Ho thought therefore the amendments 
made m tho Bill had taken away any justihiation which could be pleaded for 
the clause betoio But why should the public officers wish for a special proce 
dure for the recovery of arrears of rent in wards’ estates If the Cml Courts 
were good enough for zemindars and tilookdars, they should bo equally good 
for public oificors And ho thought it was not at all desirable that the public 
officers should be deprived of almost tho only means they now had of watch 
ing the work of the suboidmato Civil Courts, and practically experiencing the 
difficulties which lay in tho way of tho recovery of icnt by pinato indm 
duals , tlioie would be no hope of the amendment of the rent law if public 
officers had no experience ot the diOicultics of zemindars in this respect 
Ihe Hon’bii Mr Dampier said he was almost ashamed to address the 
Council aj,ain Hon’blo members would be inclined to compaio him to nature — 
“ cxpcllas fill CO, tainen usque rceuriit” — but ho was bound to defend the 
clause Avhicli this amendment proposed to omit He hid consulted local 
ofhceis as to the necessity of retaining this provision, and tho icsult had not 
boon (as he expected) that they had bei n unanimous In two districts, 
Bohai and Chota Nagpoio, the offuers, with the exception of the Deputy 
Commissioner of Lohardugga considi rod that the summary procedure was 
not loquircd , but tho other officers consulted, in tho Lastim Districts 
pspeciaflj, said that such a piocoduro was indisponsablo fho difhcultios 
in these wards’ estates vcio so gieat, bung made o\ci to the Com t in an 
cnibariasscd condition, and vciy trcqucntly with disputed titles and with no 
papers, and being often taken o\ ei against tlu w ish of those who wished to 
benefit at tho expense of tho minor, that the public officers did not know how 
they could work wards’ estates without tlio bumniaiy procedure 

Tho first mam obji ( tion made to this sumraaiy modi of realization being 
extended to the n nts oi wards’ ostatis was that tho collection of the rents 
of wards’ t states not being foi tlio public purso, the principlo on which this 
summaiy produce was allowed for tho ( ollcction of rents of estates belonging 
to Government did not apply to wards’ < stab s Mu Damiipr would venture 
to contend that the piiueiplo was absolutely the same, namely, that the 
Oovcminent, in performing its duties in tiust for tho public, should have every 
n asonable facility u Inch could bo given consistently with the safety of private 
interests As legaids the realization fiom its own tenants, the power of 
using tho summary procodiue was giicn to tho Government by universal 
acclamation , it was a facihtj wh e'l came within tho principle that if 
it could be given, it should be given because theie was no material danger 
to individual interests If an ex optional short cut was by general consent 
given to the Government to faeilitati tho ju i formanco of its dutios financial, 
on what principle could a similar slioi t cut bo refused in tho case of its 
duties fiduciary In both cases the Government acted in the interest of the 
public alone, thcie was no more daii^,ei in allowing it m the case of wards’ 
estates, which the Government adnuui tried in trust for tho waid, than on 
those so calk d Government estates which it administoied as agent of the 
general public A distinction was altimptcd to be made between managers 
of wards’ Gstites and tehwldars of Govcimnent estates It was urged that 
the Collectoi could not know what was going on m wards’ estates, and he 
could not be certain that the rent said tj bo duo to the manager was really 
duo Mb DAMiiEBsaid 111 a most po itivc way, fiom his experience of the 
subject, that practic Uj the managomint of wards’ estates was just as mui^

1 he second groat objection was Ibis 1 ho opponents of the present

assess the expenses 01 ff cs recoverable by Govcrnnient, had in the cxeicuo ot 
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this jurisdiction disregarded some provisions of the Act or Regulation as 'to the 
mannei in which this jurisdiction is to be exorcised, there being, however, no' 
pietence for sajing that any material injury had been done to any one by 
sucli disregard of such provisions, the Civil Court would have no power to sot 
aside what liad been done Mu Fiixd might observe that there was really no 
legislation— no \vfrmaJiitq here The Council were only asked to insert in 
the Bill by way of instiuction and guidance for the Courts— and thus to save 
litigation — what in all probabiliW would in any given case be the result of an 
appeal to the highest tribunal Iho rule, it was to be observed, is intended to 
apply only to cases in which the demand is a demand wananted by an Act 
or llogulation It will have no application to rents in trovornment estates 
or Waids’ cstxtes, and in these chbsos of cases theio will bo nothing to 
pievnit the Civil f ouit fiom going completely into the mciits of the case and

im lit was disposed to take if the expense of establishment was not covered in 
( alcuttu by th( fees to be levied bo fai as he understood the hon’blo 
meuiber, he meant that the (Tuvernmeut would pay tho salaries of the Native 
SupoTintendcnt'i, and that the niunu ipulity bhould jirovido for the staff ot 
vacciuatois and foi the supply of lymph llio Health Ofiieer would not be 
paid any additional salary lor the work which would devolve upon him* 
It would be satisfaetoiy to the (corporation and the public if an assurance were 
given on bchalt of Croveininent on the subject

tenure or land ’ 
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On the motion of the Hon’blb Mb Dampilr the following words were 
added to the end of the first paragraph of section 85 — 

" and that if Biioh estate or tenure cannot be found such roll and snob extracts shall be 
posted at some conspicuous place in any village in which such estates or tenures ore behoved 
to be situate ’ 

It had been brought to notice that in Chittagong, where estates and tenures 
were infinitessmial, the plots of land which comprised an estate or tenure very 
often bould not be identified 

The IIom’ble Mb Dampieb moved the addition to section 44 of the 
following paragiaphs — 

“Whenever any such separate account is opened after the valuation of an estate and 
while such valuation remains in force the Collector shall issae a notice on the holders of the 
shares severally in lespoct of which the accounts ore to be kept separately informing them 
that, nuless any objection is preferred to the Collector within one mouth of the service of 
such notice the amount of the cesses which the whole estate is hable to pay aooording to the 
existing valuation will from the date on which such separate accounts were opened bo appor> 
tioned among such shares severally in proportion to the amount of Government revenne for 
the payment of which each such shore is entered in the separate accounts as being liable 
Such notice shall specify such proportionate amount 

“If no such objection be preferred within the time spooifiod such proportionate amount 
shall be the amount of the cesses for which the respective holders of such several shares ore 
pnmonly liable as mentioned in section 13 of the said Act XI of 1859 subject however to 
the general lesponsiblity of the holders of the entire estate as mentioned in section 14 of the 
said Aet if the amount of the cessos due on account of any such share cannot be recovered 
as provided in sections 100 and 101 of this Act from the holders of such share 

“If any such objection shall be preferred as aforesaid the total amount of the cesses for 
which the whole estate is liable according to the existing valuation shall be apportioned 
among the several shares in respect of which such separate accounts ore opened in proportion 
to the annual value of such shares respeotivelv under such rules or spot lal instruotions not 
being inconsistent with this Act as may be issnod by the Board of Beveuue and the 
holders of suoh several shares shall be pnmarily liable os aforesaid for the payment of the 
amount of the cesses so apportioned on their shores respeotivelj ' 

Ho said tho defect in the Bill which this amendment would correct came 
to hiB notice accidentally in tho shaji© of an appeal to tho Board of Revenue 
As the law stood, lion blc members were aware that joint sharers in an ostato 
might have tep into leeounts opened undir Act XI of 1859 as regards the 
payment oi their land revenue , from that moment the hharos in respect of 
which separate accounts wore opened became, in tho first iiistunce, separately 
liable for the amount of it venue written against them respectively, but if 
the Collector failed to realize from an} particular share the particular 
amount of revenue wuidi was primarily due upon it, then ho proceeded to 
recover it flora the entiie estate, which still lemained ultimately icsponsible 
notwithstanding tho opt n mg of the separate accounts It was rcpiesontod 
that under Aet X of 1871 there was no coi responding section empowering the 
Revenue authorities to extend this protection of primary separate liabihty 
to tho cast of CCS es p lyable on account of land That was a great haidship— 
BO gieat tliat, althoii h tlmre was nothing authorizing it, the Board of Revenue 
issued mstiuctions to the Collcctoi to do something which was not perfectly 
legal in this dirct tion, and it was on the woikmg of that order of tho Board 
that the appeal ct u up 

Under Act XI of 18 >9, before a separate account could be opened on account 
of revenue, the applicant must show two things— (1) tho share of the revenue 
for which his share is answerable, and (2) tho specification of the share , but 
it was not necessary, as in tho case of partition, that tho value of the share 
should be in jiropoition to tho amount of revenue for which it was declared 
primarily liable Take tho simplest case where an estate belonged to four 
different shareholders holding jointly, four anna share belonging to each 
shareholder Among themselves by private arrangement they had dmded tho 
laud by metes and hounds, and in the coarse of time one share had become 
much more valuable than tho others , this was admitted by all, and there was 
no dispute among the shareholders As the law stood regarding the opening 
of separate accounts for levonue, tho owner of the more valuable so called 
four anna sh ire could say, “ although my share is more valuable, yet the 
amount of revenue for which 1 am answerable is not more than that for which 
my co-shareholders are liable, as we each are owners of a so called four anna 
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inteiest in the estate” There was no objection to opening the sepaiat^ 
account in this way os regards land revenue, but in applying the some system 
to opening separate accounts for the cesses a difficulty arose, not in cases in 
which separate accounts had been opened before valuation, because then each 
such share would be treated as a separate estate for valuation , and valued on its 
own actual asstts, but the difficulty would arise where, after the valuation of 
an estate as a whole had been made, separate accounts were opened for shares 
of which the actual value was not in exact porportion to the amount of revenue 
for which each share became pnmanly responsible It was very necessary 
to make some provision by which the distribution of the cess for which the 
entire estate had been made liable by the cess valuation proceedings should be 
in accordance with the value of the shaies, and not the amount ot revenue f r 
which each shore was liable , these clauses had been drafted for this purpose 
They provided that as soon as a separate account was opened, the first 
assumption should be that the cess would bo payable in the same proportion as 
the revenue If objection was raised, it would practically be “ the assets of 
my share are not so laige as my nomin il share repiesents ” The sections laid 
down the broad principle that in such cases the valuation should be in proper 
tion to the annual value of the respective shaies, and left the details of proce 
dure to bo provided by such rules as the Board of Revenue may prescribe 
The motion was agreed to 

On the motion of the Hon’bie Mr Dampilf the following clause nas 
inserted after clause (c) of section 108 — 

Apportioning the amount of tho nesses for the payment of wbioh the respeotivo 
holders of the several shares of an estate m respect ot which separate accounts arc kept shall 
be primarily liable under section 44 ’ 

On the motion of tho IIon’blp Mk Dampiir the words “twelve and a 
half” were substituted for “twtlvo” in sections 45, 47, 58, 02, and 71 This 
was a suggestion of the Conimissionor of Chittagong to facilitate calculations 
of interest, twe Ive and a half per cent being exactl) two annas in the rupee 
On the motion of the Hon’bie Mb Dampifb the words “or in one piy 
ment” wire inserted after “ instalments ” m lim 5 ot section 57, the object 
being to enable the Government to prescribe that in tho case of vny small 
tenures the whole amount of eoss should bo paid on a fixed day in the year and 
not m two instalments 

1 he Hon’bll Mr Dampifb moved to omit section 72, and would add tho 
following proviso to section 69 — 

‘ Provided that no holder of rent free land who at any tune after tho expiration of

The Report on the Taloutla Court of Small CauBcs for the year 1879 
The present report dilFeis from its predtocssors, in tliat it exhibits the 
working of the Court for the (alendar inslrad of fortlicofliu l^ear In 
accordance with the instructions of the Govoinmont of India, the First 
Judge IS now required to submit annual returns to tlie nij,h Couit foi incor 
poration in the Court’s report on the administration of CimI Justice, and tho 
change in the period to ■ahich the report to Government relate was sanction' d 
m Older to avoid tho neces ity of keeping up a do ihlo set of legiskis In 
future also the returns of ludieial woik appended to thr report w 11 bo in the 
same foi m as those prepared for tho High Court, but the financial returns will, 
bo submitted in the same form as h therto 

2 Iheio 18 some d Ihculty m comparing th'' fi urcs in the piesi nt rcpoit 
with those in tho previous one, as tho periods to which tlu returns iclifi have 
tliieo months in common Tho number of msfitations of suits of diifcrint 
values hai, howevir, been given for both the calendar ycais I'iTS and 1879, 
and between those returns a comet comparison can bo nude Iho total 
number of cases instituted in 1879 was 37,1* 9, against o,000 m 1878 and 
’37,681 in the hnancul year 1878 79 Compared with tin pievious calendar 
year, there was thus an increase of 1,199 suit m 1879, tho whole increase 
Wng due to the larger number cf institutions in the hrst quarter of tho year 
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Tho increase was entirely m suits under Rs 200 in value, there being a 
decrease in the number of institutions of suits above that amount The total 
sum in litigation in the ( ourt duiiiig the year was Rs 18,19,614 as compared 
with Rs 18 70,566 in 1878 79 Excepting tho two yeais 1865 06 and 1878 79, 
the amount in litigation in tho past year was higher than in any year since the 
institution of the Court in 1850 

3 Including cases ponding fiom the preceding year, the total number 
sot down for hearing in 1879 ^vas 38,015, and of these 17,051 were decided 
during the year By far the laigcst class of suits consists of claims for goods 
sold and delivered, ol which there were 15,471 decided during tho year, 
against 15,410 in 1878 79 The next laigcst class is composed of suits 
on bills of exchange, bonds and piomissory notes, the number of these smts 
being 4,793, against 4,475 in 1878 79 Next come claims ior use and 
occupation, of which theic were 3,59^ in 1879 as compared with 3,596 
in 1878 79 The number of suits loi the lecovcr} of wages was 2,526, against 
2,647 in 1878 79, foi the iccovcij of loans 2,457, igainst 2,702 Miscolla 
neous suits on contracts weie l,6Sl, against 1,654 in 1878 79 The 
numboi of actions foi assault was 196 as coinpircd with 204 in 1878 79 The 
uniformity in tbo uumbei of c isos of each class is lemarkablo, and shows 
clearly that theie vas no abnoimal cause at work duiing the jear to affect tho 
nature of the litigation befoic tho Court In no single class of cases was there 
any marked increase oi decicase

by the Judges, stand over until it is decided whether the juiisdictiou of tbo

111© season was a backward one in both Agencies, owin^ to tho dry 
weather duiing the month of October 1878, and tho hi at in tCo early part 
of November Jhis rctaided tho sowmgs and pievcntod tlic Mods ol tho 
earhoi sowings from gciminating heely Better icsults weio obtained latei in 
the year, but the want of the lain usual at Cliustrnas had an unfavouiable

4 Of the outbt uidiDf, halxnees of 1877 78, a laigo portion has been 
recovered, and about likhs still lemaiu to be loalized During tho season 
under review the balances in the Behar Agency imuuntcd to Ks 99,672, and m 
Benares to only Ks 3,960 ^ihnost the whole of theBchii balances accrued m 
the three dirusions of Uajipore Motiharee, and Bottiab, and the failure to reeover 
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the advances made in these divisions seems to call for some farther explanation 
than 18 given in the Agent’s report Jt is observed that there are no arrears

2 The estate of the Damin i koh, compiismg the Eaimeha' hills and 
the adjoining slopes, forms the central tract of the Sonthal Pergunnahs, and 
includes an area of 1,36b square miles The great majority oi tlie inhabitants 
arc Sonthals, but the inner hills are occupit d by a Kolarian tribe of aborigines 
known by the name of Paharias, and some parts ol the lowei slopes and 
vallevs have been taken possession of by BeQ.,ali and up country immigrants, 
who have also settled m considerable numbers lu the bazars on the outskirts of 
the estate 
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3 The last settlement of the Datnin i koh was concluded in 1868, and 
took effect from the Ist May in that year The term of the settlement was 
SIX years, but the period was afterwards extended, and the settlement has 
virtually lasted for eleven years, up to the Slst March 1879, from which date 
the settlement now concluded will come into force The Government revenue 
which had previously been Bs 66 069 14, was raised by the settlement of 1868 
to Its 1,00,166 4, the 1:otal number of villages ascertained being 1,481 
The present settlement includes 1 775 agnoultural villages and 88 bazars 
and the total revenue assessed amounts to Bs 1 77,495 3 9, the increase in 
the land revenue alone iKfng nearly 80 per cent 

4 It u satisfactory to find that, m for fan he aseertnined^ tlis large 
inerease of revenue is cue entirely to the extension of cultivation, ind not to 
any undue enhancement of the rates of assessment The rental of 1868 was 
estimated to give a general averasre of 5 annas 1-^ pie per beesha, whereas the 
average nt the present settlement is a little less than 3} annas The compari 
son, it IS true, cannot bo very accurately made for this is the first settlement 
of the Damin at which any attempt has been made to measure the lands, 
all previous assessments having been made on a calculation of the number of 
ploughs But the general increase of cultivation, as shown by the figures 
given below is so marked as to render it highly probable that the addition 
to the revenue has really been obtained without any enhancement of the 
rates —

6 It was considered in 1868 that an assessment based on the number 
of ploughs was hotter suited to the state of the country and the condition of 
the people But it appears that even then Mr Wood recommended a measure^' 
ment of the lands and the mossuremont, which has now been carried out, 
has caused no opnosition or dissatisfaction It is not, however, to be under 
stood that the lands of each ryot have been separately measured The 
prevalence, among the Southals, of the village community system, made it neces 
sary only to measure and assess the lands of each village as a whole, and 
to fix a lump rental which was afterwards distributed by the village punchayet 
among the cultivating members of the community The highest rates 
assessed mere 6 annas per beegha for rice lands of the best quality, and 4 annas 
for bareo or high lands yielding two crops mfenor qualitu s of nee land being 
assessed at 6 and 4 annas and baree lands yielding one crop at 1^ annas 
and 1 anna In the Bajmehal sub division which contains the largest area 
of the best rice land, and in which the assesments are consequently highest, 
the average rent paid by each cultivator is Ks 4 8 9, and the average per 
beegha is annas In the adjoining zemindari properties the rates for 
similar lands aio more than double these amounts 

6 The benefit of these low rates has not been extended to the Bengali 
and other foreign rvots who have been permitted to retain their holdings in 
the Damm It is not the desire of Government to encourage the settlement 
inside the Damm of persons not belonging to the country the lands of such 
ryots have theretore been assessed at rates nearly approaching those paid 
on the neighbouring zemmdan estates 

7 The conditions of the leases which have been granted to the village 
headmen have the Lioutcnant'Govirnor’s apiNroval The headmen are fer« 
bidden to ejeit any ryot without a demree of court, or to permit the settle* 
ment of any foreigner without the District Officer’s sanction They are 
entitled to a commission of 8 per cent on the village assessment, provided 
that the Government revenue is punctually paid This system of remimeia 
tionwaa first introduced at the settlement of 1868, and the resnlts of its 
working hove been satisfactory 

8 Th^ total oi tlu cultivated area opou whieli revenue has been 
assessed is 9*02>872 beeghas 17 oottahs, and the land revenue upon this 
amounts to Ba 1^M66 11 9 The balance of the receipts (Bs 8,689 8) is 
derived from what are termed the ‘ sundry mehals,” or mttcellaneeas revenue, 
consisting of the bussori tax and the bazar and fishery rents 
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9 The bu88on-tax is a kind of gronnd rent, levied from non agMonl 
tural tenants, sneh as i^earerb and patters, and from a few shop keepers and 
Buduguns It was first Introdaced m 1868, with the object of oheokms; the 
uflnx of foreigners into the Bamin The present Deputy Oommlstsiontr 
objects to the tax, at being virtaally a second license tax but the Lieutenant 
G^ernor observes that all the e^enenoed local oifioers desire to retain it, 
and fibat there are strong practical argomeuts m favoi of its contmuaneb 
The atnonht assessed for the enrrent year is onlv Rs 1,854, of which Rs 1,001 
are levied m the BAjmehal snb division Thi d(>mand for 1869 was Bs 2 939 
The obijeot of the tax is administrative rathc'r than financial , and, so far 
from abolishing it, the Lientenabt Governor thinks that the Ic vy of it should 
be strictly enforced Fi'om a separate report which the Commissioner lias 
snbitntted, it appears that the collections have of late years been seriously 
n^lected, but that in future the demand and realizations of each yoir will 
be regolarhp' entered in the accounts Under the circumstances of the oast , 
the laeutenant Governor authonreS the Commissioner to write off all arrears 
of the tax up to the Slat March 1879, which have not been actually reahred 
before those orders are reooived 

10 Tim bazar rents form the largest item of misoellaneons revenue, and 
amount to Rs 6 823 8 Up to the settlement of 1868 the actual receipts Were 
uncertain, as the bazars were farmed , but the system was then introduced 
of employing ohowdnes who are remunerated by a comuussion of 10 per cent 
on the collections The Lieutenant Governor approves of the continuance 
of this system, bat he desires that oare may be taken to seo that remissions 
are not improperly allowed by collusion between the chowdnes and the baz ir 
tenants 

11 The fishery rents amount to only Rs 362, nearly the whole of them 
being in the Rajmehal sub division A further report is awaited from the 
Commissioner regarding the leases of stone quarries and coal mines, which 
are not fully noticed in the settlement report It is also stated that a few 
iron furnaces aifb worked, bat it has not been thought necessary to assess 
them 

12 A representation has been made to Government by tbt Agent of the 
East Indian Railway, who has urged the inconvenience to the railway employes 
of the order which prohibits Bengalis and other foreigners from settling or 
holding land within the Sonthal Fergunnahs It appears to the Lieutenant 
Governor that the orders have been somewhat misunderstood Ihere is no 
general prohibition affectmg the Sonthal Fergunnahs , and the order which 
prcfiiibits the settlement of foreigners in the Damin is not a new one The 
Damin i koh is an estate specially reserved by Governmont for the settlement 
of Sonthah and hillmen, and the exclusion ot foreigners from it is an essential 
element of the policy which Government desires to pursue in the administra 
hon of this tract of country It has therefore been decided, after full consider 
ation, that foreigners shall not be permitted to hold land withm the I oundaries 
of tha Damin , and that those who may have transgressed this rule, in the face 
of the repeated warumgs which have been issued on the subject, shall bi 
evicted The laeutenant Governor can hold out no hope that this principle 
will be relaxed or modified in favor of any class of Bengali settlers who may 
have taken lands m the Bumm siuoo the settlement of 1868 , but it does not 
appear to him that the mamtonanuo ol the rule need cause any practical 
inconvenunoe to the railway authorities in finding accommodation fortlnir 
subordinates Ihere is no objection to their setthug in the Sonthal Fergunnahs 
outside the Damm boundary and within the Damin itself they can utlier 
be located on plots set apait for the purpose by the Deputy Commissioner in 
consultation wuh the railway officers, or they can find quarters in the liazars, 
though they cannot be allowed to occupy agneultural lands which have beta 
set aside for special classes of the commuDity 

18 About one sixth of the Damin i koh, or an area of from 200 to 2o0 
square ndles, is occupied by the Pabarias whose numbers at the censfie of 
1872 amounted to 68,336 Mr Wood’s report shotvs that the Sontbals haVd 
already extended thoir eultivation up to the foot of the hills, and are be^innmg 
to occupy the slopes, aud that consequently the time has come fpr laying down 
some d^nite rules for preventing the two races frtmi coming mto collision, 
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and foi mamtaiQin^ the propn^torv title of the Goveromeat The Lieutenant 
Qovoinor appioves of the Commissionei s proposal to hold an enquiry into this 
quistioQ thioui^h an expeiienced officer of the Sonthal Fergunnahs , and this 
should be done as soon is possible aftei the taking of the census m January next 
It shi uld be distinctly understood that tiie Government is the proprietor of the 
lulls except so far as it may liave transteired its jiropnetory nght by the grant 
of jagliits to the Cliiels, and th it beyond this the hillmen have no rights 
except that of occ upant y Tho leasm, out of lands (other than jaghir lands) 
by the Fah iru sird irs to Sonthal cultivators should in no case be permitted 
The hillmen should not be disturbed in the occupation of such lands as they 
lequire loi tluir own suppoit but pi mgli eultnation should be encouraged 
without being ontorced 'Ihe Lieutenant Governor will await the submission 
of mort detailed proposals by the Commissioner m refeionco to this important 
question 

14 Ihe Lieutenant Governoi approves and confirms the present settle 
ment toi ten years with effi ct from the 1st April 1879 Ihe thanks of Govern 
ment are due to the Commissioner for his caieful supei vision of the settlement 
work, and tor tho successful conclusion of airangimonts which are conducive 
alike to tho mteiests of Government md to the proiptrity and contentment 
of the peoplt The Lieutenant Govi inor has noticed with satisfai tion the 
commend ition bestowid on Messrs Kattray and Swmdmandon Moulvie Shere 
All, as will IS on the oiliei officers mentioned in Mr Wood’s report

Ihe Hist brick wee Isil on l&i January 1875 with ^reat cciemony m the presence of 
Mr Kemble the then Magistrate of tne distiict and Mr AnUy, the Lxecolive Lugineer, the 
former of whom cor tinned to take tbt In eliest intciut m the work up to the time of his 
departure on furloUe,h Sviaicelj auj thing was done dmmg that year till December, when tbc 
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work began to progren Wells were ennk for the piora by ordinary nannal labor but 
Mr L Boberte, Sapenutending Engineer, after inspecting the woric in January 1876, 
Teoominended that the piers ehonld be sank at least 12 feet below the bed of the river, or 
otherwise he feared that the bridge would be swept away by the etrean Mr Kemble 
aoeordingly took meaenres and procured three Bull's dredgers from Sahibgunge The pnnei 
pill piers that were in mid stream were all sunk from 12 to 15 feet below the river*bed 
On the 4th January 1877, after eight arches had been turned, two of them suddenly collapsed 
After some delai, which was thought necessary for propitiating the god Sira, the Babus had 
the work resumed and carried on to completion 

The bridge itself is 324 feet long and 18 feet broad and the approaches north and south 
Sire 74 and 70 feet in length with 25 and 30 feet openings respectively The bridge rests on 
17 piers, each of which is 25 feet broad and 5 feet 6 inches thick There are 16 arches, each 
of 16 feet span The work is believed to be strong and durable The masonry may be 
described as of good second class quality Tne roadway over the bridge is made of consoli 
dated pebbles The walls on either side are sufficiently high and solid to protect passengers 
and vehicles from accident 

The cost of the bridge was something more than Re 50,000 which was paid by Babus 
Mobesh Lai and Niikohed Lai The former showed much energy in supervising the work 
whilst under construction in fact he not only provided a moiety of the funds but also built 
the bridge at much personal inconvenience 

Mr Kemble, the lota Collector was mainly inetrumental in getting the work under 
construction after it had been proposed, and gave considerable asBistanoe in procuring the 
proper plans and implements

A letter from the Samtaiy ComnuBBionor for Bengal dated 27th hebrnary ISHO 
forwarding the report of the Health Officer of the Port of Calcutta for the 
year 1879 

Dr Lynch w as Officiating Port Health Officer duiing the gre itoi part rtf 
the year, having taken chaige from Dr French on tho 27th May 1870 He 
has been < onfirmed m tho appointment since the close of the year 

2 Two sets of rul( s, for tho medical inspection and tho quai antino of 
vessels respectively w« ro approved by tho Government of India and i'>sutd 
during the year I ho first set provides for the measures to be taken on the 
arrival at the Sandheads of a vessel having on boaid cholera, small pox, or any 
other OTideinic disease common in India Intimation is to bo sent by telegraph 
to the Port Officer, who will at once communicate with tho Health fffficer with 
the view to the earliest possible inspection of tho vessel The Health Officer u 
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to (iiquiiomto tho circumstances attending tlip eases onboard, to arrange for the 
con>c}anco of the sick to a hospital, unless they prefer to make arrangements 
foi th mselvts, to have tho vessel thoioughlj cleansed and fumigated, when such 
a piceaution is deemed advisable, and in cases of small pox, to vaccinate, or 
have vaccinated, all on board who ii quire protection and are willing to be 
viccinatid Where tlie cates on boaid are very few, the vessel will be 
permitted to pioect d to the usual pi ice ot anchorage in the port ponding the 
inspection of tho Health Offieci , and all passongi rs, save those suspected of 
having the disiase, may leaie )i\hfn eases ire more numerous, or it is 
desirable for apeci il iiasons, as in the case of pilgrim or emigrant ships, to 
take fuithei precautions, tho vessel mu''t anchor at Mateubroo] GhAt, ana the 
jiasscngeis will not be allowed to leave before tho He ilth Officer h is made his 
inspection Jlie quaiantmo rules piovidotor cases lu which vessels come to the 
port with plague jellow fever, tjphus, or other fital epidemics not ordinaifly 
prov lit nt 111 India These rules will onl) b( bi ought into operition under 
specul circumstances, ind with tlic previous sanction of tho Govemment of 
India in each case During the p ist jear no occasion arose foi enforcing 
them 01 the medical inspection lules Enquiries into the ticatment of 
lascar crews on board ot vessels t mploymg such crews are also now made by 
the Health Ofiicer The Lieutenant Governor is glad to hear that no case 
of ill ticatment ot the men has hitherto been brought to notice

mation on this point Tlu improved scale of diet for these ciews, when 
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proceeding beyond the tropits, which was recently reconimendod by the Health 
Officer, has been submitted to the Government of India for approval 

5 '1 ho sanitary condition of the Hooghly foreshore on tho Calcutta bank 

has been greatly improved of late veais, and the remaining nuisances of 
any importance u on removed during tho past year Within tho jurisdiction 
of tho Port Commissioners the bank is kept clean by their oftitials, and in the 
limits of the Suburban Munieipality the appliuitinn of the byelaws appears 
to affoid a sufficient cheek against nuisancts The sewage ot Fort William 
was dischaiged into the nier throughout the year, but tins long standing 
nuisance should be fin illy put a stop to in the prosiut year Tho Govornraont 
of India decided in Octobi r last to introduce a scheme for cai ting iway tho 
night soil of tho bort, and it is presumed that it will be earned out bofoxo 
long Along the Howiah foreshore tho removal of nuisances has m ulo less 
progress than on tho Calcutt i side 1 he foreshore has not yet been taken 
over by the Port Commissionois, and the Municipality line, it is stated, 
expressed their inahility to t ike action on tho complaints ol the TIoalth 0(he( i la 
tho absence of bye la^^8 Sinci the close of the ycai, however, additional by o laws 
for the Municipality have re c< ivcd the Lieutenant Governor’s confirmation, and 
it would seem that, under these and their previous by o laws, the nuisances com 
plained of by tho Health Officer might bo stopped On this subji ct a report will 
be called for fioin the Commissioner of tho Division Tho foul condition ot tho 
plot of land at Ghooseiy, which is specially mentioned by the Health Officer, 
must be a source of t] xn^,cr to tbo licalth of the people whose boats arc moorecl 
below the spot, and steps should bo tal tn as soon as possible to abate tho 
nuisance A gieat number of floating bodies and carcasses are still met with 
in tho river L ist y ( ar 10 j bodu s and 2, i4 1 carcassc s were stopped and sunk 
by tho police, a„^ln^t 128 bodies and 2 52S carcasses m tho previous year 
The Health Officer refeis ui tho 19th paragraph of tho report to a recom 
mendalion of his prcdeccssoi, that a lule should be introduced to compel the 
owners or man j Cl 8 of cargo boats to keep their boats cle in tho foul state m 
which the boats are frequently dlowed to remain being injurious to tho health 
of those who haeo to woik on them Ihis recommendation was leceived 
after tho cargo boat rules had boon issued, and it wis not thou,.ht desirable 
to issue any hi sh rule at the time Ihi matter will, howcvei, be again eon 
sidored iftn rdeionei to the Tint Commissioners

sleep on deck ixpo ed to the iiif,ht air, while on slioio tl i y reside in houses 
a laigi proportion of them finding accommoil ition in tho Sailors’ Home, and 
aro less exposed to risks fion mxlana Ihr pupoiidcianco of malarious 
fevers and bowi I compl ants is as might be expi i ted, very great on the rivei 
I he return of snlntss ind mortality at the difftient moorings still affords 
no satxsfxotoiy data for comparing the simtarv condition of the moorings 
The number of boiths occupied at tlio 8«.veril moorings m each month of tho 
year is stated, but in the absence of information as to tho daily average 
number of men living on the slaps, it is impossible to ascertain the lates 
of sickness and moitality fui the purposes ot comparison llii difficulties 
in tho way of obtaining tins information are, however, so great that it 
seems useless to take any steps in tho matter Tho e hicf motive foi enquiries 
into the comparative unhealtliiness of tho moorings will, moreover, disappear 
with the stoppage of the nuisance caused by the discharge of night soil into the^ 
river from Fort William, the effects of which on tho moorings in tho neighbour 
hood it was sought by these enquiries to ascertain 1 he compar itif o statement 
of the mortality lu the town and in the port appended to the report gives tho 
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follow ing; death rates per thousand for the year, the population of the town being 
taken at 409,030, and the population afloat, both Native and European, at

The rate of mortality from cholera m the poit was more than twice that 
of the town, and deaths from injuries also show a mueh higher ratio in the port, 
whore the population is moio exposed to fatal accidents The mortality from 
other diseases was smaller in the port 

7 The total uumbei of eases admitted into the hospitals dunng the 
year was 2,120, against 3,292 in 1878, ind the numbir of deaths 61, against 80 
There wen also 12 deaths in poit, ineludin,, eight fiom diowiung, against 26 
deaths, including nine from drowning and six from sun stroke, in the previous 
year Ihe rate of mortality on the admissions was 2S o as compared wnth 
24 3 in 1878 There was a large fall in the total iiamber of admissions, but 
this appears to have been partly duo to a decreuoe in the number of sailors 
visiting the port, winch amounted to 14,9ol, agiinst 18,90i> iii 1878 A 
comparison of the figures of the two years, howovei, shows that tliere was 
an absolute diminution not only in the total numbi i of admissions, but also in 
sevcial kinds of eases Iheio weie 149 eiscs of diairhoea against 222 in 1878 , 
132 cases of dystntery against 176, 70o cases of milarious level against 1,117, 
and 1,003 cases of other distases against 1,070 Iho number of cholera cases 
shoavs a veiy slight improvement, being 42 with 2o deaths as compircd with 45 
cases and 29 deaths in 1878 It is veiy satisfactory to obseivo that only three 
eases of heat apoplexy , resulting in two deaths, were admitted into hospital, 
and that no fital case is reported to have oeruiicd in the hirboui during the 
yeai whcicas m the previous yeai there weie 42 admissions resulting in 
ten deaths, and ten fatal cases in the harbour I h( Health Officer thinks 
tint the deeicaso is attiibutablo to seasonal influau cs, but the lieutenant 
Govcrnoi trusts that it is also in some measuie due to the rules foi guarding 
against sun stroke and foi its tieatment on board, which were drawn up by 
Hr French and euculated by the Committee of the Sailors’ Home during the 
year 1 he Committee lecomraended that, during the hot months, 1 uropean 
sailors should not bo icquircd to woik in ttie open aii between tho hours 
of 8 A M and 4pm The Lieutenant Governor would bo glad if this recom 
mendation could bo enfoieed by tho passing of a poit rule to prohibit such 
work , but it seems doubtful whether the wording of tho law would admit of 
this being done *lhe question is under the consideiation of tho Government, 
and further ordois upon it will bo issued hereafter thirteen cases of scurvy, 
against 12 m 1878, were treated in the past yeai The disease was in no case 
due to the insuflicicnt use of lime juice 

8 ihe Health Ofliccr has diawn attention to tho largo number of deaths 
from drowning ats^a it polled by masters on anival, some of which occur 
apparently through wint of promptitude in lowtring, or to ut gleet to lower, 
boats , to the unpiotected state of tlie forecastle in many ships, to the accidents 
which sometimes occur in the port in consequence of hatebes being left open 
without sufficient protection, or being covered merely with a tarpaulin , and to 
accidents e luscd by the escape of foul air from badly vent lated holds It is, 
howeicr, to be feared that in these matters interference on tho pait of Govern 
nient is not gtnorally possible or likely to bo of much avail, and it rests 
mainly with the owners and masters of vessels to bring about the improvement 
needed

The Civil Budget EstimBtee of the Government of Bengil f r the year 1880 81j 
and the ordi-n ot the Goverumeut of India thereupon (No 1417 dated 8^th 
March 1880) 

The incorporation in the Imperial estimates of the dotailr d figures of Provin- 
cial Services and of certain Local Funds has now been complctily and finally 
effected It IS more convenient therefore to review in tins Annual liesolution 
the estimates of the local Government as a whole, in the form m which they 
are presented by the Accountant General and discussed hv the Government 
of India, distmguishmg, however, those items i^hich affect the Provinoial 
balance, and deteimiumg as closelv as may bo the actual state of that bi^noe 
at the present time The nature of the changes made in the accounts, and in 
the classification of minor items under the orders of the Government of India, 
lit 13 not neeessari to explain at length , but the pri sent opportunity will be 
taken to note once lor all the general character of the receipts and charges 
which are now grouped under each of the majoi beads of the estimate It is to 
be noted that the Government of India in the Financial Depaitment does not 
consider itself bound to adopt the estimates of the local Government, even 
under those services which aio entirely Piovmeial , not, on the other hand, is 
the local Government bound to accept any modified fi^uies adopted by the 
Government of India But as the financial Department had, when drawmg 
up its revised estimates tor 1879 80, the actual figures of ten months before 
it, the Lieutenant Governor has in several instances profened to accept the 
estimates of the Government of India for that year In some few instant es 
also the estimates for 1880 81 seem to call for re consideration 

2 The statement annexed shows the actual receipts and disbuisements,— 
Imperial, Provincial, and Local — for 1878 79 the legular estimates as 
framed by the Government of India in the Financial Department, and the same 
estimates as accepted by the local faoiernmeut, and the estimates lor 1880 81 
as first estimated by this Government, as icvised by the Financial Depart 
ment, and as now finally acocptid by the Lieutenant Governor It will be 
understood that in the local columns aie shown only the transactions of 
Incorporated Local Funds 1 litre are many local funds which are excli ded 
from the accounts ot the Empire altogethei, and do not affect these catimaits 

Revenxtes 

3 — I Land Revenue — ^one of these receipts are Provincial They are 
either Imperial or Local I he former class consists of the Ordinary Land 
Revenue , the proceeds ot the sale of Government estati 8 rents of resumed 
police service lands and service commutations , sale pioceeds of waste lands 
and redemption of land tax , and miscellaneous land revenue receipts The 
percentage on the revenue from Govemme nt estates which is allowed by 
the Government of India to be treated as an Estates Improvement Fund is, 
with other miscellaneous assets of that Fund, saown separately as ' Local ’ in 
the accounts and statements The question of abolishing this fund is now 
under consideiation, and, if that is done, the whole of the receipts under 
Land Revenue will become Imperial The figures of the financial Depart 
ment do not differ from those of the local Government under this bead The 
estimates show improved collections from Government estates, and reduced 
receipts from the sale of Government estates and of waste lauds 

4— III Fbreaiia— The forest revenues are entirely jfeijierta/ The Financial 
Department’s figures are therefore accepted under this head m the regular 
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estimate The local and financial estimates for 1880 31 agree, and show 
probable receipts amounting to its 6,70,000 against an actual income of 
Rs 4,16,000 in 1878 79 This is an improving branch of revenue, and might 
probably with advantage be made over to the financial management of the 
local Government 

6 — IV Hxf ise on spires and druos — ^This branch of revenue is entirely 
under Provincial management The actual receipts were in 1878 79 
Rs 70,28,000, of which Es 66,00,000 wore due to the Imperial Treasury 
under the existing Provincial contract, the balance representing the profit 
of the local Government For 1879 80 the original estimate was 
Es 73,00,000 But the year has not been so prosperous as was anticipated, the 
continued high puces of food having interbred with the expenditure of the 
lower classes upon luxuries The Government of India now estimates the 
receipts of the year at Es 70,30,000, oi nearly the same figure as in 1878 79 
The actual receipts up to the close of Febiuary were Rs 64 62,000, against 
Es 64,19 000 at the close of February 1879 , so that the Financial Di'part 
meat’s estimate may piobably be accepted with safety The payment to the 
Imperial Treasury grows by one lakh of rupees annually, and for 1879 80 
amounts to Es 66,00,000, having (say) Rs 4 30,000 as the profit of the 
local Government For 1880 81 the local Government estimated the receipts 
at Es 69 00,000 This has been raised bv the Goiemmcnt of India to 
Rs 70,30,000 On tne whole the Lieutenant Governor is now disposed to 
think that the first estimate was too low He is willing to accept the 
amended figures fhe payment to the Imperial Ireasuiy in 1880 81 will be 
Es 67,00 000 

6 — V Assessed Taxes —In 1878 79 the actual receipts from the License 
Tax were Es 20 19 000 of which Rs 2,98 000 were ( lasst d as Promnctal and 
the rest as Imperial The actual cost of collection wis Es 2,79 000, the dif 
fercncc between this sum and that shown as Provincial receipts, viz Es 19,000, 
represents the amount charged as refunds For 1879 80 the proceeds of the 
tax are estimated by the Financial Department at Es 25,60,000, of which 
Es 3,60,000 are entered as the share of the Provincial Government The cost 
of collection being estimated to be Rs 1 96 000 this would leave 
available for refunds a sum of Rs 1,54 000 only In fact, however, the 
actual cost of establishment in 1879 80 has boon Es 1 94,112, and tho refunds 
have been Es 2 79,376 or Es 4 73,488 iltogethcr , so that the loss to Pro 
vinoial Strrices on tbe estimates has been Es 1,23,488 It was not intended 
by the Government of India that any actual loss to the local Government 
should be caused by the workmg of tbo License fax, and an application will 
therefore be made to that Government to recrcdit tho excess charg For 1880 81 
it IS very dithcait to frame any estimate under tlie alkied conditions of the 
License lax Act The linance Department takes Es 15,00,000 as the total, 
and again shows Rs 3,60,000 as tho Provincial share but its estimate of 
the coat ot collection (Rs 76 000) is far below the mark Tho Lieutenant 
Governor has already sanctioned establishments estimated to cost nearly 
Es 1,30 000, and that figure should be enteiid in tho estimate of expenditure 
The Lieutenant Governor is willing to make over to the Government of 
India all receipts m excess of Rs 3,60,000, and to pay the cost of collecting 
e&tablishmcuts, ind of refunds wh itevcr it may be The Government of India 
Will be askid if these proposals will be accepted

Wards’ rate Rs 49,000 or Rs 83,77,000 altogether The Public Works Oess 
loses by the abandonment of the tax on houses, and the Wards’ rate

Letter No 54 dated the i7th Apiil 18S0 fit>in the \ lee I resident of the I oai 1 
of Management oi tho Ivofomialoiy bohool at Alipore fonv aiding the repoit of thr 
Superintendent tor the yeai 1870 

The Reformatory School established unde i Act V of 1876, was opened < ii 
tho 20th Pebruary 1878, and on tho 23rd Marcli some thirty boys were trans 
forredto it from the Presidency Jail Thort wen 73 hoys in tho school on tlu 
1st January 1879, and duiing the past year there were 3 1 admissions — 18 from 
the mofussil, and 1 5 direct ft om the courts nt the Piesidciuy, Alipore, and 
Sealdah Of tho total of lOti boys, 0 who were found to habitual (iirninals, 
and likely to exercise an evil effect on the school, were re traiish ircd to j nJ, one 
died, one escaped, and one was released, so that 96 boys iiniainod in the 
Reformatory at the end of the past year Of these, 49 weio Ilindois and 4 1 
Mahoniedans 

2 'There was considtiible difficulty in cnfoicin,, diseiphno in the 
Reformatory, but this will no doubt dimmish as the oldei inmates devf lop 
habits of obedience and set an example to tho n< w ( onu rs The numbti of 
punishments during the }eai was huge, amounting on tlie average to 11 8 for 
each inmate , but many of tho punishments wore of a trivial nature On the 
other hand, very many of tiio bojs uceived rewards foi good conduct under the 
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mark system in force in the school, by which each boy is able to earn a small 
weekly allowance given for good conduct and industry Half of the allowance 
18 given to the boy at once, to be spent in any harmless way he pleases, and tbe 
other half is deposited in the Alipore Savings Bank and will be given to him 
on release 

3 Three hours a day in the summer and four hours in the winter are 
spent by the boys in school At first the time given to study was two 
horns longer than it is now, but it was reduced by the Board after full 
consideration, and with the Lieutenant Governor’s approval The boys are 
reported to have worked better both in school and at their trades since the 
change was made The health of the inmates of the school was far better in 
1879 thku in the previous y%ar, the admissions to hospital being 71 against 119 
m 1878, although the average number of boys in the Retormatm'y rose from

7 Explanation of aha t collections —In Nuddea, Rajshahye, Furreedpore 
Mozufferpore, Jtssore, Dacca, Noakholly, Saiun, and Cuttack calamities ot 
season are alleged is one of the causes which interfeied with collections 
Other explanations are set forth in column 16 of Statement I, which caimot 
in all cases be regarded as satisfactoiy It is for instance no excuse to 
remark as m Moorshtdabad that the arrears aio due from Wards* estates 
listatos under revenue management arc pit cisoly those in which no arrears 
should be allowed In many districts the arrears are due, the Lieutepant 
Governor fears, to lax and inefficient administration In Darjeeling the 
Board are making special enquiry into the system on which the demand is 
calculated and enforced Nothing could be more unsatisfactory than the 
picscnt working of the cesses in that district 

8 The collections in Backergungt have hitheito not lieen satisfactory 
and formed the subject of special enquiry bj the Boaid It was lepresented 
that the gross income of the zemindars in this district bore a small pioportion 
to the rental, whuo the demand for the cesses had in many instances exceeded 
the Government revenue In addition to this, the usual difBcultv of the 
joint liability of shaieholders was reported to press with exceptional seventy 
in this district But the Boaid, after careful examination, do not think that 
these objections are well founded, or that any real hardslup exists, and sec 
no reason for treating this district exceptionally It is possible that the 
valuations arc high, but the expiry of the quinquennial period in 1881 will 
afford a sufficient opportunity for revising them in any cases m which they are 
not now fan It is, howevei , satisfactory to notice that, though the rate 
of current collection was low the outstanding airears in this district were 
considerably reduced during the year and the percentage of total collections, 
i e , current and aircar collections on the current demand, was 106 2 

9 The difficulty in realizing from defaulters the amounts due from them, 
felt in burreedpore, Midnapore, and Noakholly, and many othei districts, will 
to a gioat extent be removed when the amended Bill which has passed the 
Bengal Council, and is awaiting the assent of the Vicoioy, becomes law 

10 The short collections in Chittagong arc attributed to the great 
numhei of small estates in that district, and to the number of shareholders in 
petty estates It is satisfactoiy, howevei, to note that the aggregate of arrear 
and currtnt collections in In oak holly and Chittagong wore highly ci editable 
to tho distuct officers concerned The peiccntago of the aggregate collections 
on the current demand in Noakholly was 109 2, and in ChittasOng 108 2 

11 House Cess — The levy of the cess on houses falling due after tho Ist 
April 1878 having been suspended, there was no current demand under this head 
during the year undei review The outstanding balince at tho opening of 
the year amounted to Ks 96,795 Of this, Bs 21,653 wore collected and 
Bs 33,273 remitted, leaving a balance uncollected at the close of the year of 
Rs 40,909 As more than a year has expired since tlie amounts fell due, a 
great portion of this balance will have to be remitted Tho Board are requested 
to see what portion is realizable, to arrange for its collection and to strike off 
the rest 

12 The question of reconciling the figures shown in the Accountant 
General’s books, and those reported to the Board quarterly by the Collectors, is 
still under the Boaid’s consideration Most of the discrepancies for the year 
1877 78 have been reconciled, but explan itions from some districts were still 
awoited The returns due from the Accountant General for 1878 79 were not 
received by the Board up to the 9th of February No statement therefore corre- 
spouoing w ith No IV appended to the report foi 1877 78 has been submitted with 
the piosent report The Board, howevei, have laid down a new form of return 
for the collections which comes into force duridg the current year and which 
will. It IS hoped, admit of a satisfactoiy compsuison being made with the 
Accountant General’s ffgures It may be hoped also that the revised prooedtute 
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for dealing with, and auditing road cess accounts laid down by the Committee 
appointed last year under the Lieutenant Governor’s orders in thp Public

13 The most important matter which occupied the attention of the 
Board, as well as of the Government, during the year was the amendment and 
consolidation of the Road and Public Works C( ss Acts The Bill has passed 
the Bengal Council, and is now awaiting the assent of His Excellency the 
Viceroy and Governor General It embodies many impiovements not only in 
the procedure for asse^^sm? and collectmg the cesses, but in their subsequent 
administration and application 

14 In anticipation of the amended Act being passed, the Board 
m their executive capacity issued orders in a fen mattcis with a view to 
remove defects in the existing rules Under the proct dure hitherto m force 
shareholders of pint estates were severally and jointly liable for the payment 
of cesses for the whole estate Tins had been felt as a Inidship The Board 
accordingly ordered that, when a partition of an estate had been made, 
or separate accounts been opened under Act XI ot 1869 after the valu 
dtion of the cstatt was completed the valuation should be rateahly distributed 
among the scvcial sharelioldcis 

16 In consequence of the frauds and embezzlements systi matic ally 
carried on in the 6iuddea Road Cess office foi a numbci ot years the Board 
found it ntc ssaiy to issue a set of rules to provide for the proper scrutiny 
of arrears ind checks between the payees and the collecting staff on the one 
hand and 1 1 colh ctiii^ stall and the Hoad Cess and Treasury Departments 
on the other Quarterly statements of the progrt ss made in realizing arrcais 
by eocieivo pioccss uc now rcj,ulailv submitted to the Board In short, 
under Mr Dm pioi s ahh and cnngi tic supervision, grcit improvements hive 
been introduced tliioughout tlu whole working of this department 

16 Another subjtct which occupitd attention duiing the year unde 
review was the le valuation ot estates It has been decided that opciations 
sliould commence m (irtiin selected districts the old valuations in the other 
districts being allowed to st vnd Even in icgaid to the former class of districts 
how( ver, it h xs been orch i ed that re valuation should be made only of those 
estates the pi opr < tors o hieh might applv for re valuation, or those which the 
Collector might think to have been undf r vdlm d The districts in which 
operations were to b( comm ncid were llooghly, Nuddia, Itajshahye, Dacca 
lurreedpore, Puim "li, Pot ree and Hazareeba^h , but, owing to pressure of woik

The Committee appointed to enquire into Medical Expenditure in Bcu{,al 
having reported on the Sealdah Medical School, w( ro dcsiicd to repoit on tin 
other vamacular medical schools of Bengil, and to diuw up a curriculum 
of study and rules for the examinations of the schools The leport now 
submitted is an excellent and interesting one, for which tho thanks of Goaern 
inent are due to the Committee, and the conclusions at which tho Comnnttci 
have arrived meet generally with the Lieuten int Governor s concurienco T lit 
Committee have perhaps dwelt somewhat too prominently on the function 
of these schools as aflording a supply of qualified hospital assistants for tin 
service of Government Sir Ashley f den, whdo rocogm/ing tho value of flu 
schools for this purpose, is of opinion that the training of a tlass of villagt 
practitioners is a secondary object of little less importance Govcinmtnt 
especially desires to seo well traintd men, undci standing the Ruiopcan system 
of medicine and suiger^, spread throughout the countij and taking the pines 
of the Ignorant kabirajos No obstacle, which docs not cxi t in tho c isc of olhoi 
students, should therefore bo placed in the way of students who wish to join 
the schools with the view of subsequeutlj establishing themselves us private 
practitioners, and on this ground tho Lieutenant Govcinor would bi unvulling 
horeafter to authorize the cliarging of lughor fees to students who do not 
declare for Government service, as suggested by tho Committee 

2 In deference to the strong leprcscntations of the local teachers, tin 
Committee now desire to withdraw the iccommendation, which thoj submitted 
in their report on the Sealdah bdiool, that no ittompt should bo ui ide to teach 
operative midwifeiy, hospital assistants being in their opinion unfit to ht 
entrusted with obstetric instruments On tho whole, the Lieutenant Govoinoi 
thinks that much good may be done b^ giving instruction in operatiK mui 
wifery to tho class of pi letitioncrs trained at tho vcrnaeuhi schools, and Ik 

accordingly approves of the substitution of the following for R( solution X of 

tho Committee’s report on the Sealdah School — 

I Instruction in midwifery should bo as practical as possible and may include so mucli 
operative midwifery ai in tho opinion of the buponnteudent and teacher is uecessar) tr 
enable the student to deal with such cases as ho is likely to meet with in practu t 

The lectures should be illustrated with opeiations on the phantom and efforts shouW 
be made to attract oases to the wards to servo as material foi ilmical instruotion 

The subject will, as recommended bj the Connnittec, bo made compulsoij, 
at all tho schools 

3 1 ho Committt o next recommend — 

II That tho number of students at provincial medical sohools bo limited f i a in iMnuuii 
of 160, and that only suthuent entries bo allowed each year to keep up tlio uumbii 

The Lieutenant Governor approves of this rule He considers that it would 
be a great mistake to admit into the medical s( bools inoie puinls tlian c-in 
receive thoroughly good practical teaching, and eausi cuietlu pcisonal attention 
of the teachers The rule will practically onl) aflict tho Dacia Seliool At 
Patna and Cuttack such a limitation will (for somi ) i ais at le istj be inoperative 

4 The following recommendations of the Committee call foi no remark, 
and are all accepted — 

III That tho general principles indicated lu their report on tl» Sealdah School be made 
the basis of teachuie, in all the vernacular schools but 
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TV That a largo disoretion be left to the Sapenntendeiit and teaohers os to the details 
of instruction provided the principles they have laid down, and which have been approved 
by Government, be kept in mind 

V That the present rules os to preliminary education and Entrance examination bo 
letoiued 

VI That the examinations be conducted as at present by a Board of Txaminors nomi 
nated by the burgeon General The examination to be taken in two ports and the syllabus 
defining each subject to bo strictly adhered to 

YU That certificates of having passed the examination be issued by the school 
authonfies and signed by the Examiners and the Superintendent 

Vm Hint no inciense be made at present in the fees for tuition 

llie following recommendations for the Sealdah School should apply generally to all 
the other schools and most ot them have nlioady been adopted — IV, V, VII, VIII, XI 
\1I XIII XIV XVI XVII XIX XX \\I and XXIV 

IX lhat at the two professional examinations students should be required to obtain 
half marks in each subject in order to pass 

This should aj jdy to boaldah ns well as to the other schools 

X lhat with the sanction of the buperintendents a student who can produce certificates 
of good conduct and of liaving complied with the rcgul tioiis as to classes and examin 
ations maj be tinnsfernd to any other sdiool at the beginning of a session provided ho has 
passed an I ntrunce examination equivalent to that in fun e at the school to which bo wishes 
to be tiansterred 

5 The Conmuttet tlicn proceed to make special recommendutiuna in 
reffard to eich school In tlie case of Patna the Surgeon General iccommended 
last year that the school should bo close d, on the ground that Government 
<ould ohtim a sufficient iiumbei of hospital assist ints foi Bohar from the Agra 
and N igpou Sdiools Ihe Committee, howcvci, diffei fiom the Surgeon 
Geiioi il, lud iccommond tint the school bo maintained The Lieutenant 
Govoinoi full} coiicuis with tin ni Ho is entirely opposed to the closing of 
the school, which n, doing excellent woik and turning out a good class of subor 
dinate office is 

The following re distribution of work at tlio school which is proposed by 
the Supciintcndcnt, and supported by the Committee, is sanctioned — 

Tlio toacbor of medume to lake mulwilory instead of therapeutics 

The teacher oi materia modica to toko therapeutus instead of medical jurispiudence 

Iho domoustiator of anatomy to teach medical jurisprudonoe instead of midwifery 

Ihe fourth teichei to ret am auatomy and surgery as at prosont 

0 In legal d to the Dacca School, tho only specific recommendation of 
the Coniimtteo is the itstnction of the nurabei of the students to 160 Ihis 
has been ahead} approved as a general lulc foi all the schools 

7 In tho Cuttack School tho Committee rccominond tho abolition of tho 
Iccturcbliip on chemistry, and a reduction of the number of lectures on 
midwifciy ilicsc pioposals aie approved 

8 The Committee conclude then report with a syllabus of subjects of 
instruction, and anothei of subjects of examination, together with a scale of 
niaiks which they rcconiiiicnd for adoption in all voinacular medical schools 
The Lieutenant Gov emoi approves of these and desires that they may bo adopted

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prevalence of small pox as there had bcenxn the previous jjrear Food was 
dieapfer, and the groat fever mortalily of 1878, which was evidently connected 
with dear food, was not repeated These facts would naturally lead to an 
expectation of a falling off in the numbers reqmnng hospital treatment, espe 
cially in out patients , and this reduction is the most promment feature m the 
returns of the year

The enormous rise m the figures of 1875 was caused almost entirely by an 
increase in the numbers treated at the Mayo Hospital and its dependencies, and 
was so sudden and unexplained as to raise a doubt whether some change in the 
method of returning the patients was not effected in that year It will be 
observed that, apart from the closing of the out patient department of the 
General liospitdl, it is again, in 1879, thi fluctuations in the large figures of the 
Majo Hospital, an institution under private management, which chiefly affect 
the returns The number of patients receiving relief at the Medical College 
Hospital has been steadily increasing for the last three yeais For some years 
befoie 1877 the figure had stood at about 49,000 

4 The total number of in door patients treated was less in 1879 by 
5,734 as compared with 1878, and by 1,793 as compared with 1877 It will be 
remembered that 1878 was a very unhealthy year, while in 1877 the public 
health was satisfactory I he lower figures in the Medical College Hospital, 
in the May o Hospital, in the Campbell Hospital, and 111 the Police Hospital, 
are entiiely due to the generally favorable character of the past year In 
the General Hospital they are attributable partly to the same cause, and partly^ 
to the more eart ful selection of cases for admission, but chiefly to the falling 
off in the shipping of the port and in the number of seamen requiring treat

2 cases of heat apoplexy — the smallest number for many years The cases of 
cholera weie fewer than in any pievious year since 1871 The death rate of 
males was 39 per 1,000 ot females 56 per 1,000, and of children 108 per 
1,000 Many children are said to have boon brought to hospital in a hopeless 
state — a tact which seems to render the discnmination of mortality with refer 
ence to ago in the reports of other hospitals desirable There were 61 important 
surgical operations during the yeai (excluding three eye operations) The

19 Paiagraphs 19 to 64 of the Report are devoted to an elaborate 
analysis of the finance of the different hospitals This is chiefly of value as 
establishing a basis of comparison for future years It has not been found 
possible to reduce the accounts of past years to tne same standaids of com 

E anson, though a good deal of useml information is given upon most of the 
eadings In future separate statements of the capital and current income 
accounts should be given, and instructions should bo issued, in communication, 
if necessary, with the Accountant General, for preparing the financial returns of 
all the hospitals upon a uniform principle Iho Governors of the Mayo 
Hospital will, the Lieutenant-Governor feels sure, bo ready to introduce ipy

And whereas it hath been made to appear <o Her Maicsty that due facilities for recover 
ing and apprehending seamen (not being German subjects) who desert from British 
merchant slups in the terntorus belonging to Ills Imperial Majesty the Lmperorof Germany

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Thcso figures show a decrease m the numhor of cognizable oSenoes under 
the Penal Code as compared with the returns of the previous two years, and 
a decrease of 4,962 in the number of miscellaneous cogni/able olfonces as com 
2 iared with the leturns of 1878 The number of these offences, most of which are 
committed on the public streets, was unusually high in 1878, and the great reduc 
tion in the past year merely represents that the cases have fallen to appioximately 
then avciago annual number Out of 42,30 j persons arrested or summoned 
during the year, 33,722 or 80 per cent were convicted, as compaied with 79 per 
cent 111 the previous yeir, of 5,472 persons ariestcd in cognizable cases under

from 87 in 1878 to 57 in 1879 , but, on the otlur hand, although there was a do 
crease m the town of nearly five thousand cises, tin false cases rose from 746 to 
854 It IS explained that tho leturns of falso cases meludo compl unts made 
through mistake of fait, as well as those nude thiough malice , but the falling 
off IS not, on tins account, less a mattei for regret It is but a slight consolation 
to d man, who is accused of a crime that he his not cemuutted, and is subjected 
to the inconvenience and disgrace of a police investigation, to know that his 
accuser was only careless and hasty, and not maluious It is sitistaetoiy 
to know that in the case that was probably the worst of all the false cases m

3,096 m lb78 and 3,194 in 1877 iheiewas an ineieiso in oflmccs HjjUinst 
the person and in seiiousoffmees against property, while theie was a decrease m 
minoi off< nces against piopcity, in miscellaneous offences, and Jti oftencto 
undei speeial and local laws In no class of eiime\ however w is the flui tuutioii 
vci j marked 1 here vvoio four c ises of murdei in tho Suburbs duiitig tho year, 
and in each of them the mm derer was convicted and oxeeuted In one of tho 
eases tho victim was a child, who was stiangled by one ot hoi neighbours 
foi the sake of lui oinaments, which weie worth only Rs 8 There were 
1 j eases of eausin^, giievous hurt, and in 11 convictions wer< obtained 
There was not a single serious case of buiglai} m tho joar, and the average

of citscsS of theft was 730, against 776 m 1878, but the property stolen tras 
only slightly motp than htdf that stolon in 1878 

5 Fifty nine persons eomniitted suicide, against 60 in 1878 and 63 in 
each of the previous two years Of the 69 cases, 45 were in the town 
and 14 111 the suburbs , 31 of those who destroyed themselves were men and 
28 Women In 26 of the cases death was caused by hanging, in 21 by 
opium poisoning, and in 6 by arsenic Inquests weie held by the Coroner in 
198 cases, against 151 in the previous year Of 228 accidontal deaths, 10 
were caused by snake bite, 116 by di owning, 31 by falls from trees, buildings, 
Ac , and eight by being run over in the stieets , the number of fatal accident*!

7 It IS s itisfaetory to rind that duimg the whole 5 ear only 18 persons 
were declared vagrants, against 40 in 1878 One v ag rant was found to be a 
desertci from the aimy, and was made e)\ei to the Military authorities The 
total number of vagrants in the Woikhouso, including six who lemamed from 
the preceding -^eai, was 23, and of these seven weio disehaiged on obtaining 
employment, nine wore deported, and two were shipped as distiessed seamen

8 The pay of the two giadcs ot constables in the town and suburban

6 European eonst&bles v^ero dismissed against 16 in the previous year In 
consequence of the views expressed by the Lieutenant Governor regarding the 
inexpediency of inflicting hnes on native constables, the number of these 
punishments has fallen from 352 in 1876 and 556 in 1877 to 111 in 1878 and 
14 in 1879 Sir Ashley Eden is glad to find th it, although this form of 
punishment has now almost ceased, it was found necessary to punish only 
37 constables bj reduction as compared with 82 m 1878 and 115 in 1877 

9 The total cost of the Town Police 1? orco, including tho salanes of the 
Commissioner and Deputy Commissionei, was Rs 4 29,159, of which 
Rs 2,93,647 was paid by tho Municipality, and Rs 1 35,512 by Government 
Against this latter sum must bo set on tho fees and fines n alized duiiiig the 
year, amounting to Rs 38,510 The cost of tin subuiban loice was 
its 1,58,217, towards which tho Municipality contributed Rs 7(>,920 and

10 In order to equalize as far as possible tin work of tho Presidency Magis 
tratos of the Northciii and Southern Diiisions, tin Colootollah riiana was 
tiansferred from tho juiisdiction of the former to that of tho 1 itter \\ ith effect from 
December 1878, and tho rcturi s foi the past year show a iciy fan distribution 
of tho magisterial work in the town I ho number of cognizable cases brought 
before the Chief Presidency Magistiato wis 6,12o, of which 5,508 were insti* 
tuted by tho I’oln 0 and 617 were preferred direct to the Magistrate, mthe 
Court of the Migistratc of the Northern Division 5,378 cogm/ilile cases were 
instituted —4,956 by tho Police and 422 direct Out of 6,i3a non cognizable 
cases instituted during the year m tho two courts, 1,0 ’5 wore before tho Chief 
Presidency Magistrate, and 3,310 before the Maj^istrate of the Noithern 
Division The number of convictions in tho cogni/able cases tried by tho two 
courts during tho year was 15,285, and in non cOj,ni/ablo cases 8,277 Against 
these 23,562 convictions, the total number of appeals protorred to tho High 
Court during tho year was 8, of which 4 were rojccti d, the sentences in the other 
4 cases being either modified oi reversed Two hundred and thirty sovon 
cognizable cases and 99 non cognizable t ast s wore instituted before the Special 
Benches of Honorary Magistrates in the town At present the independent 
Bench only meets once a week, and legal diflicultios have intcifored with tho 
proposal that sittings should be held throe times a week, tlio cost of tho Bonch 
establishment b( ing divided between Government and the Municipality The 
Commissioner of Police has been asked to suggest some other airangomont for 
carrying out the Lieutenant Governor’s wishes m this respi ct, and Sir Ashley 
Eden trusts soon to leeoive his report on the -subjec t 1 ho Honorary Magistrates 
deserve the thanks of Government for the attention given by them to the 
disposal of cases before the Bench, but tho present system under which they 
can only try very potty cases which can be disposed of at one sitting is not satis 
factory Tho Lieutenant Governoi would gladly, and with complete confidence 
enttust the independent Bench with the tiial of moro important c ises than 
thoso that now come befoie it

The Report on Asylum Lxpenditure, by the Committee appointed to enquire into Medi 
oal Lxpendituie in Bengal 

The report is punctually submitted, and exhibits the facts of the j ear in 
a clear and coiiciso form Its bulk has, the Lieutenant Governor is glad to 
notice, been considerably reduced 

2 bince the year 1876 there has been a continuous decrease in the 
number of lunatics in confinement in Bengal This decrease is the result of 
the orders of the Government of India issued in that year, pointing out that 
persons suffering from tlu teinpoiary results of sickness, intemperance, or 
debaucher}, and those whom their friends ought to suppoit, are not proper 
objects of public charity , and tint besides criminal lun itics only those patients 
should be received iii Slate asylums who are absolutely dangeious, or who, 
having no frunds or resources, aro in the acute stage of mental disease in which 
there is most hope of rieoveiy under medical tre atment Ihe strict application 
of this very reason ible lule has not only reduced tlio permanent asylum popula 
tion, but has stned to lower the number of new admissions Ihus, the number 
of lunatics in confinement on the 1st January of each of the last five years, 
and the admissions of those years, stood tlius^ —

9 The causes of insanity were unknown in exactly half the cases 
admitted and re admitted taken togetlnr (98 out of 196) In* 81 cases physical 
causes wore assigned, and in 17 moral causes, 43 ordinary and 18 criminal 
cases wore ascribed to the use of gangs, bhang, or churrus , 5 ordinary and 
1 criminal case to ardent spirits , 1 ordinary and 1 criminal case to opium 
In by far the grt atcr number of known cases, therefore, the use of drugs is 
bebeved to have been the procuring cause of insanity 

10 The health of the asylums duiing the year was bjr no moans satis 
factory Although the total numbci of admissions to hospital was only 610 
as against 719 m 1878 and 818 in 1877, cases of fatal sickness were more 
numerous 1 here arc no returns of the admissions to hospital at Hazaribagh 
for the throe months during which tliat as}lum was open , and this fact serves 
to reduce the appaicnt total of admissions in 1879 If Hararibagh be excluded 
altogether, the number of admissions was neiily the same as in 1878, and less 
by 86 than in 1877 But, as the Surgeon General rcmaiks, the inmates of 
Ha/aiibagh were only transferred to the other asylums, and helped to raise the 
totals of their sick lists for the remainder of the year The totals of the year 
may therefore not unfairly be comp ircd with those of 1878 The following 
table gives an analysis of the figures tor each asylum —

It 18 not possible to compare iccurately tin lates of sickness in the different 
asylums because, as the Surgeon General points out, differences of practice 
exist -with leg ard to the entry of patients in the hospital letmns Thus, in 
Dulluiida the admissions to hospital are fewer than in other asylums because 
trivial cases are treated as out patients and kept on a separate list The Lieu 
tenant Governor thinks that there should be a unifoim rule of practice for all 
asylums, and that all eases receiving nu dical treatment duiing the yeai should 
appeal in tho sick letuuis Ho would bo glid if the burgeon General would 
issue orders on the point It is open to him to make such distinction as he 
thinks neccssaiy between in patients and out patients of the asjlum hospitals, 
but both classes should be taken into account in any estimate of tho compara 
tive healthiness of the asjltinis 

11 Iho death rate in all the largo asylums was, as already noticed, very 
high, there being 191 deaths (not 122, as slated m paragraph 17) against 100 in 
1878 and 73 in 1*577 Iho T leuteuaut Governor is aware that the mortality 
in jails dming 1879 has also been very high 1 he inei eased mortality in tho 
asylums was not due to any increase m /jmotu or prcventiblo disease, fever 
and cholera having caused few ei deaths than usual , dysentery and diarrhaa 
about tho same Iho chief men use is, as the Suigeon General points out, “ m 
pulmonary disea&is, which have been fatal in 92 cases against 20 in 1878, and 
the increase (in such deaths) is confined to the Dulhinda As} him ” The follow 
ing statement compares the raortdity of 1878 and 1879 in each asylum — 
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It will be seen that the meat increase in mortality, viewed as a whole, 
IS a feature common to Dullunda, Dacca, and Patna, and that, although the 
absolute number of deaths from pulmonaiy disease in Dullunda is large, the 
proportionate number of deaths in that asylum from diseases of that class is 
but little lughei than in 1878 

12 Taking the asylums separately, the returns for Dullunda for 1878 
showed 34 admissions to hospital during the yeai , and two remaining from the 
preceding year oi a total of 36 undei treatment Of these, 15 were cured, 15 died, 
and 6 were left in hospital at the close of tlio year There was only 1 case of 
fever, one of diarrhoea, none of dysentery or tholeia, 7 of anomiia, 4 of pneumonia 
and 6 of phthisis Oi the deaths, 7 were due to pulmonary diseases In the j ear 
1879 there were 69 admissions to hospitil and 75 allogcthei undii tieatment, 
of whom 25 were cured, 1 was discliarged, and 42 dud The piincipal 
diseases prevalent wiie an emia, giving 6 cases dianhcea, 5 cases, dysentery, 
10 eases, fevers, 2 eases, pneumonia, 3 cases, phthisis, 16 cases The deaths 
were duo, 3 toanmnua, 1 to asthma, 3 to cinhosis ot the liver, 1 to debility, 1 to 
diarrhaa, 5 to djscntery, 1 to emphysema, 1 to enteiitis, 1 to epilepsy, 3 to 
exhaustion of mama, 1 to hepatitis, 1 to leprosy, 1 to meningitis, 1 to old ago, 
1 to pleurisy, 16 to phthisis, and Ito pulmonary apoplexy Pulmonary aflfec 
tions thus caused 20 of tho 42 deaths Dr Payne lemaiks that this class of 
diseases has long been picvalent in this asjlum, but nevei before attained the 
development oi tho past year, and it appeals that tho scrvints ot tin asylum 
sufferea as well as tho patients, though it is not stati d whether there were 
any fatal cases among the formci On the othei hand, it is stated that 
simple acute diseases oi tho lungs arc seldom fatil at Dullunda Of the 
SIX persons who died fiom diarrhoea and dysentery, foul brought their illness 
with them to the asylum, and in another case old ago contributed to tho fatal 
result Q-enorally it is reported that in live cases of death old ago was an 
important faetoi, and it is said that in IS cusis the disease was bi ought to 
the asylum with the patient It would at the same time appeal from the state 
ment (11) given in paragiaph 23 of the repoit that m too gieat innjoiit;y of 
fatal eases of phthisis the patients h id been moic than six months m tho asjlum 

1 3 Tho Lieutinant Governor would wish to have more full and detailed 
report upon the exceptional mortality of the year both in Dullunda and in the 
other asylums It should be investigated speeially with reforcnco to the health 
and mortuary statistics of tho year among the neighbouring j ul and civil 
populations The causes aie evidently of a gcneial ehiracter, os there was 
nothing in the working of the asylums duiing tho year to aoeonnt for tho 
inortabt} I he changes of diet intioduccd in Dullunda led to the pitieiits

from time to time eontirnmg phthisis, mmc has be i n seen to meet so manv 
of tho facts, and none has iceeived such wide subsequent ( on fiima turn uid 
acceptance, as tho conclusion which followed the enquiiy of the I’livy Council 
into the results of mam drainage in 20 Fn_,hsh towns in IShh It was pliifd 
beyond doubt that towns notorious for the pievahuee of phihibis htiame (om 
paratively free from it when then sub soil watei wxs withdi iwn M mj yeais 
ago, when searching foi a reason for high moitality at Dullundi, while the 
Presideuey Jail close at hand was verj health}, I could disiovii nothing hut 
a great difference in the kvtl of the sub soil w ltd Tho iclutioii of this to 
phthisis was not then known , but it may now bi mentiunoa as in inteiesting 
difference between the two situations, that in the jail thi bub soil wit< i 

low at times, when in Dullunda it is within a hw hot of tin suifuo Ilhe 

E roximity of the two places dots not pievent tins diflertnce, for tho wime rnav 
e seen in other paits of CaLuttu Oi com so aetu d measurements, earned 
on through an entiie year, would be neeessar} to establish ihe fact of this 
difforonco as otherwise than aeeidcutal The evidence, however, as it stands,

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18 quite ft8 good as that of the local production q( phthisis at DuUonda The 
occurrence of the disease in the two places, apart from its produccion, may 
he examined here in order to leare nothing unsaid 

13 In the Presidency Jail in 1879 there urere admitted into hospital eight 
natives on account of phthisis Ihere had been nine in 1878 &nd 20 in 1877 
There were no deaths in 1879 or in 1878 from phthisis, butfour in 1877 Short 
term prisoners do not remain in jail to die of chronic illness The figures 
only show that there was no increase of phthisis here in 1879 At Alipore the 
admissions did not differ materially in the throe years, but the deaths in 1879 
weie ten only against 15 in each of the earlier years The course of other 
pulmonary diseases appears m curious contiast It was as follows —

I must leave these figures to carry with them such significance as they may 
They do at least suggest a loison why tin cc old asthmatics should have sue 
cumbed at Dullunda in 1879, and wliy the year should have proved fatal to 
ohromc phthisical invalids , but they will give no clue to the production of 
phthisis, if there should hereafter be reason to suppose that the disease is 
produced m the asylum 

14 It 18 unfortunate that the enquiry cannot be extended by means of 
the records of the Health Office of Caleutta Pulmonary diseases are the class 
concerning which, aboie all otliors, these records afford no guidance Acute 
chest diseases, attended with heat of skin, are for the most part returned as 
fevers, and their prevalent o or otherwise cannot bo inferred witli even an 
approximation to tiuth llioso unattended with heat are named asthma 
Some little e\ idonco may bo gathered from the admissions into hospital 
Iho number of natives admitted m 187S to four hospitals for pulmonary disease, 
other than phthisis, was not unusually largo, but tho fatality wasgicatei than 
in either of the preceding years The same is true of phthisis on the figures 
Iho hospital letums of bowel disorders exhibit reduced admissions, but extra 
ordinary fatality, as alre idy said 

16 In the Patna Asjlum deaths rose from 13 in 1878 to in 1879 

II the latter year W( le one of improved public health in Bengal generally, it 
was not so at Patna, wheio it is deseiibed as the most unhealthy year since 
1874 The increase hoic was in the ordinary clunitic diseases chiefly 
Cholera prevailed in the neighbourhood and there weio six deaths in the 
aifylum There had been none in 1878 Hiairhoea caused four deaths in 1879 
against two in 1878, Dysentery five against one , fever seven against four , 
pulmonary diseases four against two Here also a case of cirrhosis of the liver 
IS entered in 1879 Not having access to tlio asylum diary, I am unable to trace 
the histones of the several cases at Patna The register of fatal cases shows 13 
deaths within a year of admission, of which six wore from fever and dysentery, 
all of persons sick on admission , and of the entire number of persons who 
died, five only aio noted as healthy on admission The sickness of the 
asylum corresponded closely with the previuhng sickness in its neighbourhood, 
and with that of the Patna Jail in respect of cholera and bowel diseases The 
feupc nntendent mentions “dampness thills, and cold” as producing the 
chief admissions into hospital Fiic deaths are asenbed to general 
debility, which probablj are cases of tht s ime kind as those called anmmia at 
Dullunda 

16 In the Dacca A»\ him the incieaso of mortality fell on sufferers from 
bow( 1 affections and pulmonary dis( iscs There were under the first head 
mm deaths in 1879 and three only m 1878, undei the second, seven in 1879 
ind one in 1878 The sick lists of the last five j ears at Dacca show gieat 
iinjuoioment in asjlum health, but this, is I have said elsewhere, depends 
on difference of practice in recording idmissions to hospital The Superintend 
int, m his report for 1879, sajs little of the mortality Tho register of deaths 
gi\es the following information Of tho bowel diseases, two cases were among 
the admissions of tho jear but received in fair health Of tho other residents, 
thri e wore in bad health on admission, hut one of them had been 12 years 
in tho place Tho cases of pneumonia all originated in tho asylum duniig fJio 
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year, as did one of plounsy l^hthuns occurred among old residents only, and 
they are noted as having men healthy on admission 

At Dahca, then, there was increase of fatal sickness m the asylum in 1879, 
espeoiallv in diseases of the bowels and lungs Dr ( rombio altered his 
diet scale during the year and was not completely satisfied with the change, 
as he found some loss of weight among tho people in tho cold weather Chi 
examining this loss, I found it to be not only less than is usual with natives 
m the cold months, but actually less than the daily fluctuations of a healthy 
man at all seasons , and as minor fluctuations had taken place in the interval, 
of perfectly normal kind, there 18 no moic reason for (onnectxng increased 
mortality at Dacca with the change than theie is at Patna, whore no change 
took place 

At Dacca, again, the jail figures are significant in respect ot pulmonaiy 
disease

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Of bowel diseases the j iil suffered no material increase The Mitford Hospital 
shewed no increase of other pulmonarj affections, but some little increase of 
phthisis over 1878 Of bowel disorders there was diminution 

The public health in the town and district of Dacca showed marked im 
provemont Bowel disorders were reduced , pulmonary dis( ases are not dis 
tinguished in the sanitary returns In probable accoi dance with this general 
improvement, nothing is said in the asylum report of the condition of lunatics 
on admission 

17 At Borhampore the additional deaths wore duo as follows to dropsy 
three, to bowel disorders two There were 12 deaths fiom the latter in 1879 
ai]d ten in 1878 , from tho former there were none in 1878 Of the 12 cases, 
seven brought their illness from ITazaribagh, and ono ot the other three The 
increase of iiioitality at Berhampore being nioic tlian oxjflaiuod by the state of 
tho lunatics from Harai ibagh, it is unnecessary to cnquiic tui ther The health of 
the town and district was good, bowel disorders being grcatlj itducod Ihcro 
was increase of death from boAvcl disease in the j ul, but none Irom phthisis or 
other respiiatory disordtis 

18 As summary' conclusions from the foregoing facts and faguros, I sub 
mit tho following 

Having regard to the veiy low diath nurnbcis of 1S77 and 1878, an 
aggregate mcieaso ot 31 on the latttr has not nccossaiily any pointed signifi 
cancP 

The health of the lunatics confined at Ibudiibagh liad bteome very bad, 
particularly in respect of pulmonary disease Iheu icturn to tho plains, 
tliough beneficial to themselves, largely meicastd mortality in the asylums 
which received them in three out of tour instances 

That where the entire mortality was largest, it corresponded closely with 
tho public health of the neighbourhood At Patna the asylum shared the 
general sickness from zymotic disc ase At Calcutta the asylum suffeied fiom 
those special diseases which hid shown incitasod fatality outside amid 
general improvement in the public health At Berhampore tlie public hoilth 
was good, as was that of tho lunatics locally received At Dacca there was 
unexplained increase of death from bowel affeetions, while in incroasi of 
pulmonary disease tho vicinity corresponded Where* moitahty was large, 
chronic invalids felt severely the special influence of the season — both new 
comers and old residents Although there is no proof of inercased production 
of constitutional phthisis, those persons in whom this had boeomo a pulmonary 
disease suffered fiom a season which was notably unfavourable to pulmonary 
invalids in general 

The method of grouping facts for annual leports is more oi less aitificiul 
A record of deaths within a given period is not evidence of nroduction of 
disease within the period where chronic maladies aie concerned, although m 
regard of most zymotic and acute diseases a year is a natural unit of time 
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Nowhoro was ihere such ongmal prodactio|i Of sickness m the year 1879 
as would point to any removable cause within fhe walls of an asylum, either of 
a general pr special character 

19 I am unable to offer any suggestion for improvement, and 
propose only to provide that examination post mortem be made an invariable 
practice when death takes place in an asylum, with a view to closer com 
panson in respect of conditions which may be variously named, and with 
exception only of tiie rare cases in which friends of the deceased may raise 
objection

1 AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No 2040, dated 
the 20tli ultimo, submitting a supplementary report on the mortality in the 
lunatic asylums of Bengal in 1879, and in reply to say that the Lieutenant 
Governor is much obliged to you for the promptness and completeness with 
which you have supphed the further information desired by Government 

2 It 18 satismctory to hnd that the incieased moitality of the year ui 
the asylums does not point to the existence of normal causes of a preventable 
kind, or which might have boon foreseen 1 he influence of the sick lunatics 
transferred from the very unhealthy asylum of Hazaribagh upon the returns 
oi the othoi asylums is of itself sufficient to explain most of the, excess 
mortality and for the rest, seasonal influences and the natural rise after an 
exceptionally low rate of mortality fully account 

d The Lieutenant Governor entirely approves youi suggestion that post 
mortem examination should be made, and tne results recorded in all cases of 
death in asylums, when the fnends of the deceased do not object 

4 It will also be desirable to watch closelj the history of phthisis at 
Dullunda in future, to test the existence or otherwise of local conditions (such 
as sub soil watoi logging oi the like) calculated to favour the development of 
that disease 
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CONDITION OF DISTRICTS SUFFERING FROM EPIDEMIC FEVER 


No 163M F , dated the 12tb March 1880 
From — J M Coatw, Eaq , m o , Sanitary Commissioner for Bengal 
To— The Aast Secy to the Oort of Bengal Financial Department (Sanitation) 

1 HAVE the honor to submit the report called for in your letter No 102 
of 29th September 1879, asking to be informed of the present actual condition 
of things in the localities subject to the endemic fever, and whether the health 
of the tract m the neighbourhood of the Dankuni project has been benefited 
by the works carried out there 

2 It IS much to bo regretted that our statistics do not help ua in this 
matter The returns show that the death rates from fever in 1874 wore 6 9 
per 1,000 of population in Burdwan, 7 6 in Hooghly, and 5 9m Midnapore, 
this being the year in which these districts were severely and goneially affected 
by the disease In 1879, on the other hand, when there was no fever above 
the normal amount, the returns show the rates of 16 01, 14 59, and 7 99 
for these districts respectively The fact is, as pointed out in the last annual 
report, that the large omissions in death registration ot former years are 
becoming fewer and fewer Our statistics therefore show now an increase in 
the number of deaths recorded, though wo know then has actually been a 
decrease of mortality This holds good not only for the fever tracts but for 
all Bengal 

3 Burdwan — When visiting Burdwan in September last, so little fever 
was said to pievail that the Cii il Surgeon and Magistrate did not think it 
necessary for me to Msit any portion of the distiict 

4 The Assistant Surgeon reports that “ th( fever attained its maximum 
in 1872 73, and became less and less year by jeai, losing its virulence and 
being attended by less mortality Since its appoarani o in the district, annual 
outbreaks have oceuiied up to 1878, but the j ear 1879 seems to be almost 
free from it It is the most healthy year since 1809 , only a very small 
number oi fresh cases died 1 he casualties occuricd m cliiomc eases of spleen, 
liver, dropsy, and t ancrum oris On the whole Burdwan was much changed 
in 1877 78 Ihe peoph nearly regained their foimer health and strength, and 
were better able to attend to their daily avocations Much of tho nco holds, 
forsaken in formei yenis in consequence of the fatal disease, were again brought 
under cultivation, and tho piospeets of the people and of the country generally 
looked improved and ( neoui aging 1 ho schools and patshalas, which during 
the fever years were almost deserted, now teem with boys blooming in health 
In tho jails and public lustitutious the same improvement was visible In tiie 
civil and criminal cou s tho lenewed heiltli of the oflicers, the lawyers, and 
the people seeking justice therein showed that tho fever had abated ever} 
where, and the want and suffenng of previous years showed nowhere In 
1879 the above happy state of things continues Some villages are noted 
wheie the remains of old mud walled houses of people dead and gone still 
stand out in bi oad relief to tell of past devastation, yet tho busy life of the 
villagers, their comparatively ruddy appearance, the glee and mirth of the 
children, the increasing cultivation, all show indications of returning health ” 
In places, howevei, situated in low lands, having little drainage and bearing 
a marshy character, the fever still lingers, as in some villages to the north and 
south of the Banka, in others bad watci contributes largely to their 
unhealthiness, as at Bood Bood The Assistant Surgeon also observes that 
“ though year by year, without any perceptible improvement in the sanitary oi 
other conditions of the people, tho fever has been gradually subsiding, yet 
wherever sanitary woiks were undertaken the health of the locality has 
improved materially The admission of the Dumuda water into Burdwan by 
means of a sluice gate at Jujuti has in a great measure impioved the drinking 
viater of the town itself and oi the villages on both sides of the river, and has 
contributed to make the localities benefited comparatively healthy In con 
sequence of tho silting up of the mouths of tho Kani nuddi and othei 
connected channels, the beds of these presented a senes of stagnant and foetid 

E ools contaminating the water and generatmg malana Now that a channel 
as been cut connecting these watercourses with tho Damuda, a large volume 
of pure water has been freely introduced, cleansing these channels of the 
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impunties and improving the watm* suppl]^ The rain water is no# freely 
drained off, making the localities which were formerly water logged somewhat 
dry, and the result is an amelioration of the health of the villages along the 
sides of these channels Besides the above, a largo number of old tanks were 
re dug and cleaned out in 1873 by advances made under the Land Improvement 
Act This has undoubtedly improved tlu drinking water supply, and the 
health of the people in those localities appears to have become tietter No 
outbreak of fever of any intensity, so fai as 1 am aware, has occurred wherovci 
those sanitary measures were earned out to any great extent ” 

5 I submit the above remarks oi the Assistant Suigoon because it is 
independent and reliable Native testimony from one always at woik, observing 
and treatmg the disease, and living among the people With every word of 
his statements both the Magistrate and 1 so tully concui that we do not think 
it necessary to offer any cominonts thereon 

6 Uooqhlt! — I visited Hooghly and made speual inquiries of the Civil 
Surgeon and others The former said that no applieations for medical aid 
had been made to him, and no reports of special sickness had been made from 
any part of the district 1 ho cases of ague treated in tlie Hooghly dispensary 
had decreased about 40 per cent 

7 As shown in Air Pellew’s admirable note of June 1878, the fever 
took two courses through the Hooghly district — one down the right bank 
of the Hooghly, ind the other extending among the villages on all the silted 
up streams lying between the Damuda and the Hooghl> This note is of value, 
as it proves, first, that the roads and railways had no influonce on the Pi ogress 
of the fevei, and that therefore the tlieoiy of then inteirupting the arainage 
and thus cautiiig the disease falls to tlie ground , second, that the admission of 
the Damuda water into Kana nuddi in 1873, 1874, and 1875 was followed by an 
immediate and niaikod amelioration in health after which pi nod a relapse 
occurred Of the currency of this opinion, lie adds, “ there can be no doubt, ” 
he “ found it m every one’s mouth” Ihird, that m 1877 the tide of the 
epidemic fever had completely passed away, and only the pools remained , and 
that on the Kana nuddi it was still fatal, and on the Hooglil} a much less 
malignant type prevailed 

8 Assistant Smgeon Dutt of Seiamporo, who Msitcd the villages along 
the Kana nuddi lately, was told by the inhabitants “ tliat the letting in of the 
Damuda water was a most welcome relief, and that but for it parts of the 
country would have been entirely depopulated ” lie adds “ the watei supply 
of the villages had deteriorated to the last dtgiee, ind bad watei was the 
cause of much sickness 1 he rivt r had silted up, and was obstructed b} a 
series of bunds placed aeioss the liver b) the people to retain water for 
agricultural purposes, and it no longei serv ed as the drainage channel of the 
country When the Dirauda wutor was let in tin sc obstructions wero removed 
and the streams ueie filled with pure watei, which tlic pcojile convened to 
their tanks by moans of drains Ihe relief was teinpoiary, foi the supply of 
water was stopped during 1876 and 1877, and th( health of the plac^^ along 
these rivei banks ag nn deteriorated It has bee n allowed to flow in 1878 and 
1879, and the people say that the cpidotnie had disappeaied since the last two 
)tai8 Ihcso facts leive no doubt tbit tin lotting in oi the Damuda water 
into the Kana nuddi, and through it into the khils, dr uns tanks, Ac, in the 
interior of the sub division, has led to the improvement of the liealth of the 
people, and that it can confidently be expected that the improvement will be 
permanent now that the sluice gates have been completed, and the watoi will 
be let in legularl)^ every rams ” 

9 J myself have just iisitod tlu villages to the centre and the south of 
fins sub division, and 1 fully coiroboratc both 3Ii Fellow’s and Mr Dutt’s 
statements I found only two per edit of the people suffering from the 
effects of former fevers, enlarged spleen, and anccniu The patshalas were full 
of healthy boys, not one of whom had splenic enhugoment Cultivation was 
going on actively , and the people were oagei to have lucieasod water supply 
and drainage 

10 In the villages along those dried up watercourses the fevei had 
raged with a truly teinble effect It was nut au endemic exaeerbatiou, but 
the severest epidemic, and Mr Fellow is quite right when be says that 
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soaroely one tenth of the people of theae yillagos were left alire ” This is a 
widely different result ^om that observed in the villages alongside the 
Hooghly Here, though the fever was general and severe in the years in 
which it prevailed, yet it never approached that of the Eana villages m fatality, 
nor, when it subsided, did it disap^ar so entirely 

11 That there was an epidemic addition to the endemic fever in these 
riparian villages is evidenced from the progress of the disease downwards 
From 1861 to 1864 it kept to the villages north of Hooghly town, declining 
in seventy till 1869, when it affected most the villages as far down as Seram 
pore In 1872 the villages south of Seiamporc suffered most, and m 1875 
to 1878 it came as far down as Bally In 7879 it declined so markedly that 
both Mr Dutt and myself found the disease about normal in the last affected 
villages, where I found about five per cent suffering from the effects of former 
attars In all the other villages it is below what is normal and usual in the 
cold weather 

12 The Furopoan quarters of Hooghly and Serampore escaped the 
epidemic all through Indeed the native inhabitants of these municipalities 
suffered and died to a less extent than those in the villages beyond the reach 
of municipal action This was well and clearly marked Both sides of the 
roads ana tho railwa} s were indifferently affected, and are so still The 
population affected was very dense and tho drainage imperfect, but the worst 
feature is tlie dnnking water The river banks are fouled W squatters, and 
the numerous small tanks (all of them private, and most of them enclosed) 
have tbeir margins loaded with kitchen and house refuse, sometimes also with 
cattle droppings 1 hese tanks also receive all the roadside drainage and the 
overflowing of middins and cesspits, and they were often surrounded with dead 
and decaying shrub jungle, which invariably flourishes on a damp soil full of 
organic matter 

13 Notwithstanding the evident pollution of these tanks, the people are 
so accustomed to use them that when we got pure recondenced steam water 
from the mills and conducted it into several of the tanks in berampore, they 
would not go 100 yaids further for the purer supply 

14 In these villages the years of most lain are the most febrile, and 
when we consider that the water passes over and through so foul a soil into 
these tanks, and is used so freely by the people, wo cannot wonder that it is 
so , nor are wo to expect here the same immunity from the disease in the 
future as we have had, and hope to have, in those villages along the 
crosscountry nuddis now replenisned by good water in the manner above 
stated 

15 The Government 18 aware from this offico letter No 726S, dated 
the 28rd September last, that though 1 acknowledge the want of diuinage to 
be an important factor in tho causation of fever, I do not consider it to be 
the primary cause I hold that the accumulating foulness of the surface soil 
IS the thing acted on by tho moisture 1 need not note the arguments I 
submitted in the above quoted letter in suppoit of tins belief That Furo 
peons have not suffeiod, that native municipal residents have suffered less 
than others in these ripaiiUn villages, and that tho bringing in of tho purer 
Damuda water to loplace th«. foul decomposing stuff that lay m chains of pools 
along these nver beds, are but further proofs that it is not so much the more 
01 less water in the soil as the filth winch accumulates on tlie surface and gets 
washed into the tanks ond finds a ready entrance into tho systems of the 
people, that we have to credit with the prevalence of the disease and mortality 
we ore considcnug 

16 Ffecta of the Pankmi Pfojeet — Regarding the directly beneficial 
effects of the Dankuni jhecl drainage on the health of the people we are left in 
doubt Statistics do not help us There has been improvement everywhere, 
and an examination of Mr Adley’s list of villages shows that there was no 
extraordinary sickness in or around this jhoel — that is in 1867 to 1869 
Mr Pellew’s maps exhibit no sickness here from 1861 to 1871 Ihreo of the 
Tillages noted by Mr Adley on the north and two on the south had the fever 
somewhat severely, but even in them the cases wore fewer and loss severe 
than elsewhere Again, at tho same time that the fever increased in the 
nparian villages near Connagurh, it also increased in the Dankuni villages 
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lying to the weAt of ^hem — that U in 18t6-t6 — ^though tli6 jheel IvAs dfainad 
in 1873 In the Tillages to thA aotatih and in the cnatte of &is jhed the 

} )eople acknowledged to mh add the Assistant Snrj^on that th^ bah^e IhMi 
ittie or no fever since that which prorailed after tlio cytiloiie of 7864 
Among the youths who sutirouilided me id these village^ 1 only found 
one per cent with any enlargement of spleen of recent origin, and four per 
cent of former years , none of the full grown or old had any disease , cultiva 
tion was going oh actively , buys wcie at school fall of hie and free from 
disease 

17 Mr Carstairs, the Magistrate, was so ^od as to oider the village 
panchaits to aid us by collecting the numbers oi the deaths in the houses Of 
SIX villages chosen from among the worst of the lot A clerk Went to each 
house accompanied by the chowkidars, and the names of all who died during 
the last SIX years were written out in detail The numbers arc subject to two 
fallacies some who died before the six j ears referred to might have been 
entered, fur the deaths that occui red during the past cyclone are still nmoh 
thought of by the people, and some of the deaths might have been omitted 
fiom forgetfulness 1 hey are, howerer, the best statistics we can get The 
results are —

The last is a village yet surrounded by a shallow swamp, inhabited by 
goalahs with laige numbers of cattle whose excreta he m masses round every 
house Khorial and Hoheia are close to Connagurh, and suffered from fever 
rather from their insanitary conditions than specially from those of the 
Dankuni jhcel Ihe people of Bengitti were loud in their demands to havp a 
cut made fiom a swamp in the villages to the Dankuni canal, m order that it 
might be dramod, and that they might got liko crops from it as were now 
obtained in such abundance from the drained jheCi lauds in their neighbour 
hood 

18 It may be said that the diainago of so laigo an area as the Dankuni 
jh eel would hive a great effect on tho subsoil moisture on tho liighei slopes 
around tlio basin I once thought so, but more recently duect observation of 
the tanks am) w clls dug along the Uoughly bavo shown me that its mud or 
fine clay IS too lotentive of moisture to surrender it easily Tho little oo^e 
that docs corno out has an inappreciable effect in drying the neighbouring soil 
It IS widely d fforcut along the Damuda, the spill of which is sandy In this 
sandy strata tlic subsoil percolation is rapid and considerable At Mugra, 
wboie the Damuda and Hooghly deposits form separate strata showing 
different overl'owings at different periods, depending on the excess of ram 
in Chota Nngpore or on the Himalayas, we find that the Hooghly clayistratum 
lets out little or no water, while in the sandy one it flows abundantly Wells 
dug close to tanks, and even tanks being deepened at one end, while the other 
is full of water, get veiy httle fluid by side percolation, and that very slowly 
1 his might have been seen a few days ago when one end of the tank south of 
tho Calcutta Cathedral was being deepened 1 hesc facts naturally led me to 
question tho action of tho subsoil moisture in regard to those diseases, and 
drove mo to the conclusion that surface impurities iiad much more to do with 
the evil 

19 I may here observe that the “Sanitary Record” for January states 
that Professors Klebs of Prague and Tommasi of Rome, in examining the 
lowei strata of tho air of the Argo Romano and its soil, discovered “ long, oval, 
shining microscopic spores with which animals wore artificially infected with 
intermittent fever of the true marsh tyiie, and that they showed preoisely the 
same enlargemetit of the spleen as the human beings who caught the fever in 
the orin iry way ” These gentlemen have published full particulars of the 
experiments inade by them and the results obtained 1 must again record my 
belief that we will surdy find the tirue causes of both diolera and fever in 
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ivBgitIf but thftt they ukost be loeked for by purely seientiiie men vbete these 
dUMMes tiioet prevail 

20 About one point m regard to the Dankum jheel there can beno do«bt| 
that 18 , Its SueoesB as* a drainage scheme Nothing can bo more perfect or 
silaple The Hqoghly tide Teater is kept out oi let in and retained just as 

it suits the cttltiyaters for ploughing, sowing, reaping or migating The „ 
same holds good, but to a far greater degree, with record to the benefits derived * 
by giving pittrer water for drinking (as well as for irngation) to the people of 
the Yilleges along the river courses, and even along the HoOghly 

21 When inspecting Howrah I waa asked whether Hooghly or the 
Damuda water would be more suitable for dunking purposes I pointed at 
once to the brownish yellow Hoopbly water, so lull of silt that it required 
anormous filter beds to clear it for use m Calcutta, and compared it with the 
clearer water of the Damuda There w not a vill iger between the two nvors 
who does not prefer tho Damuda water for drinking purposes, and natives are 
better able to discern pure water by its taste than we are 

22 Again, the cultivation that has leplaced the swampy Dankum is a 
noteworthy fact I saw tho nco three loot high bcanng gram so heavy that 
the stalks could not bear it, and that down to the edge of the contra! dram 
I was told that the maigins which formerly grow nee abundantly did not do so 
now, and that they were now useless for cultivation Tins is not qmte correct, 
for 1 saw that every portion of it was cultivated, though the same sort of rice 
IS not now grown Tho villagers acknowledged that foimerly thesimo margin 
was at 6ne season flooded and at another dry , m accordance with excess or 
scantiness of the rainfall, and that whin the quantity of ram was as they 
wished it, a very flourishing crop was got from it , but that when the flood was 
m excess they could grow nothing, and when it was too little the marginal 
portion was as they are at present They also acknowledged that weie the 
Damuda water to flow all tho year round through the Saraswati, and they could 
use this water for irrigation m tho dry season, there would be no cause for 
complaint 

23 The Government is aware that tho Salimabad sluice has a sand bank 
in front, and only works when the river is so high as to flow over this bank, 
and that the larger sluKO, besides tho Jujuh m Burdwan, is also banked up 
Indeed it would bo useless opuning it at present, as the water would not be 
required till the out is made joining tho Banka with tho Kana nuddi and 
Saraswati Only when this excavation is completed will these stroaips be 
running the whole year round 

24 Considering the good done the suffei mg prevented, and the lives 
saved by tho water bomg let into those channels during, and for a shoit tttne 
after, tho rams, wo can only hope for better times and more money to complete 
the scheme, and render tho benefits still greater m amount and more permanent 
in character 

25 I do not now look uith tho dismay and appiehcnsion I fornierl) did 
on the continued embankments of oui nvci systems which are liable to over 
flow, afld to the destruction ot villages and lands m tho saucer like mtcrfluvial 
hollows Tho Dankum, Jujuti, and Selunabad piojects show that the difficulty 
can be overcome, and that the lugtior river beds can become the iriigatois of 
the lower lands, and give a fresh and health giv mg watoi supply to villdgos, 
while they mcroaso the flood supply of the country and tho wealth of the 
people, and permit these supplies to the cheaply boated away to largei markets 
to meet th“ wants of other communities 

26 J he parts to be most benefited are those long and wide tiacts of 
country still within tidal influence — tho bheels, j heels, swamps, and samuuders 
of Lower Bengal 1 he dowucommg water and tho upcoming tides, ospocially 
spring tides, and most so m the rams, fill to overflowing all these inland 
hollows withm tidal range The water pushed up and spread out during flood 
cannot get away out of the narrow khal or creek dunng ebb, that is, before the 
returning flood checks its exit and compels its retention Mr Whitfioki’s 
self acting sluice (wluch can be fixed so as to remain shut or open at will) 
keeps out the higher floods, and yot lets out the inner accumulations, thus 
overcoming all difficulties and domg all the good above noted 1 he drainage 
and cultivation of large areas of Bengal and good water supply to its people, 

• 
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which were lately thought iraposaible, are now praotioahle, easy of exeootion, 
and not expensive, and our long and large npanan and littoral embankments 
cease to be a source of disease and even anxiety 

27 I have to apologise for the dela} in submitting this report My 
college duties chained me to Calcutta after my return from thei. eastern distnots, 
and prevented me from making the necessary inquiries on the subject locally , 
then the house to house inquiry in the Serampoie villages, and the consider 
ation of reports on them, took up much time , and, lastly, I thought it right 
to visit the Rajapoi 6 jheel villages in Howrah, and also Midnapore, where mso 
the fever prevailed, before finally closing the report

If more funds were available an additional sum of Rs 50,000 could with 
advantage be expended duiing tho current >ear on tho taking up of the lands 
in the beds of the Kana nuddi, the Kina Damuda, and the Saraswati 
quddecs Of the works enunieiated above, 1 propose to begin at once with the 
excavation of tho channel lequired to connict tho Banka nuddi with the

2 It appears that noithtr the Government nor the Fori 
Commissioners have any power as the law now stands Autho 
ritatively to prevent the practice in question by limiting the 
hours of work, or in any other way The Lieutenant Governcr 
thinks it reasonable that the Port Commissioners should haifo 
power to make a port rule prescribing the hoars during which 
European seamen may be employed on boardsbip on work neccs italing exposure to the sun 
and 1 am to request that you will^ m communication with the Port Commissioners, draft for 
approval a shoit Act to be read with Act V (B C ) of 1S70, giving them this power 

3 At the same time the Lieutenant Governor finds reason to behove that the direct 
moiiality among seamen from the effects of exposure to the sun is not so great as the memo 
nalists have been led to believe The correspondei co attached to the Port Commissioners 
letter No 606 of the 10th May shows that in reality only one death of a European seaman 
occurred in 1879 from exposure to the sun on boardship It is frobuble that the evil results 
of such exposuio arc manifested rather in fevers and o her illnesses than in actual death from 
sunstroke It is however dtsirable to bring the mattei of the employment of sailors in the 
port under regulation

S It seems doubtful whether the wording of the law would admit of a port rule on the 
subject being passed under Act XII of 1875 or Act V (B C ) of 1870 but it appears to the 
Litutenaut Governor that some interference on the pait of the authorities is called for, and 
Sir Ashley Eden would be much olli^cJ if tho Port Commissioners would taka the question

That there has existed tor some time in the port of Calcutta a prai tice, regards vessels 
lying in hai hour of putting the European sailors and ship apprentices on w rk outside the 
ships and also aloft during the hottest hours of the day m the months of the southwest 
monsoon which extends from the 15th of March to the Slst of October 

That your memorialists are given to understand that the consequent exposure to tin 
burning heat of a tropical sun is the direct cause of many of the numerous eases of sunstroke 
heat apoplexy and continued fever which usually occur in Calcutta during tliose months 
amonp^st European seamen and the fact that some of these cabos have terminatod fatally 
supplies a strong argument for checking a practice which iii itself is inhuman and is aho 
unquestionably dangerous ti health and life 

That your memorialists behove that except in very rare instances no real necessity exists 
for compclliog European seamen to incur so formidable a peril whilst vessels are lying at

Tm Lieutenant Governor has read with interest the full and able report 
submittid by Dr Coatc**, and the analysis of the district reports submitted by 
him Di Coates is not disposed to /idopt the theory of fever causation held by 
tho late Rajah De^nibci Mitter, and adduces reasons for doubting whether 
it holds good m Bengal, at any rate in the precise form in whicli the Rajah 
usually presented it lie denies that uatei logging of the soil can by itself 
explain tho phenomena of the endemic ft vers ot the country He inclines to 
the belief that the true explanation is to be found in the germ theory of tho 
propagation of disc ists ot this cl ibs, then nnhit being found in the ftecal and other 
impuiiiies saturating villige sites, and the solo remedj being, in Dr Coates’

opinions at one time entertained, both by inedual men and engin eis ns to the bfcl jnlla , 
and paddy fields of the eountiy bein^ the generating cause ol the lover in its ipid^mio form 
has been pioved to be totall} unfounded 

1 beg to be pmiittid to state here the pioecsg of ooqmiv wbuh led me to the 
conclusion that it was the abnormal humidity of the subsnl of vilhgcs and not of 
paddy fields consequent upon obstuution ofTored to the diaina^e wlnth they normally 
enjoyed which caused the endemic fever of the countiy to break out in iliosc villages with 
epidemic intensity 

In the } 0 ir iSfit a Commis«5ion was appoint dto enquire and report upon the causes of 
the f ver which since bomo jears was raciuj^ epid mically in some of the villages iii the 
districts of Hooglily and 24* Por^nnn ihs Asa moinl oi of thit ( oinmis ion I visited a large 
number of the fever stricken villages with a view to elicit such inforrnaU n lioin the villagers 
as might throw li^ht on the suljcet matter of our niqiinv Amongst otl ci quettious lasktd 
the villa„( IS wiiether they obbcivcd any thing unusuil in the phjsicd pieulurities of their 
rtspeciue villages and the answer 1 invalid 1> received was that then h us(.s had become 
unusually damp binee the outbreak of the fevei in an c} idernic form and u luted many signi 
ficant facts corroborative of the same T.iiis peculiai feUure of the fevor slid on villages 
coi responded exactly with what I observed in Cos nnba/ar whuh was aim ist di populate! 
{vide Appendix ot the Pamphlet) by the outbreal of this type of fever n an epidemic foim 
some 90 years u^o and which was still in a chrome stite of unhealtluinss 1 ha exact similitude 
of this ftiture of the fever stricken villiges with that of C ssiraba/ii stru I me at once and 
led me to coneludo that this unusual dampnc s must be intimately connected with the cause 
of the fever 

My next enquiry was devited towards the drainage conditn n ft llm fever stricken

That the onilu i ns 1 have been 1 d to Iruin dcbC btiivatiou and an d^sis ot facts ^re 
quite in accoidaocp wi h scienufio opinion on the biihjcet will ^ppea^ from the fdhvviog 
flxtiactfiomt c Hetio peot of Medicine edited by Dr W Bruithwaitc It is an estab 
lisbed fact that iiic presentc of vegetable matter is bj no meanb neeessaiy for the pioduciion 
of malainus oisea r Aniplc'proof of this is cited by Dr VVatson in bis * Lectures ' and by 
Mr Maitincin hiswtrkou Iropical Climates' 1 he foimcr adopts tbe p'ain oonolusion 
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that for producmff malaria it appears tofbe requisite that there si^ould be a surface^oapable of 
absorbiuj, moisture ond that thi e surface should be flooded and soaked with water, and then 
dripd 5 and the bicrhor the temperature and the quicker the dryinjj process, the more plentiful 
and the more virulent (more virulent becaiiso flioding more plentiful) iBthep)i8on that is 
evolved"' ^,"ain 'there is reason to believe that the floodinsr of a gorous earthy surface 
with water a\ d the sftbsequent drying of that surface undei a certain decree of heat, con 
ftitute the sole or mafti conditions of the geneiatiou of the poison I need not say that 
the conditions requisitn, according to above opinion for the production of malaria are to be 
met with mthi c mitry in a fluperabundant degree Wc have the periodical rains flooding 
the surface of the ountry with watei the soil porous enough to absoib that moisture and a 
powerful sun to dry the surlicc Such being the siientific opuinn as to generating cause of 
malaiia and its correctness btin^ so conclusively testified to by the previlenoc as observed 
elsewhere of that type of lever every >ear in this country after the close of the rams 
(jamastaka) it cannot be unieasonable tosupfose aye the inference is irresistible— that the 
same cause which contnbut £> to the pr >pagation of the fever in this countiv m an endemic 
form must when intensified, cause it to breal out with e| idemic virulence What, it may be 
well asked cm more contribute to the agf,ravati>n of the humidity of the subsoil the 
generating ciusc of the fevci than obstruotious offered to the drainage of a village If, with 
all the facilities offered by the natural diainuge h)Btem of this countiy supplemented by 
irtificial improvcmenlH evciy town and village more or liss suffer fiom fever of the malarious 
type every year ifti r the rams because with a lamfall of 60 or 70 inches within three or four 
months a portion of it cannot bub be absorbs J in the subsoil will not the g nsritini, cause of 
the fever bo considerably aggravated if by obstructions offered to driinagt almost the \vh le 
at least the 1 ulL of the ra nfill not finding, its way into it natural out! ill is necessarily 
absorbed m the subsoil (f a village ^ And this has precisely been the ca9( os shown by many 
striking instances I ha\t mentioned in my pamphlet wherever the fever has hioken out in this 
country with ipidemic viiuloncc So far as Lower Hengal is concerned I would supplement 
the above theoiy as to the generating cause of imliiia by adding, that as malaria is produced 
by the drying up of the t irth satiiiatcd with water so it is almost entirely eliminated by the 
complete dr>in^ of the subsoil which is effected by the middle of April when even the paddy 
fields begin to crncl and when pitients heretofore sufferiDj, from fever begin to recover 
without ilie help of uieouinp except in cases complicated with the cnlaigcmeut of the spleen 
and Imr 

I i\ould not tipfipass on your Honor s valuable time by reproducing any of the many 
striking instances I have mentioned in the pamphlet showm^ bow ohstruetions offertd m 
various Ways to the drama^^e of particular villages had beta invariably followed by the ottt 
luak thcrim of b ver of the malarious type with tpidemic virulence I shmld only mention 
that notwithstanding empniies of the most scrutiin/m^ character from time to time instituted 
by the locil nuth rnit'C evidently under the insti actions of the Ben al Government to test 
the coructne'iB ot the fiets meuuonrd by m us would appeal from a rpport of such enquiries 
published in the i a^eUt sA iOth tebiuary 1873 mt a sm^le fict has jet been 

hutce sfully cf ntioveikd 

Ihe only in t nice in which attempt wib made to test the coirectness of my 
theory by actual exp iimint was in the cibo cf Dwaibashini stai d at length on pages 24 
and 2 j of (he puriphlet Ibe obstruction offcied to tin di im ige of that very lar^e and 
important \illagp in the manner mentioned by me and whiel) an inevitable consequence 
wis followed b^ the ( utbreik of the fever with epidemic viiulonc was lanovod under the 
orders (f Mi Montiesnu the then Commib loiier ot the Burdvvan Divisi n at an expense of 
only Us SUO and it resulUd lu lomplote succe s (vide Calcuifa Ga efte of the 20th December 
1805) proviUp, at the same tune with what eompar itivily small expendituie the can o of the 
epidemic ft vcr^ould bo removed and the fever stneken villages lestoicd to their piistine 
healthiness 

Alth ugh, as obsnved above it was only m the case of Dwarba hiiu that my theory was 
practically ltd still uYqle testimony to its oundness is borne m other ways by medical men 
and 0 hers who have devoted attention to the subject I with jour Honor s permission 
to mention two instance*! In tricing the cause whu h ai coidm^ to tin laws enunciated by 
me, must 1 thought have contiibuted to the di population and nun of many cities and towns — 
Oour for instoiuc in olden times by the (u break thcicm of this tvpe of ftvei in a virulent 
f rm, I start d ns ft Ihws in pa^cs 10 20 & 21 )f tlu pamphlet to account foi the cause which 
bad reduced tlu once hcilthy towns of Weihamjoie &c (Berh irn pore would not have been 
selected foi a mibtaiy cantonment unless it wa healthy) to a chronic stite of unhealthiness ever 
since some GO years As legards the Dutch ud the Ireuch Settlements of Kalkapore and 
hurra dangn thoso phees aic also buiiated on the same side of the nvei with Cossimbazai and m 
a eontinuoub line with it The piesence of a I eel called Bistopoie or Kalkapoio btol, to their 
south east plainly attests that the drainage <1 ihoFe pin ts must at one time have passed into 
it while that of a pucka i*oad between the ntel ond the towns, and of another between the 
heel and its not urd outfall the Gobra nulla blewiso attest how completely the drainage of 
those phecs had been and still is mtcrc | k i by those roads All the c places aie still in 
existence w'lth the same type of fever prevailing in them though the disea e m not so fatal to 
the residents a to newconiers Adioming Furrasdanga to the south are situated, in a con 
tmous hue, the famous town of Sydabad the old settle uient of the Armenians Khagra the 
native town of Berhampore, famous for its biass cups and plates, and the cantonment of 
Berhampore itself All these places drained tbocubelves into the above named heel — Bistopore, 
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the la&t through a seriea of tanka In all Ihaae places fever of the malariens and intermittent 
type have prevailed endomically since the last 50 or CO years though never in that vuu^eut 
form «rnich caused the utter depopulation of Cossimbazar Kalkaporo, furrasdanga Choona 
khelly;^ and Bhatpara The cause of this chronic unhealtbineas is not far to seek Beel 
Bistopore which is tlie drainage icceptacle of all the e places, liko heels Cha^a CShan^or, 
and Blmula lying to the south and south east of it, emptied itseK through Qo^a nulU into 
the Jellinghy, until an embanked pucka road from the city of Moorbhedabad to the canton 
men! of Berhampor , cmstructcd s)me 50 or 60 years ago, complotdy cut off its commuuica 
tion with this nulla or channel and converted it into a lake without communication with any 
outfall As IS naturally to be expected from such a state of things {he bed becomes quite 
full after a few heavy showers of roin at the cornu euoement of the monsoons when having no 
outlet for its overflow it icfuscs to receive the s iiface drainage from the above named places 
and the monsoon water consinmently m absorbed iii their subsoil Hence it is th it the 
unhcnlthinesB of those placis ev<ry year after the chse of the rainn, heirs a diieet ratio to the 
rainfall for the year It is tiue enough th it theio are two sluices lonstruotid in the embank 
ment which prottet Berhamporo fn rn the inundations of the Bhagiruthi and are evidently 
designed to carry ofi tl e oveillow of the bocl into that iiver but it so happens that during 
the monsoons the water level cf ihe Blngiruthi is higher th m that of the bcol, toiiscquemly 
the sluices do not answer the object for wLuh they weie designed It is to us unaceount ible 
that these simplo facts have never been ncticcd and the diaini^e of the places liave not been 
restored This restoration can be accomplished enbily and at no ^reat expense, simply by 
restoring communication of the bed with the Gobra nulla by mtuiis of a sufliciently wide and 
deep diaiD Though beb n^ing neithei to tbo profession of rnedince nor of engineering yet 
we can safely guarantee the lecovery by the place«» n iraed of iheir oiif^inal healthiness if our 
simple suggestion be adopted Die improvement w warrint will follow within two years 
of the completion of the prop sed draiu It si liupens that a diaiii similar to the one 
recommended by me in the above extract has been cut and with what sucecss will appear fiom 
the fdlowing quotation from page ]0 j of the report of the banitary Commissioner fur Bengal 
for 1872 published at the latter end ol 187t ^

written by me in regaid to the outbreak of the epidemic fevei in Jtssore

DhanioUa^ respeotively, situated on the left and right banks of Mohanunda, all of which weie

I mysell have found the above facts to be c riect over and over Uj^aiu during the last 20 
years in this and other districts of Bengal, and all who have witnessed the first oveiflow 
through a village and noted the black brown green and yellow color of the water os it 
passes over dram and ce s pit, byre and ditch, and has smelled its most offensive odour one 
easily observable some miks below the village will have seen and felt enough to batisfy them of 
its good efft^cts

When I was instructed bv Gov lumcnt to set Dr Wilkie ti work on the Burdwan fever 
inquiry in 1874 1 directed him to use the mi oscope in his investigations ind, doing so he 
found the stagnant waters in and aiouud the iffcclod villages swarming with these organisms 
The financial pr ssikc that f llowcd the famine ot that lime stopped the researches and 1 can 
only regret that it has not again fall n to me to push on the inquiry further

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I sbouU observe bye th<t aga^s were very oommon m Bo^Und up to recent yeuta, and 
it might be wjth truth asaertid that this disease disappeared with the increase of road and 
railway ht^es It may^ howex^ri be said that more bridges are made there than ii) this 
oottatry Thu I cannot admit, for engineers taught m the same school^ have constraoted 
both| and the companies who made the farmer are not the mtii to put in one culvert more 
than they could possibly avoid Bat that which has increased eoaseqaent on oonstrao 
tipn of roads and railwaysi is cultivation To such an extent has this inoream bean as not 
only to take out ol the fields the very organic matters I am now commenting upon, but to 
necessitate the employment in their place of manures and even guano «from the antipodes 
It IS a fair mference, 1 sabmit, that the English agues have ceased with ti\e using Up by high 
cultivation of all past and present decaying organic matter or germ pollution I should note 
also that these roadways were made and the agues cea^ d before villa?e sanitation except this 
using up of organic matters for manures was begiin in England The same progress in roads 
and cnltivation is benefiting Italy, so notorious for its agues, although general sanitatiou in 
towns IS more backward there, and that many of onr In inn Btations, and even the Feiai itself 
have become healthy and are still becoming healthier not from increased drainage, but from 
extended cnltivation 

Bctnming to Indian roads I should observe that if any of them have been made with 
deficient drainage they would either, as mentioned by the Magistrate of Cuttaok, ** oompla 
oontly yield to the floods and disappear or the acuimalated water would remain stagnant 
and lean on or he against the upper side of the road or embankment, and the opposite or 
lower side of the obstruction would bo quite dry and free from water logging In my mapec 
tion tours I have been careful to note this very point and to inquire into the oomparativC 
health of the people residing on either side of roads which cross the natural fail of the 
country I have found the water not lying against them, but collooted in hollows below 
the snrface level of the fields and equally so on both sides of them, and fevers in no instance

22 Every officer in the Chota Nagporo Division reports that the natural drainage fall 
IS so great that there is no obstruction, but that, on the contrary the difficulty is to retain the 
water for ogrieultural purposes and tiie Deputy Com misstoner of Lihardugga says that m 
this distiict the ^ovor is not attributed to obstructed dramige but t > the notion of the sun's 
rays on the decaying vegetation ot the vast forests in the distuct, and to extremes a)f tern 
perature 

23 Considering all the above mentioned circumstances, especially the facts that We have 
less feveis after such an cxcc b ot moisUirc as to floid the oountry that we have agues where 
the diamage is excelh nt, althou[,h decaying organic mattcis are abundant, and that cultiva 
tion alone does away with such matters altogether I confess I am unable to explain the 
causes of the Bcngd fevers, except m the manner above point d out I would then advocate 
that, in addition t ) removing as far as possible the drainage obstructions alieady referred to 
Which maybe f und in villages the means of ti afiic be increased whether by canals roads or 
railways, so that iiy an extended cultivation not only for homo consumption but for foreign 
export all the village organic matters (collected by a proper conservancy from house and 
puLlio latruirs, from middins, drain , and < css pits) may be applied to fields use 1 up and 
rendered harmless in the growth of plants that these hollows, ce«iB pits, &o be covered over 
with a layer of fresh earth taken from mounds of hi^h places, if any or evenly off i neigh 
bonring field and that the drinl in^ water be protected from night soil kitchen fluids, surface 
drainage, &c Improved dwellings bettor clothing and sleeping iirangements, and healthier 
habits of life generally will gr idually ensue 

24 The ab tracts of the reports herewith submitted show that the attention to the subject 
drawn by the Bajah s letter has done much good Some obsti actions to drainage have boon 
removed, and otheis ai in the tourso ot icmoval It wdl bo my duty ontiauslly to seek 
out more, to have them reciihed and to tause other improveraonts to be carried out wherever 
required as fast and os far as the means at command will idmit 

Our municipal towns have alioady greatly improved and the progress in general samta 
tion that continues to be made in them is marked and fairly rapid In time we hope to attain 
a like snecess in dealincr with our village po{ ulntion 

25 I should apologise for the length of this letter but as the subject is really the most 
important in the whole range of saiutatiuri for Bengil I felt I could not forward a bare 
epitome of the district tports without laying b lore Govornment a rapid survey of the 
question of the causes of our fevers the condition of our villages, the possibilities of 
drainage, &c , ind the facts supporting the views I have presented I have endeavoured 
to be as lai^ely practical and as little tloorctical as the subject permitted

Degumber Mitter, oe 1 1 on the subjeotof obstroeted drainage as a cause of fever, end of a 
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letter from the Ofihiiatiiig: Secretary to the Government of Ben^ai dir<ytinsr me if J agree with 
the views expressed in the pamphlet to Inng the subject to the dotice of distnpt officers and 
i:oint out to them how much can be done, at small cost for the bettering of drainage I have 
been too jphort a time in Bcogal, and have seen too little of the oountrv, to commit myself 
unreservedly to the Rajah s views, but there is sufficient pnmA faete probability about them 
to make it wprth while to test them practioally by removing obstructiont to drainage wherever 
possible Diminution of fever should, and in most instiincGS would, follow to the clear gam of 
those living in the neighbourhood 

2 Ihe relation of dampness to fever, and the possibility of eliminating the latter by 
getting nd of the formei are two of the bent known facts m hygienic science and the Rqah 
IS no doubt quite right in assuming that incrtosod dampness is oapable of inteBBifying the 
ordinary endemic fever of the country into on epidemic The gieat annual rainfall, the 
gcneial flatness of the country and the fact that rice the staple food of the people, requires 
epttensive natural or artificial nrigation mak any general diainage scheme practically 
impossible, and wo can hardly hope to get iid of agues as has been done in England but 
local cflbrts can do mu h to improve local diaina„c and to reduce fever to a minimum When 
the oidinary fever of a locality suddenly increases m ‘^evcllty and it is observed that houses 
formerly dry have bicome damp as seems to ha\e been pretty gene i ally the cabO where the 
epidemic fever has been met with, some obstruction to the drainage is certainly pointed to, 
and wherever that obstructim can be tiatod to new roads or dams or embankments, means 
should be taken to obviate the evil by piovidm., sufficient waterway 

3 Ihe Committee recently appointed to inquire into tho groat prevalence of fever at 
Dinagepore found conclusive evidence that the inuiii cause o^ a sudden aggravation of the disease 
was oliistruction to drainage caused by well meint ellortb to impiove it Other causes helped 
to locreasa the unhealthmcBS as they no doubt do eveiy where but tho evidenc was irresistible 
that water logging of the soil was the chid Iictoi Ibo ttujib s views as to tho loading 
features of the natur 1 drainage of the couutiy me I believe correct The drainage line is, 
ns a rule away from the rivers the beds of which by repeated deposits of silt arc for the most 
part highei than the surrounding country 

4 Thtre seems reason to believe that small bed obstructions are fiequcntly cau ed by 
landholders interfering with the drainage of villagts for agricultural riasous It would be 
interesting to know in how many instances the c have been iillowed bv increased fever and 
whether the fever diminishes aftir the obatruclion is removed an 1 I shall be ^,reailv obliged by 
your reporting to me any such nibtances for or against ihe theory as may have come or may 
(omc to your notice 

5 It would be well if m talking to the native gentlemen of your district you would 
draw thoir attention to the subject and point out to them thu good which would piobably 
result to thoir poiple if they did their best for the impi >vcmeut of villag,e drainage

18 very small The Commissioners have in contemplation sever'il improvements to secure a 
free passage of water from the town into the adjoining paddi fields and thence to the khals 

The drainage le very defective in the tinct surronndm the union of Jaipore It is muoh 
obatruoted on account of the mam road passing through the town not havin^ a sufiLoiont 
number of culverts This causes humidity in the sub soil and malarious fever breaks out 
almost every year for the last six or seven years The union is poor and has funds for only its 
su ohowkiaars I rom a report of the civil surgeon it appears th^it the general outfall of the 
country is from south to nor h and the villages stand at the foot >r a (onsiderable slope in a 
line where the first stress of a rapid and sudden drainage ih f It The suifuco water gathers 
and pours in iorionts partly into the fields and paitly mto a tank edied Hikimbund a bheel 
some 66 bighas in extent and situated in the south of the village faipore but chieftv into 
the Sunderbund a large tank on the west The latt r has a permanent outlet in order to 
preient the surrounding embankments breaking from rapid overflowing and the consequent 
submersion of the neigh boui mg cuUivated lands Too water being let off, the whole ^ bund 
becomes a marsh m the dry season Ihe Hikim) und also bes^omes u marsh owing to the small 
cutting for the inlet of water not being sufhdtnt to fill up even moderntely this lirgt bheel 
The shallowness of these bunds is said to bo due to irregular inj^ress of water and not so much 
to the upheaval of their beds 

Be«rbAoom —The natural formation of this district is believed to be favourable to drainai^e 
No action was taken either in the municipality or district on receipt of the circular on the 
subject but the local authorities are not aware if any seruua obstruction to di unage 

Aiidnajpore — Inquiries on the subject were made tbiou^h the sub divisional officers 
zemindars and some Government officials but the replies received throw no light on the muttei 
nor could the Magistrate by personal inspection of seveial parts of the district tiace any clear 
connection between defective drainage and the prevalence cf fever 

The zemindars of Jara having reported that there was not sufficient waterway m the road 
from Chunderkoiia to Qhaial, and that the eonstruciion oi cross dams at several places over the 
Jhooni and the Dalkef>sur m certain parts >{ the district near Ohatal foi the cultivation of 
crops interfered with the drainoge, steps were taken through the Executive Ln^ineer to remedy 
the evils 

It having also been represented that it was nece sury to open up the mouth ft the Kotra 
khal which bad been blocktd up duiiu^ the completion of th Ciutna circuit embankment, 
inquiries were made and it appeared that a sluice was at one time in course of coiistructioii at 
the place and that the project failed as the funds r ib d by the local residents proved inHuffi 
ment Since then nothing has been done in this direction and until ficRh funds are forth 
coming the matter has to remain in abeyance 

Ho0ghlj/ and Serampore The subject was brought t) the notice of the Rond C oss C om 
mittee which is largely composed ot native landowners and of the saveral municipalities lu 
the districts 

At the sudder and Serampore sub divisions a survey ib being t ikon of the drams of Mohsbh 
Bidira, Gonnaghuri and at the Hoo^hl) municipality it has been determined to dram the 
Shandepurtollah ward in Chinsurah 1 Ins expensive work was commenced lobt year and will, 
it 18 hoped| be completed during the current year 

j9ofsra4— In this district many of the smaller drnno^e diannels an used also os lines of 
communicaticfti in the mus, and it is believed that it mai tie pobsihle in some cases to subsidise 
local efforts with road cess funds 

With regard to the villages in the Doomjoor and Jii ^utbullubpore thanas^ there is no 
neesESlty for immediate notion These thanas comprise tracts, the bad diainoge of which has 
attracted the attention of Government for many years but the two schemes known as the 
Howrah district and Bsjapore schemes will, when earned out, do all that le required, with 
regard to the improveknent of the drainage of these tracts 
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At the Hovrrah nunioipality ijie drainage ohannela of the Shibpore quarter were 
thornughly opened arrangements werq made with the Supdk'iDtendent of tha Botanical 
Gardena through which the mam line epf^drainage hes^ to regulate the opening pnd ehutting 
of the aluice there according to the drainage levels^ the principal drainage cbaquel of the 
Qhoo&ery* quarter, westwards wns opened out, and a acnea of obatractionB removed , and else 
where the subject has received the cnreful attention of the municipality An allotment has 
been made iji this jear^s budget for the purpose which though insuffioieht to irleet the wants 
of the large area ovtfi which it has to be spread, will be usefally spent 

S4 "Pergunnahh The detailed reports relating to the drainage of this district and the 
suggestions to improve its deft^cts have been I learn, already submitted to C overnment I 
need not therePire eirter into particulars here It appears that it is lery necessary to dram the 
large bbeels and marshes in this di triot,;ind to protect prop ily the Imds subject to inunda 
turn by salt and brad isli water win h lender successful cultivation impossible The report 
relating to the Sil Wat i Lakes bung a gieat nuisance and % source of much unhealthiness 
has been rcfeircd to in the ^cneral adimmstration report of the distiict for 187K 79, and is, 
1 believe before Govl nment 

The woiLs of impro\emoiit of diainage near Ebordah and Tita^hur has been sanotioned 
and are about to bt undeital on 

With regard to tlio diiiinago of the sevfi il mnnicipjiliiies n tbn distiict, the Municipal 
Commissionirs look alter it as much as the rn 'iiis at their disposd allow, but the funds are in 
most instances too sin ill to allow of the requi ite werks hein^ done 

Kuddea —Report not yet received 

JcMsore — The Mi^istmte i pats tint no inslancts of f ver foil iwing on obstructed 
draina^i in the distrid huxe come to hu notice Ihere are no large waks or embankments 
in the di trict raided eilhei foi a^riculniral purposes or for commonicati ns, whiolnn any 
way inteifere with the oidiniry dtainage of theecuiim Kxots and landholaers do not as a 
lule obstruct dt iina;.e Ihey shut out the floods in some places till their aus piuldv \H gathered 
The temper if} embankments are then cut and ilie inuiid ition is allowed to flow freely into 
the bheds and over low lying lands to irrigate the amun crop As the rivers subside the bheeU 
dram into them Planters usually promt te drainage over laT^,e areas in connection with the 
indigo sowings 

Moonhedabad — 1 wo filthy h( les lying m the heart of the Berharaporc municipality arc 
to be excavated and turned into tanks of fine water by the proprietors of the land on which 
they are biiuattid and the drainage woiks connected with them for the discharge of surplus 
water aic to bo undatukeii bv the mumcipalitx Ihe municipality nropises to hll up another 
larjL^e hole and to construct diains to c my of the smplub water which now runs into this hole 
Efforts are to be made to mal c the owners of certain other holes at Sydabad to fill up or 
le excavate them 

The xvoik of all others whidi would tend most to improve B ihnmnore, is the filling 
up the sid 8 of ih it portion of BisUp re bheel which runs thn xx^h the tixvii by commnnica 
tioui with the river by tbioving up the eailh obtained by deepening the channel in the 
centre To cany thi out n will be ntc s aiy to buy the land At present howexcr, the

In the Juiifjiporo toxvii there aie a number of excavations of greater or less magnitude 
It IS found that it is m t possible to flush them from the Bbagnuthi by means of sluice gates, 
as the excavations he iai above the ordinarx level of the iiver and would only be flushed at 
high flood The altunative is to fill them up gridiially with eirth to be obtained by excavating 
deep and proper tanks The largest, c died the Jola requires first and pecial attention 

Vtnagepore — Ihe drainage scheme recommended by the late committee appointed by 
Government to inquire into the unhealtbincss of Dioagepoic is being vigorously pushed on m 
the municipality of Dina^eporc under which several obstructed drams are being cleared out, so 
that all the watci mav easily be drained out into the dead river Ohogra, the natuial drainage 
channel of the muuuipalitv which runs from east to west and leads into the nv^r Furnabhaba 
Ibat obstructed dram i^e ] hiys a most important part 111 the causation ot fever within the 
towns was satiEfactorily iscertainid by the coiun ittee The Yito Chairman of the munioi 
pality 16 eodeavdirmg to trace out the course of the fexor village by village, and has promised 
to furnish a report ( n the subject 

Kajshahge — Hub dishiet is very low m many places, being below the high fl>od level of 
the Gauges but iiowbeie b b w the bed level of that river The drainage line runs awav fiom 
the banks fa a very short distance, the real dtainage of the country being from tbe north 
west to the south east 

The memlers of tlu Road Cess Oommittee the Municipal Commissioners of the town 
and the principal miu of tie district were recjuesied to brm^ to notice any obstructions caused 
bv roads or in any other xvay to the natural drainage of the country Tlie Executive Engineer 
has also been asked to report how far the drainage has been affected by the Northern Bengal 
State Railway No repcris have yet been submitted 

—Great attmtion was and i bem^, paid to the drainage scheme of the Rung 
pore town whereby the water logged tract xvithin which the inumoipality la situated and 
which w the worst example of obstiucted diainage in the whole district, has been partially 
dravied The result it is said has been a marked improvement in the health of the pepple, 
and It IB lielieved that if the scheme is completed and mamtained, the municipality can be 
made fiirlyaud oiodeiafeh htulthx 
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Fenona caasinfs: obstruotions to tbe river Obpgat are proseoated and punished A sohome 
Idr ifUproi^ing the nver has been drawn up « 

jB(;{pfa,-^Beyoiid oiroulaiing the ciroutar on the aahjeot to the Conunissioners of the Mom 
opahty, AO djpecial action was taken in the matter ^ 

Pubna —The Magistrate who has seen a good many of the large villages and towns of 
this dietnct, thinks that tbe district may be called healthy and one in wbiob public |iealta does 
not suffer from obstructions to drainage What the people call for are roads and good dri&k 
mg water * 

Natural obstructions to drainage exist in the silting up of khals and The numerous 
streams^ but the water then passes through other channels and its benefit is transferred td 
other spots The water in the jheels and heels also stagnate There aiUi in the part of the 
country west of the F(»o ore, a considerable number of jhcels and botjis Their reclamation 
would probably be benefiom], hut it would involve v<;r/ extensive drainage works 

Iff the town of Shavadj or< whtre fever a as sail to have prcifailed most fatally (there was 
it IS said^ no fever in It in 1878) there are two kials — one whuh is about seven miles m 
length and passes thre u^li the town^ has silted up not cniy through straggling town, but 
from thence to Us exit fiotn the Oorasugut io excavate this channel afresh would be a 
work of groat expense Tbt other klial which runs under the police station of Sliazadpore 
not through the town but along its border has als silted up at its junction with Oorasagui 
1 his obstrutUou can be removed at a small cost, and tht District Engineer has taken the 
matter in band 

Tbe drainage on the Chandaikona road vias o struct ed, and a culvert was ordered to bo 
made to lelieve the obatiuction 

Darjeelinff — Arringeraents w<re made througii tnc Road Cess Committee to have proper 
drams made for the two principal r ad pis ing through the Bander, viz the Khoribari and 
MatipOra roads in Pliunsidcwah iu the ieiai and to ha\e the sides of these roads cleared of 
all jungle An estimate was also submitted to the C mmiesionci of the Division for kc^pin^ 
clean aijd opening the drainage of two important loids viz the Barowerparnh and Hospital 
loads m Phansidcwah station, 1} which means proper diaina^e and tree ventilation would be 
secured, and (or fill ng up two very bad exeaxaiions in the Phunsidewah bazar which aie 
reservouB of all munn r oi iiltb and steueh 

Julptgofce — At Julpigoreo it is specially difficult to give efiect to the sugggestion of 
removing obstructed drainage, owing to there betn^ very few actual villages, each man ag 
a rule, having his b4ii in an isolated position on his own jote These hktiB are erected on 
the highest land on ihcjote but aie surrounded on all sides by rite fields, into which every 
effort 18 made to drain water and to retain it there In addiuon to this stagnant water, most 
s)f these bftns have near them two or three lar^o stagnant pools (oimed by excavating earth 
for building purposes which are full of all descriptions of filth and refuse, and are surrounded 
uith bamboos and plantain and bctelnut trees which effectually stagnate the air about them 
The Deputy Cimmissioncr suggests tbe compilation and distribution to the people, 
gratuitously and widely, of a small pamphlet showing that experience has taught that stagnant 
water and impeded drainage are the causes ( f half the fever which decimate the people, and 
setting forth the best remedies to be adopted to reader their homes more healthy 

Diicca —Tbe MaDick„un„e sub division IS stated to be the only part of the district in 
which any good could bo done by the removal of obstruoted diainage In this sub division 
fever breaks out in the last quarter of every year on the subsidence of the flood water and is 
traceable to obstructed drainage The eoiintr) is intersected by little streams the banks of 
which are higher than the snrroundmp. villages and the consequence is that tbe land is water 
logged and remains so foi months until the sun has evaporated the moisture The Magistrate 
proposes to improve the drainage of a few villa^ts by lowering the bheel water after the 
piesent rains, that is in October next as an experiment to see whether it is worthwhile to 
extent the scheme to other parts but as the measure will cost a few bundled rupees he astei 
how this outlay is to be met The Hoad Cess Committee has sent up a proposition to open 
up the Hilsamari This project is objected to by the bupennteudm^ bngiueor but the 
Mtfgistrate believes it would do iniieh for the health of the distiict apart from its usefulness 
as a measure of communication 

Furreedpore — The natural diaina^^e of that portion of tbe municipality which is within 
a khal, which leaves the Ganges a mile from the station and passes in a semicircle to the north 
and west of the town and finally jiasses into the Dholcsumuudra, a lar^e lake to the south 
west and in which the station bazar &c are situated, is the Magisrrate reports, the most 
perfect be bus ever known in th< fiats of Bengal, and this drainage h«iH in no way been 
interfered with artificially Then are culverts at every necessary point except at two, whore 
it IB* hoped they will be supplied in due time All accumiilaiious of water are taken off by the 
simple expedient of cuttm^ the road ihe highest points m this tract are naturally tbe 
banks of the Ganges anU the khal The drainage fi )W8 away from them into the Dhole In 
the rams when the river rises the khal fills ind tbe water flusho-i all the drains in the town 
whicb*are then like running brooks taking the (ranges water into every nook and corner and 
filling every tank an I finally by a variety of different channels discharging themselves into 
the Dhole When the khal falls the drainage still continues to flow into the Dhole , when tbe 
river falls the Dhole di es tor a certain time continue to dischargo its waters through two or 
three khals into the nver and when these khals dry up the Dhole still oontmues to receive 
the surplus water, as long as there IS any, with the exception ot a little which finds its way 
by artificial channels into the khal 
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Of the drainage of that pottioii of the manicipality wbioh lies beyond the kbil ti^faioh 
encircles the tract above referred tb, mueh baa not beeli Dseertainad Ihere la a br|in4h kfaal 
which leavGf? the aborve mentioned one neap the bazar, and finally falls into the Kumar nm at 
Kumarpore, about seven miles by road Tt is behoved that most of the drainage of f^ia traei 
falls into true branch khal 

The drainage of the nutlyinu villages embraced by the municipality la it is feared, <eome^ 
what obstructed, but steps have been taken to have the obstructions removed 

The Furreedpore khal is closed by a bar at the mouth in the dry season It is said that 
a considerable sum wtAild be required to keep it open again According to the District Engineer 
it is impossible to open it because the level of the Kumar river (stagnant in the dry seaaon) is 
several feet higher than that of the Ganges, and the result of opening it would simply be 
to draw the Kumar dry The Magistrate, however suggests that asiientific report on this 
subjoci be obtained from a superior officer o| the Public Works Department 

The Magistrate says that the mam khal which flows into the Dholesumundra cannot 
be opened because of the bazar bridge the culverts of which are two feet higher than the low 
water level of the Ganges, whereas they ought to be four feet lower He thinks that if this 
bridge wis demoh bed, hurreedpore would be able to count on a good stream of running 
water tlirougbout the year as well as a waterway leading pretty marly all over the district 
But the building of the bridge has cost a vtty large sum of money and it wiuld have to be 
replaced at even ^renter cost 

The defects of the drainage f village kuidua in Madaripcro have been removed by 
deepening a khal for which the villagers subscribed Ks 500 and which amount was snpple 
mented by a grant of Its 1,000 from the Bo id Cess hand Ihis work has also improved 
the drainage of four other villages The people of another village (Bizitpore) are about to 
apply for a similar grant for the same purpose and the drainage of village Ishibpore is to be 
attended to by the Sub divisional Officer of Madaiipoie 

The drainage of the Madanporo municipality has been improved 

In the district generally there is no reason it is said to behove that the drainage has 
been obstructed by r ads and m the south tber are practically n > roads and such roads as 
there are have a continu ms ditch alon^bidc communicating with the khals With regard 
to all roads recently constructed care has been tak n to allow suffidcnt waterway 

In connection with this siibj ot the Magistrate reports that there is a great want of 
tanks, especially in the south of the district Thireareno tanls within three miles of the 
Folong thana nud when the khals dry up, the people are put to great straits for drinking 
water Ho also strongly ur^es that prison labour be allowed for tarrying out public works 
Backergunge — The Magistr te reports tba^ in this district cumplaints are not heard of 
obstructions to dramQ 4,6 

Xfymmsingfi —The Magistrate reports that owing to the cireulur on the subject having 
either been missent or mislaid no aotioii could be taken A copy of the circular has been sent 
to him and his reply when received will be submitted to Government 

Tifperah — Beyond deepening or re txcavatmg the channels of some small khals by the 
Road Glsb Department no special measures have been found feasible durin„ 187S id the 
district The drainaj,^ of the municipality was however propeilv attended to 

Chittagong — Chittagong is reported to be in fact njt U all a water logged country the 
drainage bemg natural and free from the hills to the Bay of Bengal or to the big rivers 
falling into the Bjy, and no artifiual measures are it is said require! to improve it The 
Magistrate is decidedly of opinion that the natuial drainage of the country is not obstructed 
to such an extent as to atfect the health of the people and he observ s that althou*’‘h therer 
are plenty of dams erected dui mg the hot weather fur agricultural and irrigating purposes 
he 18 not aware that their construction lias ever been ace^rapanied by increased fever or that 
tbeir removal has t ver been followed by u diminution of that disea e 

NoakhoUff — In the town of Sudharaui fishing in drains has been put a stop to and tlie 
drams are kept clean 

With rogaid to the villages in the district the Magistrate remarks that it is not an easy 
matter to lake any dfeotnal measures for lemedying obstructions to drainage and that the issue 
of general instructions without personal instructions or reference to particular eases might do 
more harm than good He adds that the dislnct is however not badly drained on the whole, 
and considering Its locality and natural dampness feveis cannot he said to be abnormally 
numerous or severe 

Patna —In the Patna Municipality a very important dram has been completed which 
servos to carry off ram or flood water to the ]u]]a ti the south of the city 

A much more important and faster scheme i jr the effective drainage of the civil station 
by the excavation of a channel towards the julla to the south has been some time under eon 
Bideration, but it could not be earned out owing to the necessity of obtaining professional 
inquiry and advice and for want of funds 

A canal for Banktpore, by which raiu water can be discharged in the direetion of the 
river when low, has been taken in hand, which is considered a boon to the station till the river 
rises 

No action has been taken with regard to the viDages in the district, but the attention of 
the Sub divisional Officers and of the Road Ctss Committee has been drawn to the subject 
Their reports are awaited, and it is intended that the cost of the minor works that may be 
recommended will be met from the Road Cess Fund, and that larger works will be undert^cB 
under the Embankment Act 
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OfitTlvL thrift djBtriet there ar^ pa jheels or ^bstruotioiui to draiaa|te ^ the raiDfalfie 
net so beSTjr as m Bengal , and the ouifait of the drfjgage » ah uniform gradnSl Aeline frohi 
south to ]{ordi Henoe the suggestions ot the Rajan are not applicable to thia district This 
surplus water )s stored in ePihanked reservoirS| sometimes of considerable magnitud^i and 
constmeted at oonsideri^ble expense for the purpose of irrigation 

The drainage of the municipahties and unions has boen much improvedi and all that is 
j^onaidered necessary m this direotion is done with due regard to tqe finaiioes and other 
important demands upon the funds 

Stc^iabad —The railway lines and canal works in this district are staged not to obstruct 
drainage materially With regard to the formeti it is proposed to increase the waterway 
toward Eollwari where it is deficient at present , and with regard to thef latter, it iS suspected 
thaf althoiigh aufficicnt provision baa been made for waterway in the main and branch 
lines $xA chief distributaries, the sub distributaries do to some extent impede drainage, and 
there is not sufficient means for carrying off the surplus water from the flooded fields id all oases 
It IB suspected that the embanked roads in the district are not supplied owing to limited 
local funds, with sufficient number of bridges, or are Biipphed with just that number which the 
Engineer considers safe, apd that therefore, although the amount of waterway may be enough 
to secure a road against all ordinary floods, it may not be enough to keep the embankments 
from acting as drams and swamping the whole country above them The Magistrate has 
however, impressed this view of the matter strongly on the District Engiueer, and is 
endeavouring to ebtablish the principle that no embanked roads should be constructed without 
sufficient waterway to carry off the rainfall rapidly 

It 18 believed that the greatest obstruction to the free drainage of this district is caused 
by the aiarcM and bunds 

An extensive system of drainage is being earned on in Sasseram town 
Tbo town of Arrah is well situat d, and the Gangni middi ought to carry off all the 
drainage , but internal drams are much wanted, which it is hoped, the municipality will be 
able to construct by degrees There are also maby holes and depressions all about the town 
which will have to be dealt with when funds permit 

It 18 believed that the drainage of Buxar is insnfficient, although the town is situated on 
the blinka of the Ganges, and there should be little difiiculty m draining it The question 
has been brought to the notico of the Municipal CommiBsioners 

The Superintending Engineer believes that the construction of the Bhojepore and 
Doomraon distributaries by causing the Kao stream to revert to a channel from which it has 
boen diverted wil| cause some danger ot floods to a part of Doomraon The course taken by 
the stream during the last rams was watched, but the result has not been reported to ipe 

The worst drained place is the great village of Nasirgunge but an extensive system of 
drainage, calculated to remedy all present defects has been started This drainage scheme is 
to be extended to the adjacent village of Harthargonge 

'Wherever possible the tanks are being filled up with water from the canal with oxcellent 
resnlts This has already been done ot Arrah Doomraon and Nnsirgunge In places where 
this advantage cannot be availed of, the water supply must m the main be obtained from wells 
A plan has also boen sanctioned by Government for the thorough renovation of tbo magnifi 
centTtank of Shete Shah at Sasseram 

Mowfferpore —It is said that neither the roads nor the railway obstruct the drainage of 
this district I beg to forward herewith extracts from the letters of the Magistrate and the « 
District Engineer, which furnish an interesting account of the subject and which also show 
the cause to which the fever that prevails m this district may be referred 

Bwrbkunga — No instances have come to the notice of the Magistrate m which it appeared 
that m the mofussil danger to the health of the inhabitants was attributable to obstructed 
dramageu 

In ijlie town of Durbhunga much attention has been bestowed by the Municipal Commis 
sioners to drainage Here the tanks, which are very numerous, while they collect all the 
surfaceidraipage and so prevent the accumulation of excessive subsoil moistuio during the 
ramy season and cold weather, are likely to become causes ot fever and bowel complaints if 
their supply of water were sdlowed to fall short and become impure To remedy this evil it 
became necessary to completely flush all the tanks with pure river water once a year Vor this 
purpose a channel of the uniform breadth of ten feet to the Kamla nver, which is the ohief 
source qf supply of water to the tanks has been cut and the connections between tank and 
tank have been improved The result is that the water which in past years would have 
ramatned for days on the lowlands north of tbe town, finding its waj slowly into the tanks 
now flows m a considerable stream into tbe tanks and fills them in two or three days Three 
subsidiary channels from the Bagmati nver flush the few remaining tanks not reached by tbe 
Kamla overflow The Commissioners have also cleansed and, where necessary, deepened and 
repaired tbe many minor channels which dram tne surface of tbe town 

Sarun — The sanitary condition of this district with regard to fever is said to be very 
differeut fiftiro that of tbe districts in Lower Bengal The only tract in which fever can be 
said to have enything like a permanent abode is a narrow strip, from a mile to two miles in 
hmidthi along the banks of tbe Jhun nver at tbe north west of the distnct and in Hus 
locality viUa«s are generally ooospicuons by their absence It is believed that this fevi r is 
induced by the rank vegetation and jungle in and around the ohannel, as m the lower part of 
its course, where there is more water and less jungle, the same degree of unheolthineA is not 
observed 
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Thd natural drainage ot th{> district is well looked after by the Road Cess Committee 
Large numbers of bxld es and culverts have been eoustructed^ and steps have been taken to 

E rqvide more, and it is enid that thiA is probablv no district in Bengal whiph can show 
etter roads^ with more open waterways proportioned to draina^^e requirements than Satnn 
There arc numerous artificial drains made by the zemindars and others not always in 
petferl order ; but, as they stand, the/ carry off large quantities of water which, without them 
would bo stagnant for keveral months after the rams These drains have been constructed for 
pgncultural purposes and consequently in the present dearth, self interest will be a strong

The drainage of the municipalities in this district is unBatisfaetary At Chunra the 
main but not the back, streets are well drained At Revilgunge pucka drains have been and 
are being constructed along the roam streets and it is under contemplation to introduce a 
system of drainage pipes which will carry off tolerably into the Oogra river much of the 
water which now stagnates m the rains At Sewan the drama e is decid dly defeoUve The 
Magistrate says he never saw a municipality m which there was less artificial diamage It is 
proposed to have the drams cleared and to make them pucka in the more important parts of 
the town 

CAumparun — No steps were taken for draining the villages in the district, but boles and 
depres'^ions m the town of Motihari are being filled up and endeavours are being mode to 
perfect Its system of diamage But the Magistrate, Mr Weekes, writes that his views with

Alaldal --The drainage of the two municipalities of English Bazar and Old Maldafa is 
said to have been carefully looked to obstructions have been removed and proper fall and 
commnnication with suitable outlets maintained 

In all the villages through which district roads pass repairs are effeted in such a way as 
to facilitate drainage as far as practioable , but no special steps appear to have bqen taken 
for the improvement of village drainage bejond calling the attention of the local residents 
to the subject from time to time 

Monghj/r — South Monghyr being a hilly c'mntry its natural drainage is into the Ganges 
by a number of channels wbi h a sume the form of torrents when the ram falls and which dry 
up when it ceases Obviously no silting up of these ohannelb takes place, and temporary 
obstructions such as small dams for irrigation purposes |,o at the very first shower 

On the other side the bank of the Ganges being higher than the country inside it throws

n ad t( Kjtnr and (hsr them and no opportunity was lost t) point out to the people that bad 
w Iter and obstructed dmnage aic the mjst fertile sources of di ease Tbe Magistrate says 
that, unless the peo|)le help themselvfs much cannot le done by Government officers in this 
direction tint a dun^ heip or festering cesspool in the immediate vicinity of a house is looked 
upon by tin petplo as u convenience rather than a nuisance as the one supplies fuel and 
valuable manure and the oihci water for domestic purposes and that althotu^h these are 
public nuisances it is difllcult to prove them to be 6>, seeing that all the people living around 
them Fee no offence in them This difllculty it is said, can only be wrestled with by a legis 
laiive enactment as the local ofliccrs can do little to meet it

Pmee — The Joint Magiatiute of Kh<ordah leports that the sub divibion is well drained 
by tbe rivers falling into Chilka Lakes, but the Magistrate docs not agree with him, and is of 
ipitiion that tbe Ganjam roid has not sufficient waterway even for agriculturul purposes 
It appears to him strange that the Public Works Department in circular No 143M, dated 
Slsi May 1878 should state that the subject had their attention for many years, and that care 
had been taken to limit tbe power of District Committees, lest natural drainage should be 
inteifercd with as he thinks that the large embankment woiks earned on by that department 
must have affected the natural drainage much more than local works 

In the town of Poorec much improvement has been effected by the constiuction of an 
oetfall dram which carries off surface water into a natural channel leading to the sea 

Balasore — Here the attention of the principal native gentlemen of the district was drawn 
to the subject Abstracts of such of their replies as have been received are subjoined 

Kolias Chundra Rai Mohasoy Honoraij Magistrate and zemindar of Deburda, in thana 
Baliapal, repoits that be instructed tbe village hi adman, leadmg ryots, and surbariikarB of his 
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z mindari to look after the draiDa<;e of their respective villogee^ intimating to them that 
water logging oaueedbj imperfeot drainage le the main caaee^of oialanooe fever) and proime 
^ng fay way of encouragement to supply them with requisite funds and land for opening out 
new waterways where necessary In some large villages, such as Dahurda, Modhupara, fte , 
roads have been constructed, and most of the waterways by the sides of those roads havo been 
opened nnd repaired There are a few villages and fields in his zemiudan to dram whysb it is 
necessary to dig khalls through the zemmdans of other zemindars Lndeavours are being 
giade to obtain the aid of these zemindars in the matter ^ 

Rai Nimai Churn Bose Bahadur Honorary Magistrate and zetninddr of Byang m than% 
Dhamnagar reports that although there was an outbreak of malarious fever lo some parts of 
bis zemindan and although the people are yet suffering from its ednsequenots, it does 
not appear to him that tbe feier is due to any obstruction to drainage of the nature referred 
to by tt{e late Rajah Degumber Mittcr Tue fever he says is probably duo to want of high 
floods 

Baboo Umesb OhnndcrMundal zeminJai of Mobarukpore in thana Soro, and Kriehnapura, 
in tbana Basudebpore says that his zemindan has not been visited by the type of malarial 
lever prevalent in Bengal and that consequently thtre lias been scarcely any opportunity to 
test the theory of tbe Uijnh on the subject He adds that in none of the villogesfOi bis 
zemindaris has the natural drainage been obstructed by the construction of canals or roads, 
except ID Mobarukpore through which the Juggernath road passes, but that it has not been 
noticed that malarial fever has prevailed m the villagt s along this road 

Munshi Ahdul Suhhan Khan, Government pleader and zemindar of Ourpada m ihaua 
Busta, intimates that the drainage of no pan of bis zemindan is obstructed, and that none 
of the villages are fever stricken 

The Ma^istia^e adds that generally it may be said that the obstruction to drainage so 
oommon in Bengal exists but little in this district where much of the ground is high and 
has a good natural slope Where such obstruotions exist the zemindars profess thcmBelvcs 
willing to do all in their power to remove them 

Hazanbagi —In this district the slopes are so great and tbe soil so friable (hat tho 
principal difficulty is to prevent natural diainage d ing mischief as directly any quantity of 
water begins to run a scour immediately takes plac( and a small water course becomes 
unless carefully watched and guarded by cross embankments a deep ravine While in Lower 
Bengal the difficulty is to get nd of the surplus water here the difficulty is to retain every 
drop of It, as the people art never blessed with a surplus of that clement 

Lohardugga — Here the country being of an undulating character the drainage is excellent 
and no water 1 ggmg of the soil can ever occur It is believed that the fiver which is 
very prevalent and fatal in this district, is not caused by obstructed drainage vast tracts 
c{ the distrct are forest covered consequently tbe quantity of decayed vogotable matter must 
be very considerable, and the action of the strong sun on it no doubt generates miasma and 
this must be one cause of the fevers prevailing in the district Ihc district is also subject 
to verj sudden and extraordinary variations of temperature and us the msbs ot the people 
are n( t over well clad these sudden changes cause chills and induce fevers 

Stnghhoom observai ions relating to obstruct! d drainage arc not applicable to this 
district as the nature ot tiu c untrj is undulating and tbe natural drainage is cz ell nt All 
lain wnUris rapidly diaincd off and there is not and esnnot be any watoi log^in^ and the 
villages themselves are situated on knolls and eminences 

Manlhoom — No difficulty is felt in tins ^district with regard to obstructed drainage tbe 
difficulty lies the other way It is always the object of the agrioultun ts to save the water 
which too readily flows to a lower level The physical conformation of the distiiot secures 
for the people a rtmarkable immunity from fcveis

In reply to your No 4548, dated the 25lh ultimo, I have the honor to inform you that 
nothing has been done to imi rjve the health of villages by draining of water but that what 
from my point of view (winch is perhaps peculiar) is much m ire important an attempt has 
been made to let the river Sibrana water into the two Motihan lakes by cutting a canal as 
you are aware Tins was not deep enough and the levels I hud were wrong I am having 
the matter remedied 

As regards Rajah Digumber Mitter^s memorandum, I have the honor to represent that 
fuy views of the origin of the Burdwan and Hooghly fever are widely different from his 
except in the point which is that fever is more rife on tbe higher and drier grounds on which 
the houses are built in Bengal than in the swamps themselves Bui it is all nonsense to say 
that fevers are caused by the dampness of the comparatively small patches of homestead lands 
and not by the existence of the interminable areas of disgusting and stagnant paddy fields 
and swamps Dram these latter, and therewith the whole country, which consists of nothing 
else and grow better nourishing crops of a higher order than rice and the country will in 
time alter its nature and become healthy You cannot cherish stagnant paddy swamps and 
expect the little oasis of village lands, only a little higher, to be healthy 
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My 0 ^ opiDioD of thf oni^n thefeviJr (and I hav0 seirved b6th lo Btudwan 
and Hoogbly) 18 tbal is due to insiiffibidii, or rather less than uEbal, rainfeOl^ BjlpplenyMiUld 
by the emiot of einbankiD$|f the hver Damooder on the left b^nk This bad the effect Of 
drying up the whole country side froiti the Damooder to the Hoog^iy Thete is a fall of BO 
feet between the Damooder and HoogUy, and this slope represents the H^hly disthot 
Formerly the Damoodpr need to flood the whdo of this^ and actually useld to moh the town 
of Hooghly CP the riyer Hooghly when it flooded the streets^ sO that people had to go about 
n boats The effect of deficient rainfall and of the embankment combined was so great that 
in 1875 1 saw the whole district utterly dry*— >a most unusual thing People were drinking 
water from mild holes in the river Sataswatti until the Damooder water was led into the 
streOm in the summer of that year to the great relief of the people What 1 say is this, that 
fhe exti'eine dryness of 1873 74 and the preceding year^ and of 1874«75 dried up a country 
that bad never been dry before, and allowed gases that had been imprisoned deep down and had 
never before been able to reach the surface^ to be given off into the atmotpheroj and still 
worse, the drying up of the country, which in other yeirs did not begin till tho cold weather 
had set m or even till Januair and February commenced and was in active operation in 
Beptember and October, when the heat of the sun was suilicient to render the gases pestilential 
and to develops all kinds of germs 

Paddy swamps and swamps too deep tor cultivation (as was the Dankuni jheel before it 
was drained), though alwa} s inimical to health are not pestilential except when they are 
drying up, and it was the general and unusual dryness on the whole surface of the country 
that made the air fevSr giving and tho water too I know the country near Serampore and 
Mohesh wants draininj:, and that our efforts have been frustrated by certain obstructive persons, 
but it 16 of no Use draining the homesteads if the whole country is to remain a paddy swamp 
and the inhabitants are to oover their houses with the rankest vegetation possible, as they do at 

K isent shutting out the sun entirel/ Where the sun never comes the dootor will 
ere must be a line somewhere between the homestead and the swamps where the lapd will be 
always drying up and exhaling fever producing gasis anl the most filthy customs of the 
lahaDitants have much to do with the inttoSifying of bad inflaenee It is my belief thatexore 
ment and other human secretions enter into the composition of all their drinking water It 
certainly does into that of tho water with which they rinse their mouths Then again they 
always have a deposit of decaying vegetable matter close to their bouses Drainage is gbod in its 
way, but not to be depchded upon as a panacea Good drinking water is quite as important to 
say the least of it This might easily be done in the Hooghly and Burdwan distnets by 
damming up the river Darhooder every year m November and December, and leading it into 
the Kana Damooder and the Sardswatti The people will not pay for it It is tiresome to 
collect the cost It should be paid from the Public Woiks Cess 

Another importaut point is to get rid if possible, of the mi taken and injunoas notion 
propagated, I believe by Mahomed, aUd adopted by the Hindus, that if a certain proportion of 
water be added to any kind of filth— excrement decayed corpses, or the most noxious filth 
conceivable— it is perfectly bannlcss and may be drunk without harm % e without loes of caste , 
for the Very idta of injury to health by such contamination is wanting in their minds The 
only idea prescut is about contamination of onste, whieb, being a troublesome matter, they are 
glad to set at rest by a comfortable doctrine such as the above 

As regards Kamnuggur and the north part of tins district and the question of improving 
the health of its inhabitants by draiilage, I am of opinion that the fever there is not due to 
want of drainage but to the sub Himalayan situation of this tract, and that fever must always 
exist in such teiai lands 

I have been attending to the drainage of Motiban lately and filling up holes and 
depressions where water used to lodge, and am trying to perfect the system of drainage which 
IS at present defective

fever is of extremely rare occurrence Jaj^ore is a town thoroughly water legged and without 
drainage, and yet it is considered by the inhabitants to be one of the healthiest towns in 
Orissa 

Kehdrapara —Deputy Magistrate days that last year fever prevailed along the Gobrt 
canal, a new canal which ho thiUko crosses the drainage of the country Ho wifi watoh the 
results of this year In the meantime the attention of the engineer offleers will be drawn 
to thh alleged necessity that further syphon Waterway under the canal should be given 

Deputy Supenntendeot of Cknal Bevenue reports that no actual oases of sicksess have 
ever come to his notioe, but as ''in many places along Government oaiials and distribntanea 
the peroolatiou water between the banks and village sites is calculated to en^nder the evils 
referred to in jostioe to the people affedled a system of tap drams alongside idi Government 
channels should be made to relieve all sooh viiliges of the additional moisture that snoh oooo 
muktions must oauss 
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If Opvemment bhould i^hiok fit to ict on this eu^^estioif it will have to be refciTed to the 
Imgation Department but as no sickness has been noticed yet> Oof^nment may perhaps 
shrink from mcnmuj, the expanse, which I fear would be larjSfO 

The District Superintendent of Police, who naturally sees more of the area of tne 
distnot than any dother officer and who with the Ma][fistrate has daily rt^port'^ from 45 
statioos tbrou^hoiit the district hss noticed no outbreak of sickness in connection with 
impeded drainage ^ 

The Distnct Engineer reports that m no part of the district do the roads cross the drain** 
age except the Chandballi road in parts and as regards this, I can relieve (lovernruent of all 
anxiety as to the road impeding the dninage f i ever\ year the lood oomplacentl) yields to 
the flo d and to a large extent diHapptars Tin District Pn^ineer, however mentions that

The Annul] Rf^port of the Port OOicer for 1S79 80 
Liluienani SiiFFB WAS appointed Port Officer in the course of the year 
and assumed charge of his duties from Lieutenant Warden on the dth August 
last Lieutenant Warden remains attached to the department for the present 
as an Assistant Port Officer 

2 llio Pilot Service consisted at the end of the year of 67 pilots and 
22 leadsmen or a total of 89 oUtcers 1 he numb r of pilots is b low the 
sanctioned stiength of the service (70 pilots and 20 leadsmen), but it is at 
present quite suflicicnt for the work of the port Ihc casualties of the past 
year weie ono death and one dismissal among the pilots Tour licensed leads 
men qualifii d ioi pilots, and were admitted to the mate’s ^lade , and eleven 
leadsmen apin entices appointed since 1877 passed their fust examination as 
second mates, of whom six have been posted to pilot bii^s as second officers, while 
five continm to lun as leadsmen, pending the occurrence of vacancies on pilot 
vessels Ihc result of this exammation uas ereditabh to the leadsmen 
apprentices The Port Offieci speaks vciy favouiably ot tlic efficiency of tlie Pilot 
Service as a uhole, and m tins opinion the Lieutenant Governor fidly concurs 
Some important clunges afieeting the distnbution ot work among the members 
of the service were carried out during the year These changi s were advocated 
by the majority of the pilots themselves, and expeiienco has so fai shown 
that they have been attended with good results Applications for pilots were 
restricted to the pilot who brings the vessel up, and tailing him, to the pilot of 
the turn, it tv as ruled tint spicial pilots should bo allowed only to lints 
of mqel steamers, that no pilot below the ^^rado ot senior master should lUn as a 
speeuk pilot save on vessels of his own grade and tonnage and that the 
sanction of Government must be obtained m every case to the employment of a
